Washington Note to Peru 
On Concession to Marconi 


WASHINGTON, May 14. — The 
award ‘by «the Peruvian Government 
ef a concession to the Marcon! Wire- 
less Telegraph Company,’ Ltd., of 
London, for operation of the Peruvian 
wireless, ‘postal and telegraphic: ser- 
vices for a period of twenty-five 
years has been made the basis for 
representations by ‘the American 
Government. 

The American communteation has 
hot been made public and State De- 
partment officers declired today to 
discuss its contents, It was learned, 
however, that it was not in the form 
of' a protest. 

The concession granted the Mar- 
coni company dates from last May 1 
and followed negotiations extending 
over a period of more than a year. 
First reports received here indicate 
that the agreement was’ virtually a 
madhopoly in form, but later advices 
to the State Department were said to 
have shown that it would not inter- 
fere with the business of the All- 
America Cable Company in Peru or 
between that country and the United 
States.

SIGNED BY MILLER 


‘The Only Way to Remedy What 
Every One Conceded a Great 
Evil,’ Says Governor.

HASN’T PICKED COMMISSION 


Three Men to Decide What Con- 
stitutes Objectionable Play, 
With Right of Veto. 


Governor Miller gave his approval yes- 
terday to the Lusk bill providing for a 
State censorship of moving pictures. 
Following this action the Governor an- 
nounced that probably a month or more 
would elapse before he appointed the 
three members of the Motion Picture 
Commission, which is. to administer the 
new law. 

The Lusk bill was the last of the so- 

called thirty-day bills—measures sent to 
the Governor after the Legislature has 
adjourned—to receive ‘Official sanction. 
The Governor signed the bill in his suite 
in ‘the Plaza, where he was spending 
part of the day with Mfs. Miller prior 
to starting on a vacatidh that probably 
will- last a fortnight. 
In an interview. after he had affixed 
his signature, Governof Miller said that 
he had decided to ignore the demand 
madé by the moving picture interests 
for the appointment. of a commission to 
‘investigate the industry with a view to 
recommending to next year’s lawmaking 
body measures to remédy the conditions 
Governor Miller is seeking. to correct 
through a censorship by the State. 
The Lusk bill was fought at every stage 
of legislative procedire by the’ moving 
picture men and again while pending 
before the Governor for final action. 

‘*] signed this bill,’’ said the Gov- 
ernor, ‘‘ because I reached the conclu- 
sion that it was Me only way to remedy 
what every one conceded had grown to 
be a very great evil. The altérnative 
proposed for such.a law as this was 
the appointment by me of a commission 
which would be wholly extra-legal. 

Opposes Personal Government. 


‘* That commission would have been 
my creature solely, and would have op- 
erated along tines that, I suppose, I 
would have been expected to suggest. I 
am opposed to personal government. We 
have had far too much of that. If we 
were to have a commission at all, it 
seemed to me that it should be one 
whose duties were defined by law rather 
than subject to the Executive whim. As 
a matter of fact, this bill which I have 
signed is not really a censorship bill in 
the strict sense of that term, because it 
does not leave the subject to the caprice 
of the commission, but the law itself 
prescribes the’standards. It is regu- 
latory rather than censorship. The fun- 
damental object is to eliminate inde- 
cency.”’ 

The Hewernor said he had no doupt 
that the new: law was constitutional in 
every respect. A clause of the measure 
provides that. if any part of it should 
be held unconstitutional by the .courts, 
such action shaJjl not affect sections not 
involved ‘in the litigation which led to 
the decision. Governor Miller said that 
he had given no thought to the per- 
sonnel. of the prospective Motion Pic- 
ture Commission. 

“In the first place,’’ the Governor 
said, ‘‘ it is important that we get peo- 
ple with common sense to do this work.”’

CENTRE TO RISE HERE 
WORLD'S. GREATEST 


Columbia ‘University and the 
Presbyterian Hospital Allied 
in a Stupendous Program. 


WILL COVER 6 CITY BLOCKS 


Old Yankee Baseball Park Site 
on Washington Heights Given 
by Unnamed Donor. 


4 GIFTS OF $1,000,000 EACH 


Famous Physicians and Surgeons to 
Be Assembled on College and 
Hospital Staffs. 


The world’s greatest medical centre is 
to be created in this city, at a cost of 
$15,000,000 under an alliance formed by 
Columbia University and the Presby~- 
terian Hbspital in negotiations that have 
now been terminatéd after eleven years. 
Work on a vast series of new hospital 


and instruction buildings will be begun 


soon on the site of the old American 
League Baseball Park on Washington 
Heights. 

Gifts for the realization of this dream 
of the two institutions for a médical 
centre that will surpass Vienna, Berlin 
or any other centre in Europe came 
from various sources anda bequest. The 
donor of the site is anonymous, but 
authentic report is that it was given by 
a member of the Harkness family, which 
amassed millions in Standard Oil, and it 
is reported also that the family made 
the $1,000,000 gift, which is also listed 
in the official announcement as being 
anonymous. Hdward S. Harkness is to 
be a member of the board of the new 
centre. 

The bequest of $5,000,000 from Joseph 
R. De Lamar had been announced pre- 
viously, and hints also had been made 
that $1,000,000 each would be given by 
the Carnegie Corporation, the General 
Education’ Board and the Rockefeller 
Foundation. These funds are forth- 
coming immediately. 

Co-operating, the two institutions will 
try to assemble on Faculty and’ hospital 
staff the -forémbést’ physicians -and-.sur- 
geons of the world, and negotiations al- 
ready are in-progtess with some of the 
ablest medical mién of. this country, It 
is. predicted: that: the héad ‘of this new 
institution will be Dr. William. Walker 
Palmer. of Baltimore, .who has chosen a 
post at this new institution in preference 
to the proffer of a place at Johns Hop- 
kins. as Professor of Medicine in the 
Medical School and Physician in Chief 
of the hospital:in Baltimore. He was 
formerly associate professor in thé Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons in 
Columbia University. 

Obstacles toward the establishment of 
this great medical centre have been al- 
most insuperable, and at least twice in 
the last six years public announcements 
have indicated that the working. agree- 
ment between the two institutions was 
ended. Each time, however, tact picked 
up the threads of discord, and the ne- 
gotiations were resumed. 


Clash in Negotiations in 1917. 


The most serious threat of a. break 
was in June, 1917, when the Presby- 
terian Hospital presented a virtual ulti- 
matum to the Columbia trustees, out- 
lining their conditions for the contin- 
uance of the co-operative plan. Diplo- 
macy disposed of these points of fric- 
tion and the work went on. 

One of the serious clashes at that time 
came upon the survey made by Dr. 
Abraham Flexner for the General Edu- 
cation Board to determine whether they 
should join the Carnegie Foundation in 
providing endowment for the new com- 
bined institution. President Nicholas 
Murray Butler of Columbia rejected as 

‘reactionary and antagonistic to the 
best interests of the public” the pro- 
posals ‘that the members of the Colura- 
bla emit Faculty be dropped in the 
reor ization; that the institution 
should recéive all fees collected by 
Faculty members for outside practice; 
that the students be limited to 400, and 
the complete divorce of the medical 
school from all hospitals except the 
Presbyterian. 

How these troublesome points: were 
settled upon the os ber tyr oe of negotia- 
tions was not disclosed in the bulletin 
telling of the final plan for the medica} 
centre, and no member of the board of 
either institution could be: found with 
authority to discuss ‘them. President 
Butler himself, who authorized the an- 
nouncement of the final agreement, was 
not at his home at the university last 
night. 

‘ ’ Finding a Site. 


Another obstacle was the finding of a 
suitable site. The first dream of both 
institutions was to buy the old Yankee 
ball park, which is bounded ‘on the east

Theatre Crowds Returning 
Home Amazed at the Bril- 
‘ liancy of the Skies. 


* WASHINGTON, May 14.—The un- 
usually severe aurora borealis of to- 
night was caused by an immense sun 
spot, officials at the Naval Observu- 
tory said. The spot, which is 94,000 
mtles long and 21,000 wide, was ob- 
served May 10, when it was. photo- 
graphed at the observatory, and it 
was again photographed today. Offi- 
cials said it would be visible to the 
naked eye tomorrow and could _be 
readily seen through smoked glasses. 
It will not disappear, they added, until 
the eruption of internal gases which 
caused it subsides. 


An aurora borealis unparalleled in di- 
mensions in the memory of telegraph 
wire chiefs last night gripped telegraph 
wires® from the. Atlantic Coast to the 
Mississippi, so that service yirtually was 
ended, near midnight. 

A hint of the approach of this elec- 
trical activity was Been by the télegraph 
and téléphoné companies Friday night, 
when the wites became more difficult 
to operate ag the electric current fluc- 
tuated. But by ast midnight the in- 
terferen¢ce had become so complete that 
hardly a wire was working efficiently 
anywhere in the East. On most of 
them service was ended entirely. 

The American Telegraph and Telephone 

Company, operating many leased wires 
for newspapers, reported that the dis- 
turbance was unprecedented in the mem- 
ory of men thirty -years in the service. 
At times’ every wire was ‘‘down’”’ and 
operators could not get them back into 
service, although they kept trying to 
communicate with city after city. 
’ So. tightly were the wires of the West- 
ern Union gripped by this disturbance 
that in one instance it took an operator 
nearly.an hour and a half to get a dis- 
patch of 150 words from Bethlehem, Pa., 
for Tun New YorK Timps. On some of 
the leased wires leading out of the office 
of THe Timms to newspapers in other 
cities two hours were occupied in send- 
ing’ messages that would ordinarily take 
not more than fifteen minutes. 

Even the underground wires in this 
city were affected by what ‘is called 
‘‘earth current,” and the difficulty of 
communication was noticed on both 
telephone and telegraph wires. The 
ocean cables also were slightly affected. 

The voltage on some of the wires lead- 
ing out of the city would be 150 degrees 
positive at one instant and in the next 
would have gone down to zero and on 
to 150 degrees negative. This fluctua- 
tion caused the wires to go up and 
down,- in and out of service. The As- 
sociated Press reported that on one of 
its leased wires extending to Pittsburgh 
the fluctuation varied at times from 300 
degrees positive to 180 degrees negative...) 
On‘ the. leased wire jof The Cleveland 
Plain Dealer the same trouble also was 
reported, and operators in that news- 
paper office said that the electrical 
spectacle over the lake was magnificent. 
. Curiously; the disturbance that tied up 
the land wires seemed to strengthen 
the signals of the wireless apparatus. 
Operators in the special wireless station 
of THp New Yorxk Timms reported that 
their signals from Berlin and the La- 
fayette station at Bordeaux were much 
stronger from 10:30 o’clock last night 
until after midnight, the period of the 
greatest disturbance on the land wires. 

Theatregoers on the way home Who 
chanced to look at the sky last night, 
rubbed their eyes, decided to sign the 
pledge and then looked up once more. 
It was still there, the aurora borealis. 

Until after midnight crowds stood in 
Broadway watching the phénomenon, 
The flashes extended from the north to 
the genith, and a bright star overhead 
was dimmed by rays of flickering light 
that showed all! colors of: the rainbow.

More than 1,000 automobiles and ap- 
proximately 1,000 marchers on foot took 
part in a parade to protest against pro- 
nibition in the Bushwick section of 
Brooklyn last night. The parade was 
under the auspices of the Welfare Club 
of the Twentieth Assembly District. It 
was reviewed by Mayor Hylan and mem- 
bers of his family, who cheered and 
waved flags as it passed the Hylan resi- 
dence at 959 Bushwick Avenue. 

Thousands of persons crowded the 
sidewalks and applauded such placards 
as: ‘‘ To Hell With Hooch: We Want 
Beer,’ ‘’’ Give Us Our Beer,”’ and ‘‘ An- 
derson and the Kaiver—Two of a Kind.” 

Michael F. Buckley was marshal of 
the parade, which formed at Wilson and 
Jefferson Avenues. The line of march 
was to Bushwick Avenue, to Knicker- 
bocker Avenue, to Putnam Avenue, re- 
turning to Bushwick Avenue and thence 
to Conway Street, where it disbanded. 
Enthusiasm of paraders and spectators 
alike marked its progress along the 
route. 

There was no evidence of intoxication 
or disorderliness, excellent order being 
maintained by the reserves of five police 
stations, under command of Captain 
David Kane of the Ralph Avenue Station. 

When the parade reached Mayor, Hy- 
lan’s residence, on Bushwick Avenue, 
there was a cheer from the paraders, 
which wes acknowledged by the Mayor 
with a wave of the hand and by the rest 
of his party waving tlags. The: Mayor 
stood on his stoop beaming. With him 
were Mrs, Hylan, theif daughter: Vir- 
ginia, the lattér’s husband, James — F. 
Sinnott, the Mayor’s personal sécretary; 
and Albert Conway, former Assistant 
District Attorney of Kings County, and 
Mrs. Conway. 


Bum Mob Attacks Detective. 


An angry mob of men and boys 
roughly handled Oliver Williams, a 
negro policeman of: Inspector Cornelius 
F, Cahalane’s staff, while he was on 
the way to the West 123d Street Police 
Station shortly after 6 o clock last night 
with Michael Donovan, a bartender in a 
saloon at 2,452 Eighth Avenue, whom he 
had arrested on a charge of violating 
the State dry law.. Some of the men in 
the crowd had been lined up at the bar 
when the policeman in plain clothes en- 
tered, and they resented the sending of 
a negro officer to search the place. 

Bruised about the face and head, the 
policeman was treated at the police sta- 
tion by Dr. O’Brien of the Harlem Hos- 
pital, and was then taken to his home, 
30 East Filmore Avenue, Corona, L. I. 
As he lay almost unconscious in the 
store at 118th 
Street. and Highth Avenue, where the 
attack was made, the officer drew his 
revolver and-tried to shoot. .The crowd 
of several hundred persons quickly dis- 
persed. The revolver failed to explode. 
Some one sent a riot call and Sergeant 
Lovett and half 4 dozen policemen re- 
sponded. Five persons, later identified 
dy Williams as among his assailants, 
were arrested. 

About a dozen persons were in front 
of the bar when Willlams entered the 
place at 117th Street and Eighth Ave- 
nue. He told the bartender that he was 
@ policeman and that he had come to 
search the premises. Going behind the 
bar, Williams found a small amount of 
whisky. He arrested Donovan, who took 
off his apron, put on his coat and start- 
ed out with the officer. 

The other men in the place then 
crowded around Williams and demanded 
that he let the bartender go. Threats 
were made, and one man said, ‘‘ You 
are not going to lock this man up.” 

Williams put his hand to his hip pock- 
et and warned the crowd that he had a 
revolver and that he would use it if they 
interfered with him. The warning had 
an effect for the moment, and’ Williams 
started out with-the bartender.

PARIS; May 14.+The strongest army 
i Hurope is massed at Germany's gates 
‘eager to leap forwatd upon the Ruhr. 
That is the solid fact amid the doubts 
and anxieties, intrigues ahd negotia- 
tions, misynderstandings and jealousies 
of the present situation. After the sin- 
gle-minded purpose of the French mili- 
tary headquarters at Dilsseldorf the -po- 
litical atmosphere ‘at Paris is like a fog 
compared with sunlight.

It is a question for France of life or 
death to obtain from Germany execu- 
tion of the financial and disarmament 
clauses of the Versailles Treaty. More 
even than the payment of reparations, 
without. which France will be forced 
into bankruptcy, is the necessary break- 
down of the military machine which 
Germany secretly has Pag to 
repeat the revenge of 1812- Already 
the Germans dare to Sonat ‘that they 
will be able to crush France if she is 
deserted by the powers that aided her 
in the war. Already the weight of in- 
dividual interests has created a breach 
between France and her allies. Ameri- 
ca stands aloof, her policy uncertain, 
Italy and England are trying for com- 
mercial reasons to check French policy 
in Westphalia and Silesia. To them Ger- 
man recovery would be advantageous ; to 
France, a prosperous Germany at best 
would mean no more than a cheap shop, 
at worst a terrific menace. Therefore 
France cannot and must not allow her- 
self to be checked. Like her allies, she 
must consult her own interests first. 

To Lloyd George's support of Germany 
in the matter of Upper Silesia, she must

LONDON, May 14.—The sudden visit to 
London of Lord Hardinge, .British Am- 
bassador at Paris, immediately follow- 
ing Lloyd George’s sensational attack on 
Poland, has caused much comment in 
political circles. The Premler scrupu- 
lously refrained in his speech from put- 
ting any direct blame on France, but 
increasingly outspoken dispatches in the 
London newspapers on the attitude of 
the French Commis3ion in Poland has 
left no doubt in the mind of the public 
as to serious differences between the 
two countries. 

After all this is not the first time 
there has been a difference of policy 
between the two Governments openly 
announced, and the Entente still lives. 
The French occupation of Frankfort 
last April called forth public protest 
here, and that was far more openly an 
act of the French Cabinet than is the 
present attitude of the French Commis- 
sioners in Poland. 

The immediate outcome of the situa- 
tion, says .The Observer’s diplomatic 
correspondent, is likely to be another 
meeting of the Supreme Council, per- 
haps at Boulogne. The proposal, it 
says, has already been sent from Lon- 
don, and M. Briand has expressed. his 
willingness to accept it, but has stipu- 
lated that it must be postponed for a 
few days owing to his engagements. 
Mr. Lloyd George is likely also to be 
very busy with the industrial situation: 

As a matter of fact, that has had a 
powerful reaction on events in Poland. 
The British Commissioners and officers 
have had to stand by and watch the 
Korfanty insurrection spread because 
the British troops stationed in the pleb- 
iscite area had had to be withdrawn 
to take the place on the Rhine of other 
troops recalled to England to be ready 
to keep the peace in case of industrial 
disturbances. This has undoubtedly 
weakened most seriously both the mind 
and material ‘power of England to en- 
force observance of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles in Silesia,

calls Premier Lloyd George’s speech 
the most important diplomatic step that

Place, were exonerated from complicity 
in the murder after Investigation. 
Before he died, a couple of hours after 
the shooting, Lieutenant Horton handed 
to detectives detailed on -the case a 
blood-stained piece of paper upon which, 
while he lay wounded on the sidewalk, 
he had scrawled the number of the taxi- 
cab. It was this slip of paper that led 
to the arrest and indictment of 
Loresch.

New Albany Record—Billl to Abolish’ 
Office of City Chamberlain 
Vetoed. 





Governor Miller: yestérday vetoed the 
McWhinney ‘bill’ to license real estate 
brokers and salesmen and to regulate 
the traffic in real estate by such agents. 
The bill had the- appreval of most up- 
State real estate boards and realty 
brokers and salesmen in general, but 
was opposed by. real estate owners’ and 
landlords. : 

“ With certain minor exceptions,”’ said 
the Governor in his veto message, ‘‘it 
would be unlawful under. this bill to 
employ. any one anywhere in the State 
to sell a piece of real estate unless he 
had ‘a license from the State Tax Com- 
mission. - : 

‘“T very-much doubt that this measure 
would prevent the evils at which it ‘is 
said to be aimed, but, assuming that it 
might tend to curtail improper prac- 
tices, the bill should be confined in its 
application to ‘the more populous cén- 
tres, where these evils are sald to exist.’ 

The objections to the bill were based 
largely on the contention that it would 
create. a close corporation of brokers 
and: salesmen and that the owners and 
landlords would soon be at its mercy. 

The Governor had until midnight on 
Monday to act upon \the big grist of 
bills the lawmakers left behind. when 


the Legislature adjourned sine die. Es- 
tablishing a new _ record, Governor 
Miller completed this work yesterday, 
having approved 716 new Statutes, in- 
cluding those which received action 
while the Legislature was still in ses- 
sion. Approximately onesthird of the 
bills that were — to the Governor re- 
ceived his approval. 

Among bills vetoed by Governor Miller’ 
yesterday was the Berkely bill designed 
to give more permanency than a city 
erdinancée assures to the two platoon 
system .in fire departments. | The: bill 
applies to second-c ass cities. 

‘**T am advised,’’ said the Governor in 
his veto message, ‘‘ that this bill merely 

makes .permanent- the two-plato'! sys- 
tem already. in force in: the cities af- 
fected, save that some changes in the 
tour of duty cog | be required in some 
cities where the firemen themselves are 
said to prefer the present arrangement. 
There is, thus, no.emergency requiring 
such legislation and there is no reason 
to fear a reversion in any city to longer 
tours of duty than are now syenired. 
After careful consideration have 
reached the conclusion that itt is my 
duty to withhold approval of such legis- 
lation relating to matters over which 
the local governments are best suited 
to deal.’’ 

In regard to a bill authorizing the con- 
struction of street surface railroads in 
Pelham Bay Park, which. the Governor 
also vetoed, he said that he ‘“ was re- 
luctant to give a ie to. such. legisla- 
tion, at least until:the Transit Commis- 
sion has had an opportunity to investi- 
gate it.’ 

One New York City measure included 
in the omnibus veto of Governor Miller 
was the Downing bill- abolishing the of- 
fice. of City Chamberlain, and transfer- 
ring the functions of that departnrent 
to a special bureau.to be created in the 
Contvoller’s- office. . This bill had the 
back of Controller Craig. It would 
‘have given him final say in the selection 
of depositories for New York City funds 
among other things. 

The Governor. also vetoed the bill 
transferring from the Mayor to the in- 
dividual Municipal Court Justices the 
power of appointing. Clerks and Marshals 
of this court. The bill was backed by 
President Samuel S. Koenig of the Re- 
oo County Committee and other 

epublican leaders in the city, but was 
opposed. by Presiding Justice Aaron J. 
Levy of the: Municipal Court. Thé Gov- 
ernor failed: to approve two other Munic- 
ipal Court bills, one providing for an 
additional Justice in the Fourth Mu- 
nicipal District in Brooklyn and another 
making similar Aa bpd for the Sev- 
enth District in Manhat

MRS. TINSLEY GIVES UP KEYS 


Aeolian Hall Tenant Hints at Im- 


peachment of Judge Lauer. 


The stronghold set up in Aeolian Hall 
by Mrs. Lelia M. Tinsley of the Tinsley 
Company, who tried to fortify” herself 
against a rent increase from $1,200 to 
$2,000 with a barrier made of the Golden 
Rule and the Bible, was evacuated yes- 
terday by the tenant who has waged 
the most unusual fight against a land- 
lord since the 6,000,L00 inhabitants of 
New York City began to feel the high 
cost of shelter.

While there I shall also go over 
my case with those who hold authority 
in their hands. Fortunately, I am so 
provided with friends who can aid me 
that it will be no difficult matter to 
reach the right ears. efore leaving, 
however, I shall interview many minis- 
ters and others, so that I can carry 
their expressions with me.’’ 


PLANS NEW TYPE.OF ARMORY 


Building Recommended by Commis- 
sion to Be a Social Centre. 


A new method of building an armory 
is to be tried in- the erection of. the 
building to. house the Fifteenth Regt-

To Be Recess Appointments. ' 


The Governor will appoint the three 
Commissioners ‘‘with the advice and 
consent of the Senate ’’ under the terms 
of the Lusk act. But in this instance 
the Governor will be compelled to make 
recess appointments which must be con- 
firmed by the Senate within twenty 
days after next year’s session has be- 
gun in order to be valid. The Gov- 
ernor also must designate one member 
ofthe commission as chairman and one 
other as secretary. The Commissioners 
will hold office for five years, except 
that the terms of the first three ap- 
pointees will expire in rotation, one at 
the end of next year, one at the end of 
1924 and one at the end of 1925. -This 
arrangement is for the purpose of in- 
suring continuity in the administration 
of the law. The salary of {the Com- 
missioners has been fixed at $7,500, with 
necessary traveling expenses for Com- 
missioners and other employes. The 
act carries an appropriation of $70,000. 
Under its terms the Commissioners ap- 
pear to. have a free hand to appoint and 
“*at pleasure’’ remove deputies and 
employees, as well.as to fix their du- 
ties and compensation. There is noth- 
ing in the act to indicate that the Civil 
Service Commission will have any say 
ir. such matters with regard to the staff 
of the Motion Picture Commission.

prisoners. . 

When the detectives were asked the 
name of the man who wrote the :letter 
they refused to revea] it. They added 
that his wife was. not among the women 
caught in the raid. One of the women 

taken to court by the detectives said 
she. .was Mrs. Esther Goldstine, 40 
years old, of 824 Park Avenue. She 
was dressed in expensive clothing. 

It was learned that the man who wrote 
the letter declared that he had trailed 
his wife to the house in Essex Street. 
The detectives. went to the house at 10 
o’clock, and after listening to the voices 
of the men and women through the door 
forcéd their way into the apartment and 
arrested the eleven occupants. 

The four women fainted it was said 
when the detectives announced they 
were under arrest, and four of the 
seven men tried to escape from the 
apartment by- means of a fire escape. 
The detectives drew their pistols and 
forced the men into a corner of one of 
the rooms until the arrival of other de- 
tectives from the Clinton Street, station. 
Then the eleven prisoners hae placed 
in a patrol wagon and taken court.

man’s death head of Charles Frohman, 
{Inc., died yesterday at his residence, 
615 Fifth Avenue, after a six months’ 
illness. “He had a nervous breakdown 
a@ year and a half ago and a later at- 
tack of pneumonia permanently uader- 
mined his health. Yet his death yes- 
terday was a surprise to the theatrical 
world, for he had been at his office un- 
til a few days ago and’ recently had 
given his personal attention to the pro- 
duction of ‘‘ Clair de Lune,’’ in which 
the Barrymores are now playing at. the 
old Frohman Theatre, the Empire. 

Mr. Hayman was born in 1865 at 
Wheeling, W. Va:, and first went to 
work as a mercantile salesman. He was 
drawn into the. theatrical business by 
his brother Al, who made him treasurer 
of his Baldwin Theatre in San Fran- 
cisco. Except for a brief period ‘with 
William J. Florence he remained with 
his brother until 1892, gaining valu- 
able ‘experience in the business side of 
the theatre, for Al Hayman.was con- 
tinually enlarging his hiuterests. 

Then he went to Charles Frohman 
and remained as right-hand man of the 
famous manager until the latter’s death 
on the Lusitania in 1915. He continued 
the production of the’ Frohman plays 
and organized and-managed the corpo- 
ration to perpetuate the old name. 

He was known always as a business 
man rather than as a producer and was 
exceedingly quiet and unobtrusive in his 
personality and the use of his name. 
Several notable productions were given 
at the Empire, however, under his man- 
agement, including “? Dear Brutus,”’ 
“Mary Rose”’ and .‘‘ Declasseée.”’ 

The only near relatives surviving are 
two sisters, who were at the bedside 
yesterday..

“The War Departmept has had the 
draft records for nearly two years now, 
and our veterans have been back at 
their homes. nearly all that time. Has 
one step been taken to visit the homes 
of. men listed as delinquents to find out 
whether they had served in the-war, or 
to investigate the circumstances of their 
alleged delinquency? No. The War De- 
partment throws into the same bag vet- 
erans with honorable records and 
wounds and medals-and the slacker who 
deliberately and willfully evaded ser- 


vice, and then sits back to wait for all 
to crawl out. 

“They promise to apologize to. the 
veterans who, have been unjustly stig- 
matized with*the term\‘ deserter,’ when 
a little money and time could. have pre- 
vented this injustice. It may be easy 
to clear the name of a Lieutenant Com- 
mander or a Colonel,: but how about the 
unschooled fellow in the small town not 
near army post who may not be able 
to read well and can’t afford to take a 
day from his work and spend the money 
to travel to the nearest army post to 
clear himself of this injustice? It’s easy 
enough to travel to Governors Island 
from Manhattan, but how about the man 
in White, Plains or M6ntauk or some 
other distant town? 

“This is a most unusual procedure. 
It assumes a man is guilty until he 
proves himself innocent, draft evader 
and war veteran alike. Instead of ask- 
ing for information about the records of 
the men on the lists, they head the pa- 
pers ‘ deserters,’’ and then await devel- 
opments. 

“This is no desk job, and the lists 
could have been checked in one of sev- 
eral ways.

Jan Kubelik, noted violinist, made this 
statement in testimony in the Supreme 
Court jsut before he sailed for his home 
in Prague. The testimony is to be used 
by his American manager, Ottokar B. 
Bartik, in defending a suit for $10,000 
damages brought by Russell O. Weiss, 
who arranged concerts last September 
for Kubelik in Ft. Worth, Dallas, San 
Antonio, Houston and El Paso, Texas, 
and had agreed to pay the violinist®§2, - 
000 for each concert. 

Kubelik did not leave his home until 
Sept. 18 and his arrival here on Sept. 
27 was too late for the Texas concerts. 
He went direct to New Orleans for a 
concert and then traveled west. Mr. 
Weiss. sued Bartik for $10,000 damages, 
and in his answer Kubelik’s manager 
states that the conttact provided that 
it was dependent upon the ability of 
the artist to fill it and that because of 
accident, sickness or unavoidable cause 
the artist was unable to keep the en- 
gagements it was understood there 
would be no claim for damages. 

Bartik got the order to take Kubelik’s 
testimony before he returned home: in 
order to support his contention that the 
violinist began trying to ie steamship 
accommodations ‘in April, 1920, and 
could get nothing before Sept. 18, the 
day he sailed. Charles A. Houston, who 
examined Kubelik in behalf of de- 
fendant; asked him about railroad con- 
ditions in “his country last Summer, and 
Kubelik repl : :

STATE GUARD OPENS | 


Orders for Field Training This 
Summer Are Issued by Lieut. 
Col. Edward Olmsted. 


PLAN ELABORATE PROGRAM 


Study and Drills | to Take Up 
Every Minute—Even Storms 
Provided Against. 


Orders for the field training of the 
troops of the New York National Guard 
this Summer were made public yesterday 
by Dieut. Col. Edward Olmsted, Chief of 
Staff for Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, 
The first ‘of these camps will open to- 
morrow at Peekskill, and thereafter 
units will be in training until about 
Sept. 4. 

The largest concentration of Guard 
troops will be at Peekskill in June, July 
and August, where~many of the regi- 
ments camped in 1916 before their de- 
parture for the Mexican border. Virtu- 
ally all the infantry commands in the 
Twenty-seventh Division will go to 
Peekskill for training this Summer. 

An elaborate program of study and 
drill has been planned, covering every 
minute of the day from reveille to taps, 
and even alternative programs for 
stormy days have been prepared. In the 


program of field training for the. infan- 
try, the orders say: 

“The aim of the general program is 
to secure progressive instruction in the 
subjects prescribed, allotting a proper 
proportion of time to each, while inter- 
fering as little as possible with the in- 


itiative of commanding officers. For 
purposes of uniformity, the published 
schedules will be followed with as little 
variation as possible, except as inter- 
rupted by weather or unforeseen condi- 
tions, but the details and allotment of 
time for each organization should be at 
the discretion of the commander thereof. 

‘““Musketry will be a feature of all 
drills and will include tn general fire 
discipline, estimation of ranges, target 
designation and similar subjects. as 
wartare will be the subject of. one or 
more lectures, and it is expected that the 
instruction given will be carried out in 
subsequent drills. One afternoon a week 
for field sports.” 

Four-day camps of instruction for of- 
ficers are to begin tomorrow at Peeks- 
kill for all arms, except cavalry and 
artillery, and will continue until May 
28 in two periods. The cavalry officers 
will train at Fort Ethan Allen, Ver- 
mont, from June 5 to 11; the field artil- 
lery camp is to be at Montauk Point, 
Long Isiand, from June 19 to 25, and 
the coast artillery officers will train at 
Fort Hancock, N. J., from June 12 to 
18. The order for the Peekskill ' camp 
says: 

‘“‘The main idea of the program is to 
secure effective instruction in. the salient 
features of training of troops in the 
field. Instructors will be obtained who 
are familiar with the most modern meth-+ 
ods, and no attempt will be made to 
go beyond fundamentals. 

“The general scheme will be the for- 
mation of all student officers into a 
provisional company of infantry, with- 
out regard to rank, as was done last 
year; administration to. be performed by 
company personnel; instructors to have 
positive authority as such.”

_ BERNE, May. 14.—Representatives of 
the Swiss hotel keeping and tourist in- 
dustries from all parts of the country 
have arrived at Berne, demanding that 
the Government should abolish the pass- 
port regulations in Switerland or at least 
simplify them so that they shall cease 
to be a nuisance. 

Above all, -it is urged that when 
Americans or other tourists arrive in 
Switzerland they shall not be obliged, 
within forty-eight hours of their arrival, 
to notify the police thereof. Replying 
to a deputation, the Minister of Justice 
and Police promised to do his utmost to 
abolish this particularly irritating cus- 
tom, although he could not promise to 
abolish the necessity for every visitor 
to Switzerland being provided with, a 
duly viséd passport. 

Delegates representing the hotel indus- 
try, which, before the war, was second 
in importance in Switzerland, pointed 
out that the state of this industry was 
so critical that everything must be done 
to prevent a general collapse in it, and 
that tourists arriving this Summer must 
not leave Switzerland with any but 
pleasant recollections. Some members of 
the deputation demanded the entire abo- 
lition of what is known as the foreigners’ 
police brigade in ®witzerland, and one 
delegate, M. Roghaux, a member of the 
Swiss Parliament for Geneva, stitted that 
‘*he could not sé6 any retnedy for the 
foreigners’ police except séfting fire to 
the four corners of their offices.” 

Undoubtedly, Switzerland, more than 
any other country, has suffered owing 
to the passport regulations introduced 
during the war. Before the war she 


had about four million tourists annually. 
Allowing that each left on the average 
$100 in the country, which is probably 
a decided underestimate, this meant that 
the tourists before the war left ig Switz- 
erland approximately $400,000 an-

COSTS $1,000,000 A YEAR 
Long Island Road’s Agent De- 
fends Photos for Commaters as 
the Only Cure of Practice. 





Defending the proposal of the Long 
Island Railroad to have commuters. at- 
tach their photographs to monthly tick- 
ets for identification, P. H. Woodward, 
General Passenger Agent of the road, 
yesterday said that the annual loss from 
misuse of commutation tickets was $100,- 
000. He also listed the stations where 
employes have reported that misuse was 


greatest. ‘ 

“It is no exaggeration to say that 
$1,000,000 has been lost by this road in 
the last fifteen years through the loan- 
ing of commutation tickets by patrons, 
and their rental at lower than regular 
fares by unauthorized persons. The fol- 
lowing stations are represented by the 
worst offenders we have been able to 
discover: Far ‘Rockaway, Arverne, 
Rockaway Beach, Rockville Centre, 
Freeport and Bayshore. 

‘‘Our auditor has estimated that. the 
defrauded by the sinister 
operations of these unscrupulous Long 
Island business men and residents to 
the extent of more tnan $100,000 a ~ear 
at the present time.

10 JOIN GERMANY 


Bill for an Appeal to League of 
Nations for a Plebiscite 
Passes Parliament.

VIENNA, May 14<-The movement in 
Austria in favor of a union with Ger- 
many is moving apace. Parliament has 
passed the bill whereby it was decided 
to take advantage of Clause 88 of the 
‘Ireaty of St. Germain, giving the Aus- 
trian Government the right to apply to 
the Council of the League of Nations 
for permission to join Germany, to hold 
a plebiscite on the question and put the 
question. to the voters in this form: 
‘* Shall the Government seeek permis- 
sion from the Council of the League of 
Nations to join with Germany?” 

No date for the plebiscite has been in- 
serted in the bill as passed by the com- 
mittee and a demand by certain sec- 
tions of Parliament for a date to be 
fixed before the end of October was re- 
jected. 

The bill is in part an effort, to. prevent 
the various provinces voting separately, 
although Tyrol has already done so and 
Salzburg and Steirwark are energetk 
cally setting, about doing the same, Both 
the latter would probably give as over- 
whelming- majorities in favor of the 
union as Tyrol did. 

In conformity with the wishes of the 
Entente, the Austrian Government has 
been doing its best to have the whole 
mater postponed, but despite the threats 
made by the Entente, most of the people 
feel that Austria cannot wait indefinite- 
ly and they want to press the matter 
through. 

Even if the Government had. succeeded 
in preventing this plebiscite bill being 
passed by Parliament, the various pow- 
inces would still have had their own 
local vote, as the Central Government’s 
writ on this matter does not run beyond 
Vienna, and even in Vienna it only 
halts.

RIVER-TO-RIVER. PLATFORM 


Studies for Crosstown Scheme Under 
Consideration in Connection 
With Shuttle Problem. 


‘ A report prepared by Daniel L. Tur- 
ner, consulting’ engineer of the Transit 
Commission, shows the amount of work 
still to be done under the dual subway 
contracts and the work that has not yet 
been begun, Like all similar reports 
made in the last few years emphasis is 
laid on the need of haste in completing 
the Fourteenth Street-Eastern District 
line, which has been delayed because of 
the failure of contractors, the need of 
changing the route to avoid obstacles 
not foreseen when the route was laid 
out, and* to delays laid to the World 
War. ‘ 

Mr. Turner says that the most impor- 
tant thing pending before the commis- 
sion is to finish this job. The line is 


needed to relieve the steadily increasing |- 


traffic congestion at Canal Street and to 
divert eastward at Fourteenth Street the 
heavy traffic at that. point which is now 
brought south, thus swelling the rivers 
of humanity flowing rome the down- 
town streets. 

This Eastern District line “pegins at 
Fourteenth Street west of Sixth Avenue 
and ends at East New York. The route 
traverses Fourteenth Street, runs under 
the East River to Brooklyn, thence 
thraugh North Seventh Street, Metro- 
politan and*Bushwick Avenues, McKib- 
bin and Thomas Streets and on a right 
of way. Three of the seven sections into 
which the work is divided virtually are 
finished, so far as the construction work 
is concerned. Two. of the sections, one 
the elevated part between McKibbin 
Street and the Brooklyn terminal, have 
been delayed because the old Transit 
Construction Commission and the Board 
of Estimat¢ differed over a proposed 
change of route. Contracts for the work 
on two of these sections will be let soon.

ON SOLDIER DEAD 


Majority of Parents Now Prefer 
to Have Them Remain 
in France. 


6,000 BODIES ARE COMING 


Most of Those on the Wheaton, Due 
.Tuesday, WIil Be Reburied 
by May 30. 


'.A sudden shift in sentiment toward 
leaving the bodies of American soldier 
dead in cemeteries in France was noted 
in April, according to The American 
Legion Weekly, which was issued yester- 
day with. an account of the plans of 
the Legion for the reception of the trans- 
port Wheaton, on Tuesday, with its 
record load of 6,000 soldier dead. The 
usual ratio of parents who wished the 
return of their dead soldier sons was 
60 per cent. 

‘““At no time has there been any 'ap- 
preciable wariation from. this ratio,” 
says the Legion organ, ‘‘ although for 
more than a year each week has seen 
about 100 of the next of kin chance their 
minds as to bringing the dead home 
or leaving them over there.” Until quite 
recently the majority of changes of mind 
were, in favor of bringing home the 
dead; that is, more péople changed from 
@ position of wanting their dead to re- 
main in France to one of wanting them 
returned than vice versa. o 

‘* During April there developed a sud- 
den shift in sentiment and twice as 
many changes in favor of leaving. the 
dead overseas as in favor of bringing 
them home were registered by relatives 
with the War Department.’”’ 

An effort is to be made to have all 
the 6,000 soldier dead on the Wheaton 
transported to the homes of next of kin 
before Memorial Day. Legion posts, in 
all parts of the country are arranging 
exercises in honor of these and other 
soldier déad on that day. 

‘The bringing home on the Wheaton 
of the 6,000 will advance the entee: 
ject of returning the A.. E. F. to 
a point past the halfway mark,” pet 
ing to e information of the Legion. 

‘Our military-dead overseas numbered 
75,640, and the War Department has 
been requested altogether to bring 45,- 
000 bodies home.. The 6,000 bodies on 
the Wheaton will bring the total number 
of bodies returned up to. 23,000, which 
is more than half of the bodies to be 
returned. 

‘The coming into the home port of 
this great funeral ship, bringing by far 
the greatest number of American de 
tak 2 overseas transported at any 
time, cannot fail to stir the people of 
the country. Among the heroic host will 
be dead from practically every battle- 
field burrying ground of the A. A. F. 
and probably from every State in the 
Union. 

‘* Nearly all of the 6,000 bodies will go 
to homes which have long been waitin 
their coming. Only a few hundred o 
them will go to the National Cemetery 
at Arlington, Va.’’

If any industry is more depressed than 
that of iron and steel production, it is 
the railway industry. And yet there are 
signs of the Bethlehem sort on the rail- 
The Union Pacific Rail- 
Way announces a forty-mile extension. 
Is that hardly worth mention? We be- 
gan reducing the rate of railway ~~ 
struction in 1905, and carried it to suc 
an extent that in recent years we 
have scrapped more railway lines 
than we have built. The new mileage 
built in 1920 was less than the average 
in the five years 1840-45. At the rate 
of 1920 it will take eight years to in- 
crease our railway mileage by 1 per 
cent. . Compare that with the rate of 
the country’s growth in population and 
production, and estimate the country’s 
loss if the railways’ capacity of trans- 
portation is below the demand. ‘That 
is not a fanciful calculation. We have 
realized that loss, and we have cut down 
our trade to the capacity of the railways 
to do their work. Just so we cut down 
our business to the capacity of the banks 
to do their work, under a system which 
we then saw that we must change. We 
now must enlarge the capacity of the rail- 
ways by an entirely new departure, of 


which one feature must be generosity 


toward railway profits, because it is 
cheaper than railway starvation. If we 
want railways, they must be allowed more 
than a cent in the dollar of earnings for 
their share. The old rate was almost 
a quarter dollar. The old policy toward 
the railways, the policy of the first dozen 
years of this century, has “ saved ” those 
excess railway profits by putting a loss 
of a billion on the Treasury, meaning 
the taxpayers. In 1920 those who pro- 


‘ vided the country with railways were 


allowed to earn for themselves $62,- 
264,000, one-sixtieth of what the wage 
regulators awarded to the railway work- 
ers. And the Railway Labor Board says 
it is likely to take a month yet to decide 
whether labor’s share is excessive, the 
board having already decided that the 
railway workers received hundreds of 
millions for work not done. 

The bearings of these remarks are not 
confined to their application to ‘the rail- 
way and iron and steel industries. Times 
are always discouraging in this country 
when it is just living from hand to 
mouth, and coming out even. Times are 
good only when the country is in a con- 
structive period, putting its savings lik- 
erally into new work. That is the in- 
terpretation of the high interest rate, 
which so many denounce. Normally, we 
spend some five billions a year in new 


.construction. We are behind on that 


program at least the years lost in the 
war. We are years behind on housing, 
on hydro-electric development, on public 


utilities, and other lines almost equal ‘in, 


importance. 
In the background begging for our 
eo are world needs for construction 
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' greater than our own. “ Abroad” must 
work for years at top speed at mere war 

reparation before it can compete; with 
us in supplying world wants. Our indus- 
trial works are-visited by many foreign 
engineers studying our methods of build- 
ing and operating all sorte of ‘electric 
utilities. Japan is asking concerning 
$50,000,000 worth of ‘such machinery. 
Italy wants to electrify all its railways. 
The same word comes from the neutral

of their wants. 

All the world is on the threshold of a 
great constructive erd, which everywhere 
spel the difference betwen existing 
and growing.

GERMANY NOW KNOWS. 

For the Gerthan people the war ended 
on May 10, 1921. That was the date of 
their final abandonment of any as 
t 
marked the complete crashing to the 
earth of the edifice of German arrogance 
and mad ambitions which had been build- 
‘ing for forty years, and which its very 
architects insanely imperiled in 1914. 
Thére has been much repining over the 
alleged fact that Germany has not real- 
ized. what has happened to her. Her 
troops were welcomed back ‘to Berlin in 
1918 as “unbeaten.” Her territory had 
never been invaded, except temporarily 
in East Prussia. Her fields had not 
been ravaged, and her factoriqs had been 
left intact. And her Government busily 
set to work in the old fashion to seek 
to undo as much of the Versa‘lles Treaty 
as possible. All this gave ground and 
some reason for the complaint that the 
armistice was a mistake, and that, in 
order to break German pride entirely, 
the war should have been continued until 
Berlin was occupied and a Peace of Pots- 
dam dictated. 

These regrets, whether well founded 
or not, have all along been vain, and 
now, at any rate, there is no occasion 
for renewing them. For there can be 
no doubt that Germany at last knows the 
truth. The most ignorant German 
farm laborer, as well as the most over- 
‘bearing Junker, cannot fail to have come 
to the full realization of defeat. If the 
iron had not entered Germany’s soul be- 
fore, it has done so’now. She has to 
make complete and humble submission 
to the victors. 
armor” of other days hag to be cast 
into the junk heap. She must disarm. 
She must try her military criminals. 
And she must pay the huge bill for 
damages. What boots it that her agri- 
culture and industry were left un- 
“touched by the war, so long as their 
products must be for years subject to 
foreign claims? Her farms may be 
flourishing, but France and. England 
will have a large part of their usufruct. 
Her manufactures may be ready for 
great expansion, but the wealth which 
they produce is heavily mortgaged to 
other nations.. Every German artisan 
will go to his daily task aware that a 
good part of his labor is to be for the 
benefit of Belgians and Englishmen and 
“the French. Germany knows today if 
she did not before. 

There are other things, however, 
that Germany ought now to be able to 
understand. She has a long and hard 
road to cover before she can struggle 
back to the confidence and respect of 


the part of the nations that shattered 
her military power either to maintain 
an attitude of vengeance toward her or 
to hold her in a humiliating political 
and economic subjection. She will be 
free slowly to work ‘out her own destiny. 
But there must be no mistake about the 
necessary steps. The German Govern- 
ment must not lose a day in balancing 
its budget and stabilizing its finances. 
Overdue measures of taxation must be 
imposed. Fares and rates on the State 
railways must be leveled up to the 
‘average in France and England. To her 
heavy industrial tasks Germany must 
bend every energy. Her people have got 
to feel the pinch both of taxes and severe 
economies and hard labor. All dreams 
of restoration of the old régime must 
resolutely be put aside. But if Ger- 
many does all this, sincerely renounces 
the obsession of world domination and 
also every thought and plan of revenge, 
and presently gives convincing proof of 
a determination to meet her obligations 
and to devote herself to the arts of 
peace, she may count upon winning the 
international place wich will then be 
due to her.

A SPANISH FEMINIST. 


The death of EMILIA PARDOQ-BAZAN re- 
moves a writer who never attained to the 
first rank of Spanish novelists, yet whose 
attainments and position won her such 
peculiar honor in Spain that her loss is 
regarded as a cause for national mourn- 
ing. The surprising thing was that she 
was a woman, rich, cultivated, charming, 
who boldly entered the lists of literature 
This was almost un- 
heard of in the Spain of thirty years 
ago. Countess PARDO-BAZAN had learn- 
irig enough to show that she was but 
following the ancient Spanish precedent 
of giving feminine ability free scope. 
She wrote novels—several of which have 
been translated into English—with the 
fecundity of her race; she published 
essays; she gave lectures. 

When she read her “Burning Ques- 
tion” before the Ateneo she made a 
great sensation in Madrid. Think of a 
lady flinging herself into the discussion 
of the realistic novel, and showing that 
-she knew all about FLAUBERT, ZOLA and 
the rest! And when later she crossed 
swords with the leading lights of Spain 
and announced her candidacy for mem- 
bership in the Academy, something like 
a thrill of horror ran through the con-

ITALY’S OPPORTUNITY. 


"An enthusiastic Italy will go to the 
polls today, and will there definitely 
settle a question which, in various stages 
of development, in various phases of 








-political, economic or social expression, 


is afflicting nearly every nation in the 
world. In Italy, however, this question 
has reached its ultimate stage and now 
awaits a decision in ‘the only manner 
approved by an_ enlightened world. 
This is why all who believe in demo- 
cratic institutions and wish to live and 
work under them await with confidence 
and without anxiety the decision to be 
taken today. The question as to whether 
a democracy created and maintained by 
a majority of its normal, intelligent citi- 
zens shall survive or perish has been 
squarely put. The situation does not 
permit an evasive answer. 

In their struggle for supremacy made 
possible by a phlegmatic, if not actually 
degenerate, public conscience, several 
forces have combined to press upon Italy 
the necessity for a complete, final de- 
cision, while in other countries the ques- 
tion is still merely academically debated 
and kept within legal bounds by a 
tolerant but alert police. How far could 
the vociferously demanded “rights” of 
the proletariat be granted without 
diminishing or intruding upon the rights 
of other classes, particularly the middle 
class, whose initiative and intelligence 
had made popular government possible? 

Because Italy was a democracy evolved 
from a monarchy the Government found 
it most difficult to establish a proper ad- 
justment between the rights sought and 
those already enjoyed. And when those 
who sought new rights began to adopt 


‘the Russian methods of persuasion the 


Government betrayed its helplessness be- 
cause those who were satisfied with their 
rights made, at first, no effort to remind 
the Government of its duty to protect 
them. So the Government began grad- 
ually to abdicate in the Kerensky fashion. 


It abdicated just enough to convince the 


intelligent among the proletariat that 
without experts and without capital their 
work would be like the labor of the 
Danaides—just enough it ‘abdicated to 
cause the middle class to realize the 
ominous danger of the situation. While 
the Government sought refuge in neu- 
trality, the conflict raged until the 
middle class, by their fathers, brothers 
and sons who had fought to complete 
the work of Mazzini, GARIBALDI and Ca- 
vour,. called a halt, in the name of all. 
those historic symbols and traditions so 
dear to the soul of Italy—the Roman’ 
eagle, the fasces of the lictors, the su- 


‘preme sacrifice for country. 


There were 11,000,000 registered vot- 
ers in Italy in November, 1919, when the 
middle class tried the dangerous experi- 
ment of showing its disgust for the times 
and the manners by staying at home on 
election day. Of the 5,000,000 votes cast, 
the Socialist Party accounted for about 
a fifth and thus created a_ situation 
which was an invitation to the extrem- 
ists to do their worst. In this election 
the middle class will not repeat its mis- 
take. It can have no thought of -re- 
pudiating its. recent deeds. The patriotic 
activities of the Fascisti were neither 
conceived nor executed to produce an 
anti-climax. And by Italy’s hayd-learned 
lesson other nations may realize the 
danger of attempting to maintain a neu- 
trality when the conflicting forces may 
so easily become what they are in Italy. 








THE NOVEL. 


Mr. IBANEZ shows his wonted adven- 
turous spirit in considering in today’s 
New York Times Book Review AND 
MaGazine “The Future of the Novel.” 
When we look back to the long-winded 
cycles of mediaeval romances or to the 
now dreary and discarded volumes of 
“Clélie” and “Grand Cyrus” and see 
what was the delight of generations long 
become a bore, we have to be more than 
a little timorous about guessing what 
future novel readers will like. His- 
torically, comparatively and always 
brilliantly Mr. IBANEZ studies the novel. 
On a multitude of points he stirs the as- 
sent or dissent inevitable to a discussion 
of the favorite reading of the public. 
Most of us, perhaps, will admit that 
“the Westerner picks up’ his novel, to 
“live for a: few hours in an imaginary 
“world, where he can escape from the 
“commonplace, annoying occupation of 
“routine life.” If that is the case, can 
there be more than a success of curiosity 
and temporary vogue for the American 


-novels that paint with an alleged “ real- 


ism” the drabness, the uncouthness, the 
unlovelinéss ascribed to certain persons 
and localities? 

If these books have any value, it must 
be in their truth; yet they seem to be 
sophisticated, overdrawn caricature. A 
certain ennui drips from the best of them 
into the patient reader’s mind. Grant- 
ing that the picture is true, that it rep- 
resents conditions and characters fa- 
miliar to us, it does not -give us the. 


“needed refuge in dream, the titillation of 


fancy, the travel of the imagination into 
a new country, The talk about names 
and. methods is mostly confusing, or 
futile. Naturalist, realist, psychological, 
romantic, are largely terms of the 
school. You have got'to have observa- 
tion, emotion, thought, incident, action. 


You ought to have style, though Sir 


Wa ter, lacking it to some extent, is 


none the less ae gas The cardinal 





thing is that the book shall interest the 
reader, drag him out of his rut, give him 
some charmed ‘hours... ‘The unpardon-. 
able sin is to be dull. - Some contem- 
porary. English novelists, much better 
skilled in the art of writing than most 
of ours, forget that. 

Everything under heaven can be and 
is lugged into novels. Mr. WELLS has 
even journeyed with success into that 
most inverftive, romantic and incredible 
field of fiction which has so long posed 
respectably. as history. _The world has 
at léast a hundred skilled novelists for 
every one of a generation or two ago. 
One sometimes wonders if the literate 
population will increase in any reason- 
able proportion to the supply of novel 
writers. Among all these industrious, 
clever builders of trilogies and tetralogies 
and growers of annual novels, one likes 
to. see the favorites of his youth still 
holding their proud place. There was a 
lot of chatter some time ago about, the 
decline of STEVENSON’S popularity... It is 
strong here and in Great Brifain, and 
Mr. IBANEZ tells us that “now STEVEN- 
SON is all the rage” on the Continent. 
This is rather sad news for our native 
daubers of “ regional ” yokels. 

Will the novel of the future, in Europe 
at least, grow more “ realistic” or will 
it revert rather to the type of “ the old 
novel of adventure, of action”? Mr. 
IBANEZ thinks that the war was so rich 


in events and changes and has produced. 


s0 many new conditions that “ every- 
thing now is possible,” and that the 
“novel of adventure, which is the truly 
“¢ naturalistic’ novel of the present, the 
“novel that best reproduces the reality 
“before our ‘eyes,” will pfevail, being 
“the expression of the new European 
mood.” In that sort of novel every- 
thing has always been possible. After 
the long succession of tragic mutations, 
the accumulation of loathsome and 
splendid actions, the swirl of passionate 
emotions, these unassuaged pities and 
terrors, and these disappointments and 
cynicisms to which so many enthusiasms 
have dwindled, one would almost say 
that every imagined incident of the 


romance writer would seem tame; that: 


farce, burlesque, comic opera, parody, 
satire would be the relief most sought 
from literature. But people continue to 
be just as variable and unpredictable as 
they were before the war. There must 
be many European moods; and doubtless 
there will be an ever-growing variety 
of novels. 








SHAKESPEARE. AS KULTUR. 


Before the Shakespeare Society at 
Weimar lately, Professor Max FOERSTER 
gave a post-bellum turn to the old con- 
tention that the Swan of Avon was in 
reality a modern German—or is it that 
the modern German is in reality an 
Elizabethan Englishman? Anyway, the 
speaker was clearly of the opinion that 
in England SHAKESPEARE is nothing, 


whereas in Germany he is Kultur. Much. 


of what he says is a matter of fact, and 
highly significant; but the total effect 
would have been more convincing if he 
had not tried to interpret his facts—and, 
in particular, if he had left out an anec- 
dote of RANDOLPH CHURCHILL. Having 
been called away from a performance of 
“ Hamlet,” it appears, Lord RANDOLPH 
asked one of the actors whom he met 
next day how the play really ended. 
Shakespearean Kultur will be incom- 
plete until Germans learn that since the 
days of Falstaff and Prince’ Hal the 
chief delight of Englishmen has been 
to “spoof” -one another. By the same 
token, Englishmen have still something 
to learn, in spite of much experience of 
late, as to the ability of intelligent Ger- 
mans to “ spoof ” themselves. 

Professor FOERSTER has this talent in 
almost incredible perfection. German 
education, he tells us, “is of a specially 
literary-esthetic character,” whereas in 
England “ the chief end of all education ” 
is “a matter-of-fact business sense.” 
A land in which the Oxford “ honour 
school ” of Literae Humaniores is gen- 
erally held to be the pinnacle of educa- 
tional perfection, and which is lambasted 
once every month by Mr. H. G. WELLS 
for its lack of the German proficiency 
in scientific research dnd technical in- 
struction, will read on with interest re- 
newed. The modern Englishman, it ap- 
pears, has been transformed from “ the 
“cheerful, merry, frankly epicurean 
“man of the Renaissance ”"—Hamlet, 
Othello and Lear spring to our thoughts 
unbidden—into “the serious, reserved 
“Puritan of the present, intent on busi- 
“ness alone.” Germans, on the con- 
trary, have “ preserved the freshness of 
“life and accessibility of the Renais- 
“sance.” Professor FOERSTER is moved 
to “rejoice that SHAKESPEARE has an 
“ accessible eye for foreign nations, that 
“he has nothing of the stupid presump- 
“tion so characteristic of modern Eng- 
“lishmen ”; that “ SHAKESPEARE’S patri- 
“ otism, too, glowing as it shows itself 
“on every occasion, has nothing of the 
“ aggressive, wounding quality of that of 
“the present-day Englishman.” “It is 
“more of a home feeling ‘[Heimats- 
“ gefiihl], just as in the case of the Ger- 
“mans.” . It will probably never occur to 
the Weimar Shakespeareans that German 
Heimatsgefiihl is less attributable to the 
influence of their patron author than to 
recent contact with modern Englishmen 
and their allies in France. Subcon- 
sciously, perhaps, there is a memory. 
Looking backward toward the sixteenth 
century, Professor Foerster’ finds 
“ nothing whatever ” of “the militarism 
“and egoism of the English ethics of 
“today.” Quite true; even among the 
Doubtful Plays he will fail to find that 
not impossible melodrama entitled “ Why 
Germans Leave, Home.” 

The facts which Professor FOERSTER 
adduces are more significant. Unques- 
tionably SHAKESPEARE is better known 
and moré deeply loved in Germany than 
in either England or America. Reckori- 
ing from 1870, when there were 488 - 
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rivdaeis é his plays the, ceed 
steadily rose to 1,653 in 1906.. During 
the war, in 1916, when all things Ger- 
man, even WAGNER, were abhorred in 


England and America, there were in 


Germany 1,179\performances of Shake- 
speare. That might have been due to 
the German certainty of victory; but ap- 
parently it was not. In the year after 


-the armistice, when the triumph of Eng- 


land was obvious, the number actually 
rose to-4,349. During the war, not even 
the presence of the British forces shook 
the German loyalty to SHAKESPEARE. 
His plays were performed “even under 
the thunder of English, guns ”—on the 
Belgian front, in France, and on battle- 
ships in the North Sea. 

Scarcely less than technical science 
and military training, “literary- 
esthetic ” culture is part and parcel of 
modern Germany. LEssING“and GOETHE 
did frank and loyal homage to SHAKE- 
SPEARE as their master, and their spirit 
endures,. Dramatic art as a whole is 
cultivated and enjoyed in Germany as 
nowhere ¢lse.- Proportionally ‘the same 
honor that is accorded to SHAKESPEARE 
is accorded to SOPHOCLES, CALDERON and 
MOo.urRE, to IBSEN and STRINDBERG, to 
Brmevux and Rostanp, to Gorky and 
TCHEKHOV, to BARRE, WILDE and SHAW. 
In some measure this is due to the fact 
that in every capital of Germany and 
Austria there is a repertory theatre sup- 
ported by the Government—which in turn 
has given rise to multitudes of indepen- 
dent art theatres, such as those of 
BRAHM and REINHARDT in Berlin. But 
even with Government fostering, the art 
of the drama could reach no such iften- 
sity of development if there were not a 
broad and deep love of it in the people. 

There was a trace of seriousness, 
though less than Professor Foerster 
imagined, in BERNARD SHAW’s suggestion 
in 1916 that England hold her Shake- 
speare Tercentenary rites in Berlin. 








DO CATS THINK? 

What every woman knows is that her 
pet cat thinks. So it will surprise her 
to learn that the British naturalist, W. 
H. Hupson, who began to observe life in 
the open in long past Patagonian days, is 
at pains to discuss the reasoning faculty 
of the domestic cat in The Cornhill Maga- 
zine. Do cats think? he asks, concluding 
that the “creature so subtle, distant, 
cold and self-centred” lives by thought 
as well as by instinct; Rosert Louis 
STEVENSON was, strangely, no admirer of 
the dog, but the cat’s intelligence he 
praises. “When I play with my cat,” 
says MONTAIGNE, “ who knows whether I 
“do not make her’ more sport than she 
“makes me?” Apparently he believed 
that his favorite had a sense-of humor, 
and the attribute implies shrewdness. 
Mr. Hupson sets out to prove by illus- 
trations of the behavior of cats that 
they learn from experience. He sees a 
cat trying to stalk a pied*wagtail and, 
suddenly giving up the enterprise, to re- 
lax and walk sedately away. The wag- 
tail, a bird quick of wing, had gone.on 
feeding oblivious seemingly of the crouch 
and stealthy advance of the hunter. It 
is the opinion of the rmaturalist that the 
cat marked the readiness of the bird to 
flit away, and with a “ What’s the use? ” 
relinquished the adventure. Neverthe- 
less, cats do catch birds—a Massachu- 
setts naturalist estimates that they sur- 
prise and kill twenty on the average 
every year. But the victims are often 
young and unsophisticated birds. It is 
a,foolish cat that stalks a mature bird 
in the open. 

Mr. Hupson’s best story is about the 
cat that was soon to become a mother 
and had a loyal friend in a dog. She 
had grown up with the dog. For a week 
before the interesting event she went 
about the house selecting the right 
place. After the event she was 
not satisfied with the retreat. She called 


upon her friend the dog for help. Under 


her direction he. carried the kittens, one 
by one, in his mouth, from one floor to 
another. Several times he had to do 
this, for the,mother was hard to please. 
The ladies of the house witnessed the 
migrations. There were several of them. 
Why did the cat not move the kittens 
herself? ‘ The only possible explanation 
of the cat’s actions,” says the naturalist, 
“is that she found herself powerless, 
“probably after trial, to accomplish the 
“ task herself; that she then remembered 
“her friend the dog, mentally visualizing 
“him as a big, strong creature with a 
“big mouth to carry, and remembering 


“also that he was obedient to her and 


“quick to respond to her wishes.” In 
arguing that the mother cat thought, Mr. 
HUDSON proves that the dog also 
reasoned—moreover, that he was sym- 


| pathetic, for he must. have held the in- 


fants very lightly in his mouth. 

Then there is the case of the cat that 
made a poor business of stalking the 
birds his mistress was feeding with 
crumbs after the’ English 5 o’clock tea 
every day. On second thought, the cat 
took up his position as soon as the manna 
was distributed, and on ‘the very spot, to 
spring on the birds when they should 
alight. But the c&t soon realized the 
failure of his tactics, and forever aban- 
doned the stalk in that particular local- 
ity. This cat was slow but sure in his 
mental processes. The different greet- 
ings of two petted cats after the natural- 
ist’s absence for six months convinced 
him that the memory of both was tena- 
cious, and that they reasoned about him 
as a home-coming fried according to 
their temperaments. One cat welcomed 
him withthe affection to be expected of 


a dog, but not of a feline. The other, a} 


dignified Tom, marked the naturalist at- 
tentively when he came in, gave-him an 
obvious recognition, but showed-no emo- 
tion or inclination for contact. “It 
“would not have surprised me if he had 
“ yawned,” says the natutalist. . Prob 
ably Tom made his toilet. 

The strange relation of telepathic com- 


‘munication between a Bishop’s lady and 


‘the cat she had left on an éstate with 
the gardener winds up Mr. Hupseh’s 
notes. In a. dream the lady. beheld the 
cat “standing on the top of a wall, in 
“ Yamentable plight, evidently starving to 
“ death and very weak.” The following. 
morning in great concern she told the 
‘ineredulous Bishop that her cat was be- 
ing neglected, and she. took a train to 
relieve the beleaguered animal. The 
Bishop’s lady made for the wall of her 
dream, and there was the “ wild, haggard 


It “rushed into my arms and clung to 
me frantically.” The beast. was little 
more than-skin and bones. What hap- 
pened to the cruel gardener is not told. 
Most people would see no telepathy in 
the incident, but merely a coincidence. 
Ladies often dream about their cats. But 
Mr. HUDSON was profoundly impressed: 
“The first case of telepathy, as I con- 
“ sider it, I have met with between a hu- 
“man being and a cat.” Cats are such 
family institutions that it would be futile 
for any one to argue that they do not 
think. Still, it should be much easier to 
assemble evidence that dogs reason. 








THE MAKING OF BOOKS. 


According to figures gathered by The 
Literary Digest, there has been a steady 
decline in the number of volumes pub- 
lished in the United States since 1916, 
thqugh the truth of the remark about 
the making of many books seems still 
beyond question. In 1920 the total was 
8,422, which is 2,023 fewer than in 1916. 
A possibly disquieting fact is that the de- 
cline has been principally in the fields 
of Philosophy, Theology, Religion and 
Law. To a superficial view, it would 
seem that the war laid a heavy strain 
on them all; and the impression is con- 
firmed by the fact that, in the face of 
the general decline, the number of books 
of fiction, which always heads the list, 
has in the past year increased. 

If the nation were turning away from 
philosophy, religion and law to novels 
numbered by the thousand, the augury 
would indeed be bad; but there is an 
element in the problem which makes con- 
fidence not impossible. Owing to the 
vastly increased cost of paper, printing 
and binding, books have about doubled 
in price, and even at that it is necessary 
to sell vast quantities in order to make 
ends meet. Before the war a book that 
sold one thousand copies was generally 
held to have paid for itself. Nowadays 
the number is somewhere between four 
and five thousand. In any time many of 
the books that are intrinsically best have 
very small sales; under present con- 
ditions they cannot be put forth except 
at the author’s expense. The sales of 
fiction are comparatively large; and 
even when there is a doubt as to the 
commercial value of a novel, it is often 
published on the chance of catching the 
popular taste. So there may be quite 
as much philosophy, religion and law 
among us as ever; the figures only show 
that, if so, a damper has been put on - 
/ expression. 

Though the output of fiction a 
gained in the past year, moreover, it is 
‘still; much less than it used to be. In 
the decade between 1900 and 1910 every 


year had a larger total of fiction than 
1920. 








STAGE RIDICULE. 


To the Editor of The New York ‘Times: 

In one of your recent issues I noticed a re- 
port of an interview with Martin Beck, the 
head of one of the leading American vaude- 
ville circuits, who has just returned from 
England. Mr. Beck regretted that Americans 
were held up to ridicule in the theatres and 
vaudeville houses in England. He thought 
this did not tend to bring about a better feel- 
ing between the two countries. 

Surely Mr. Beck should have been the last 
to have made a complaint of this kind. Al- 
though I have lived in this country six years 
and have visited theatres, vaudeville houses 
and picture palaces fairly frequently, I can- 
not remember having seen an Englishman in 
an American.play or skétch portrayed ether 
than contemptuously. The fool is usually an 
Englishman; if he is not a fool, he is doing 
something unmanly or underhanded. In fact, 
the joke on the Englishman is as hackneyed 
as the joke about mother-in-laws. 

Those of us who have lived here long 
enough have got used to it, but visitors from 
the other side never fail to remark upon the 
sarcastic attitude adopted on the American 
stage toward a nation which, rightly or 
wrongly, they feel is at least entitled to some 
respect. 

If the worm has at last turned, Mr. Beck 
should not complain, but people who are 
clever at chaffing others usually do not ap- 
na irs the joke when it is on- themselves, 
Perhaps Mr. Beck: will lead the fashion in 
doing justice to a race which has been ridi- 
culed for the benefit of the hyphenated Amer- 


@ ican quite long enough. 


Real Americans who have come in contact 
with Englishmen have a very different opin- 
fon of them than those who have formed 
their opinion from the American stage and 
the yellow press.

LABOR, FARMERS AND SALES TAX. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

As labor unions and farmers’ leagues seem 
to be opposed to the proposed 1 per cent. 
sales tax on consumable commodities under 
the impression that it would .be unfair to 
them, may I use some of your space to help 
dissipate this erroneous impression? 

All taxation’is paid sooner or later by the 
ultimate consumer. There is no escape from 
this. Even the coupon clipper of tax-exempt 
sécurities pays a share of the excess profits 
and surtaxes on income, as does also every 
farmer and every employe, q@hether Federal 
or State, income tax exempt or not. 

It is conceded that the buyers of all con- 
sumable commodities now pay 23 per cent. 
consumption tax on consumable commodities, 
indirectly, of course, but none the less surely. 
- Why, therefore, should labor unions and 
‘farmers’ leagues object to having their pres- 
ent 23 per cent. tax reduced to 1 per cent., 
which would be the case if the excess profits 
tax and surtaxés on income were repealed 
and-a. 1 per cent. sales tax on consumable 
commodities enacted in lieu thereof? 

These. Federal taxes are largely responsible 
for (1) the existing high interest rates, (2) 
for non-employment, (3) for the calling of 
*mortgage loans, (4) for‘lack of new housing 
construction.

They framed a League of 
Nations for the future, they invited all 
neutrals to join and at the same time 
end in the same instrument they under- 
took to impose penalties to which they 
required the defeated belligerents to 
submit. 

“The defeated belligerents were not 
admitted to the League and had nothing 
to say about it, while the neutral mem- 
bers of the League naturally had no 
right or authority respecting the terms 
of peace imposed by the treaty. . 

‘““The two processes were tied to- 

gether, however, by provisions making 
the League of Nations the agent of the 
conquerors to see to the execution of 
the terms imposed upon: fhe other de- 
feated nations. Thus certain powers 
wére vested in the League including 
neutrals, regarding the administration 
of occupied territory, plebiscites, scru 
tiny of government under mandates. 
These functions plainly were to be in 
exercise of derivative, not original, au- 
thority of the League, which became 
g@ mere agent of the belligerents for 
those purposes. , Spain, Holland, Nor- 
way, for example, and any organiza- 
tion which represénts them-can have 
no authority regarding a plebiscite in 
Bilesia or the Government of Danzig, 
except within the limits of a specific 
agency created by the nations which 
had a right won by conquest or created 
by treaty between such nations and 
Germany. . 
« ‘Another peculiarity of the treaty 
was that, although it contemplated the 
participaion of all the belligerents, it 
was expressly made separable, by the 
provision that it should take effect when 
Tatified by any three of the principal 
powers. — 

** Accordingly, when the other princi- 
pal powers ratified the treaty and the 
United States refused to do so, the 
terms of peace became binding between 
Germany and the ratifying powers, al- 
though not between Germany and the 
United States. And the League of Na- 
tions, no longer a mere project, came 
into being and ill exists, uniting for 
specified purposes substantially all the 
civilized countries, except the United 
States, Germany, Russia, Austria-Hun- 
gary, and Turkey. 

League's Delay and Confusion.

The step in advance, plainly 
indicated as the natural development of 
this mgst useful practice into a system- 
atic institution, is to establish an ad- 
ministrative agency whose duty it shall 
be to call such a conference in time of 
threatened danger on suitable request, 
and to place all nations under obligation 
to attend the conference when called. 
Upon the substance of this there is no 
disagreement. The Council of the League 
‘does this and something more, and the 
difference is over the something more. 
The Council of the League is a perpet- 
ual, permanent conference, as distin- 
guished from conferences ad a to be 
called automatically whenever grave 
cause arises. No one seems to question 
that in one way or another there should 
be obligatory conferences. 

** Such conferences, however, deal with 
policy in particular exigencies, and they 
proceed upon motives of expediency. 
They are not steps in the development 
of the rule of right among nations. 

‘*In_ that direction also, however, we 
find elements of general agreement. 


The American View. 

“ The covenant of the League of Na- 
tions in its preamble states one of its 
objects to be ‘in order to promote in- 
ternational co-operation and to achieve 
international peace and security. * * * 
by the firm establishment of the under- 
standings of international law, ‘as the 
actual rule of conduct among govern- 


ments, and in the 14th Article it pro- 
vides: The Council shall formulate’ and 
submit to the members of the League for 
adoption plans for the establishment of 
ra permanent court of international jus- 
ce.’ ‘ 
‘The American Congress in a statute 
enacted August 29, 1916, expressed the 
erican view in the most solemn form. 


The statute says: ‘It is .hereby de- 
clared to be the policy of United 
States to adjust and settle its Interna- 


thonal disputes through mediation = or 
arbitration, to the end that wa> may be 
honorably avoided. * * * I ew of 
the premises, the President is author- 
ized and requested to invite, at an ap- 
pfopriate time, not later than the closé 
of the war in Europe, all the great 
Governments of the world to send rep- 
resentatives to a conference which shall 
be charged with the duty of formylating 
a plan for a court of arbitration or oth- 
er tribunal, to which disputed questions 
between nations shall be referred for 
adjudication and peaceful settlement.’ 
“The latest message of the President 
of the United States to Congress on the 
12th of the present month, said: ‘ The 
American aspiration, indeed the world 
aspiration, was an association. of na- 
tions based upon the application of jus- 
tice and vight, binding us in conference 
and co-operation for the prevention of 
war and pointi the way to a higher 
civilization and international fraternity 
all the world might share. 





in which 
*» * * In the national referendum to 
which I have adverted, we pledged our 
efforts toward such an association, and 
the pledge will be faithfully kept.’ 

“The pledge to which the President 
plainly referred“in the paragraph just 
quoted, was contained in the Republi- 
ean Platform. * * * 


Disagreement Only on Modes, 


“While this pledge was in the platform 
of one party, it was not, in fact, the 
subject of party controversy, and the 
enormous majority of over seven mil- 
lion votes given to the candidate stand- 


ing by that platform justifies the asser- 
| tion that these words state the true atti- 
| tude of the American people, as that 
| attitude is now certified in the passage 
| which I have quoted from the Prest- 
dent’s message to Congress. 

‘It is apparent that the attitude of the 
League, and the attitude of America to- 
ward this subject do not differ in sub- 
stance, however much they may differ 
as to the specific modes of effectuating 
the common purpose. 

“The duty imposed upon the -Councii 
of the League, ‘ to formulate and submit 
plans for the establishment of a perma- 
nent court of international justice,’ has 
been performed, and the convention. es- 
tablishing such a court has been adopted 
by the League and has already been rati- 
fied by many of its members. * * * 

‘There can be no real court without 
law to control its Judges, and there can 
be no effective law without institutions 
for its application to concrete cases, 
This is the traditional policy of the 
United States—to establish and extend 
the law declaring the rules of right con- 
duct accepted by the common judgment 
of civilization and to substitute in inter- 
national controversies upon conflicting 
claims of right impartial judgment un- 
der the iaw in the place.of war. 

‘The existing situation presents diffi- 
culties and embarrassments in arriving 
at a common understanding regardin 
the precise modes in which this genera 
world policy shall receive effect; but I, 
for one, am not willing to assume that 
the patience and good sense of the 
diplomacy of the world, including our 
own country, will be unequal to the task 
of so disposing of the formal. difficulties 
{as to achieve the great object upop 
which all are agreed. 
. “It is further to be observed that

Mighty Férce of Public Opinion. 

“The public opinion of mankind is so 
mighty -a force that, it is*competent to 
control the conduct of. nations as the 
publié opinion of the community con- 
trols the conduct of individuals. 
‘“‘But it must be an intelligent, in- 
formed and disciplined opinion. The 
exit of autocracies leaves .the direction 
of foreign relati under the ultimate 
control of multitudinous, ill-informed 
and untrained democracies. In place of 
dynastic ambitions, the danger of war 
is now to be found in popular misunder- 
standings and resentments. 

‘“How are these. vast democracies to 
be justly informed as to the rights and 
wrongs of controversies, and the fair- 
ness of policies? It seldom happens that 
the great multitude of citizens can argue 
out from first principles the complicated 
and difficult - questions of right and 
wrong involved in international ' rela- 
tions. It seldom happens that the sub- 
ject is not obscured by misinformation 
and a suggestion, and by ap- 
peals to passion rather than to judg- 
ment. The only mode of.meeting th 
great and vital need, dictated by rea- 
son and approved by experience, is the 
establishment of: institutions, through 
which, when strife is not flagrant, the 
deliberate and unbiased opinion of man- 
kind may declare and agree upon the 
rules of conduct which we call law, by 
which in times of excitement judgment 
may be guided, and by which the peo- 
ples may be informed of the limits of 
their rights and the demands of their 
duties; and-by the establishment of in- 
stitutions through which disputed facts 
‘may be determined and fa appear- 
ance and misinformation may 
stripped away and the truth be. made 
known to the good and peaceful peo- 

les of the world by the judgment of{ 
mpartial and resp€cted—tribunals. In 
such institutions rests the possibNity of 
growth of development for civilization. 
Through them may be established by 
usage the habit of respecting law. They 
may create standards of conduct under 
which the thoughts of peoples in con- 
troversy will turn habitually to the 
demonstration of the justice of their 
position by proof and reason, rather 
than by threats ef violence, so that 
the time will come when a nation will 
know that it is discredited by the re- 
fusal to maintain the. justness of its 
cause by the procedure of justice. 

“This is the work of international 
law, applied by an international court. 

‘“‘The process will be slow, but all 
advance of civilization is slow. Not 
what ultimate object we can attain in 
our short lives, but what tendencies to- 
wards higher standards of conduct in 
the world we can aid during our genera- 
tion, is the test that determines our 
duty of service. The conditions which 
will hinder and delay effective action 
for the re-establishment of law are 
many and serious, but we must prepare. 
When the time for action comes, it must 
find the results of study, discussion and 
matured thought ready, as material for 
authoritative judgment by the nations, 
and, meantime, the voice of the least 
of us may be of some avail, urging 
that force be repressed and expediency 
be ided by the public opinion of the 
world made effective by declared and 
accepted rules of public right applied 
by competent and impartial interna- 
tional tribunals.”’

ate great public sentiment inst the 
good work of the draft, and tend to 
make it s6 unpopular fn the public mind 
that it would be difficult to administer 
the measure again if a national emer- 
gency required it. 

“It seems to me. that the new Secre- 
tary of War has been led to this de- 
cision by: those surrounding. him, .with- 
out being acquainted with all the facts 
in the case,’’ or Murdock wrote in 
a letter to Pennsylvania Congressmen. 

‘“‘The men whose names appear on the 
lists are of two general classes, name- 
ly; willful deserters and non-willful -de- 
serters. The willful deserter should be 
ferreted out and punished to the full 
extent of the law. The non-willful 
déserters cannot and should not be con- 
victed of desertion. They consist prin- 
cipally of three classes—first, those who 
were actually in the service; secondly, 
those who were sick with the ‘flu’ 
1918 and after the armistice was signed 
thought no further action was necessa 
on their part; third, the allen whose 
ignorance or lack 6f understanding pre- 
vented him from fulfilling his duties 
under the law, and probably would 
have been entitled to a deferred classi- 
fication. 

“ The lists about to be published con- 
sist principally of*the non-willful de- 
serters. In ennsylvania, especially, 
there was no excuse for a man attempt- 
ing to @vade military service by becom- 
ing a willful deserter, as all he had to 
do under existing regulations was to 
obtain’ employment at any one of the 
large shipyards, whether he was quali- 
fi for military duty or not, and he 
would be placed upon the Emergency 
Fleet classification Hst, where he was 
as secure from military service as 
pepe PY he had been granted deferred 
classification. 


. Wants Investigation First. 

‘‘My contention is that these names 
should not be published until after the 
War Department has investigated the 
cases and removed from the lists the 
mames of those who are non-willful de- 
serters. Statements have been made 
from time to time and given to the 
press at Washington that draft boards, 
State Adjutant Generals and the De- 
partment of Justice have investigated 
these cases. Such statements are un-

“Under date of bef 15, 1919, General 
Crowder submitted his final report as 
Provost Marshal General to the Secre- 
ta of. War. A _reference to table 
eighteen on page fifty-two of that re- 


‘port shows that the number of outstand- 


ing desertions at that time was 173,911. 

“In August, 1920, I.made inquiry of 
General Crowder; because of migleading 
statements given to the press and some 
peromnonss: as to what progress had 

en made in checking up the cases of 
those men still listed as deserters, Un- 
der date of Aug. 30, 1920, General Har- 
ris, the Adjutant General, sent a2 memo- 
randum to General Crowder stating that 
the number of willful deserters-was 173,- 
911, and giving other figures in the mat- 
ter, all of which were identically the 
same as those embodied in the final re- 

rt of General Crowder, which had 
en prepared more than a year before. 

‘‘In other words, according to the 
War Department’s own figures, not a 
single case had been cleared up for a 
period of fourteen months. In August, 
1920, the War Department published a 
paranniet outlining its policy in dispos- 
ne of these cases. The policy as 
originally agreed upon and approved by 
the department was submitted to me in 
the form of proofsheets by General 
Crowder for comment, about the first 
of last September. If the Secretary of 
War will refer to my letter of Sept. 8, 
1920, to General Crowder, he will have 
a better understanding as to the ridicu- 
lous position taken by the department 
in reference to the disposal of these 
cases. : 

‘The original plan was modified in 
the face of my criticisms in several re- 
spects, especially where unfair and un- 
true criticism or reflection had been 
made in regard to the reporting of some 
of these men by local selective service 
boards, but the policy of eg rae the 
names before and not after investigat- 
ing the individual cases was not 
changed. 


Danger to Innocent Men.. 

‘“‘The purpose of the policy is to cre- 
ate correspondence which might enable 
the department to -tlear its records 
without expense and without personal 
investigation by it, but this plan if 





followed will result in thousands of

I believe. the 
publication of these names, without ex- 
hausting eyery effort at investigation, 
would be little short of a national dis- 
grace which could be avoided without 
ee the spirit of any law. é 

“If the Secretary of War persists in 
his course in publishing these lists, then 
they should not bé published as lists of 
deserters, but. merely as lists of names 
about whom information is requested. 

‘* No punishment is too severe for the 
willful deserter, but the War Department 
has deliberately wasted two years in 
the investigation and settlement of these 
cases and is leading an unsuspecting and 
new Secreta: of War into taking a 
step which will discredit’ him.’’ 

In his first letter to General Crowder 
last September Major Murdock sug- 

ested several changes in the policy of 

he War Department in handling the 
lists of alleged delinquents, and added: 

‘It is -highly important that criticism 
of the draft be avoided, if possible, for 
the reason that up to the present time 
public opinion strongly sustains the gen- 
eral administration of the draft, and if 
at any time in the future another draft 
should be necessary, the attitude of the 
public in reference to the last draft will 
have great weight. It is not beyond

The largest industrial ee any we 
building in the country will be opened 
tomorrow in Bayonne, N. ‘J., .%vith the 
hope that it will become a ‘monument 
of peace in a city which has been the 
seene of some of the most bitter indus- 
trial strife of the past few years. The 
big building is located in the Constable 
Hook section, where are the plants of 
the Standard Oil Company and many 
other big concerns with thousands of 
employes, with whom they have striven 
to promote better relations ever since 
the town, in recent years, was terror- 
ized by strikes which were not quelled 
until there had been rioting, bloodshed 
and intensification. of a feeling of an- 
ae This has been allayed, at 
least in part, by the coming together of 
employers and employes, wnich the new 
institution hopes poth to typify and to 
foster to greater growth. 

The plant has cost $750,000, and all the 
money has been contributed by the in- 
dustrial concerns, including the Standard 
Oil Company, the Texas Oil Company, 
the Vacuum Oil Company, the Tidewater 
Oil Company, the International Nickel 


the Babcock and Wilcox nee aU the 
National Sulphur Company an ‘the Sub- 
marine Boat Corporation. 

The opening ceremonies will begin to- 
hmorrow evening at 6:30 and will con- 
tinue until late.

Now, .what dominance ‘Germany 
achieved before the war, so far ds 
zinc is concerned, was by taking con- 
centrates from Australia, making the. 
metal from them and then shipping 
the latter to Great Britain ‘and other 
countries aside from the United States. 
Here the imports of zinc were trifling 
as compared with the large exports of 
the metal.’ Effectual steps have been 
taken, both by the United Kingdom 
and Australia, to prevent the Germans 
| from carrying on their old game. But 
something has really been happening 
‘in this country recently with regard to 
zinc. In the month of March, for in- 
stance, the imports of the metal 
amounted to 6,162,061 pounds. This 
is over 300,000 pounds more than such 
imports. for the entire seven years 
from 1914 to 1920, inclusive. The 
only explanation vouchsafed is that 
the imports are in anticipation of an 
increase in the duty on the metal, 
which is now 15 per cent.

Even the makers of 
perfumery find it. ad- 
visable to take the 
public into their con- 
fidence in trying to 
justify prices for their wares. At the 
annual meeting of the manufacturers’ 
lassociation, held in this city during the 
last week, the President advised 
against reductions in price because of 
the lessened cost of alcohol. Hventu- 
ally, he said, the public would receive 
the benefit of the reductions in the 
price of raw materials, but only in the 
form of greater quantity and better 
quality. Cutting of prices, he insisted, 
lowers the esteem in. which the goods 
are held by the consumer. There is 
the semblance of a good argument in 
this, which is more than can be said 
of the same speaker’s assertion of the 
need of a ‘‘ tariff which will prevent 
foreign manufacturers marketing their 
finished products at prices with which 
we cannot compete because of the 
high prices of labor and the cost of 
imported raw materials.’’ As it hap- 
pens, there is a pretty stiff duty now 
on perfumery. The non-alcoholic has 
to pay 60 per cent. and the alcoholic 
40 cents a pound in addition to the 60 
per cent. Nor does it appear that the 
domestic industry is suffering in any 
way. The imports of perfumery and 
toilet articles for the nine months 
ended with March amounted to $5,- 
725,430, but the exports were $5,202,- 
652, which is nearly as much. Both

‘imports and exports have been in- 


creasing for years and the output of 
the domestic industry gets larger from 
year to year. -This is despite the fact 
that, with the increase in bathing fa- 
cilities and their more general use, 
there is less of that necessity which 
led to the original employment of per- 
fumes. If it is designed to tax them 
as luxuries; both the domestic'and the 
imported should be on the same basis. 
But. the present duties provide more 
than amply for any difference in costs 
of production between this and other 
countries.

Spot cotton showed 
advances during the 
last week. They were 
warranted in view of 
the really practical 
steps under way for financing ship- 
ments to Europe and of the efforts for 
the relief of banks which hold cotton 
paper. Growers and others interested 
have finally become convinced that 
mere dogged holding and pooling de- 
vices are unavailing, and that what 
is needed are more outlets and greater 
consumption. The size of the new/ 
crop will also be a factor in deter- 
mining prices, although it is conceded 
now that none: of the preposterous 
minimums set last year can be real- 
ized. It may be discovered, also, that, 
cotton at 13 cents or thereabouts will 
prove more profitable in the long run 
than 80-cent cotton, because of the 
greater use that will be found for it. 
No hopes of betterment are based on 
the provision in the emergency tariff 
bill for a duty of seven cents a pound 
on staple of 1%-inch and above. This 
is looked upon merely as a trick 
to appeal to the South. Mills 
are still curtailing production —be- 
cause they are unwilling to make up 
for stock, although in certain lines 
the orders are increasing. Fabrics 
used in the automobile industry, for 
example, are getting in much greater 
demand, and yarn spinners are calling 
for more cotton for their uses. In 
flannels and napped goods there are 
sufficient orders on hand to keep the 
mills busy for some months to come. 
A slightly better demand for print- 
cloths and sheetings was observable 
during the last week, giving moré 
firmness to prices.

RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Only at That in Japan Is Any Ac- 
tivity Reported. 


The Japanese raw silk milk, while 
quiet at the beginning. of last week, be- 
camegnore active toward the end. Buy- 
ing on Thursday and Friday amounted, 
respectively, to 800 and 900 bales, and 
prices remain practically unchanged for 
the good qualities. According to cables 
received from Yokohama by A: P. Villa 
& Bros., Inc:, of this city; the Im- 
perial Syndicate has bought 8,000 more 
bales of silk, and it is rumored that it 
is to extend its operations into June. 
The visible stock ,remains about the 
Same as it was. 

Canton is reported dull and feature- 
less, with prices about 20 cents a pound 
below their recent highest levels. No 
buyers have yet been attracted by the 
declines. At Shanghai prices are too 
high to attract buyers of steam filatures, 
and they are waiting for lower ones. 
Stocks of tsatlees are completely ex- 
hausted, while tussahs are being bought 
to some extent for Japanese and Amert- 
can consumption. 

The tone of the Milan market is weak 
and there is practically no demand. Quo- 
tations on new crop silk are based on, 
230 lire per kilo for grand extra and 
210 lire for extra classical. However, 
no business has been reported so far. 
In the local market the demand has de- 
creased materially. Prices are irregu- 
lar, and manufacturers are buying en- 
tirely from hand to mouth. 


SPORT HATS FOR SUMMER. 


Crush Effects In Hemp, Ribbon and 
* Felt Are Much Favored. 


Crush effects will be all the vogue 
in sports hats this Summer, accofding 
to the forthcoming bulletin of the Retail 
Millinery Association of America, which 
will say of them: 

‘“‘Hemp and ribbon is a combination 
that lends itself to these crushable mod- 
els, with striped rows of alternate col- 
oring in the hemp and ribbon. Very 
narrow silk ribbons, even narrower than 
baby ribbon, are used in a striped effect 
on a foundation of soft hemp: and make 
a@ sport hat that is at once unusual and 
smart. 

“Another material that is -splendid 
for the small, collapsible hat is batavia. 
This is worked up with hemp in the 
facing. or contrasting color striped 
effect. Quite as satisfactory are the 
fancy silk straws that are well adapted 
to this frameless treatment. 

‘Felt and duvetyn may be primarily 
responsible for the overwhelming popu- 
larity of the collapsible hat. There are 
nu better materials that can be worked 
up in a hat of this type than these two. 

‘* Picot-edged felts are among the 
newest of the soft effects and are car- 
ried out in solid colorings with a little 
cuff brim, or have a facing of hemp in 
another shade. Felt and ribbon com- 
binations are extremely well liked thus 
far, and will undoubtedly prove on of 
the big numbers for Summer wear,’ 


SILK FROM NEAR EAST. 


Many Regions In Turkey and Cau- 
casus Good for Growing It. 


In view of the dependence of American 
silk importers on the Far East, Consul 
General G. Ble Ravndal at Constantino- 
ple suggests that many regions besides 
Brusa and Lebanon in the Caucasus 
and Turkey might be developed to pro- 
duce raw silk. The 1921 crop of cocoons 
in the Brusa district is estimated at 
merely 350,000 kilos, as against 3,185,859 
in 1912-13. At present there are only 
five mills running. 

Several factors have prevented phe 
restoration of the Brusa silk; industry, 
among them being the destruction dur- 
ing the war of nearly 80 per cent. of 
the mulberry trees, which were cut down 
for fuel; the lack of: capital for recon- 
struction purposes; the fluctuations of 
the silk market and the generally dis- 
turbed condjtions of the country. 

If the wugpestion for developing raw 
silk production in Turkey and the Cau- 
casus were carried out, American ex- 
dea would reside in those countries as 

uyers, following in this respect the ex- 
ample of American importers of ciga-

One of the present. evils of the com- 
‘mercial world,’ and one which is grow- 
ing in importance every day; is that 
which arises out of the similarity of 
names of different concerns. The re- 
sultant. situation is particularly bad 


“While some of 
thé slmilarities, even duplications, of 
trade names are entered into for direct 


the’ Hastétn District of the National 
Knitted Outerwear, Association, this. ele- 
ment is lacking. In any event, how- 
ever, the effect of the practice is to 
bring both annoyance and loss to the 
concerns involved. 

Particularly noticeable is the. conflict 
of names in the knit goods industry, 
and because of this fact it, was made a 
topic for discussion at the recent, con- 
vention of the Knitted Outerwear Asso- 
ciation at Philadelphia, 'The matter was 
‘handled by the Trade Abuse Committee 
of e. association, which decided, ac- 
cording to Mr. Steuer, that cases of 
conflict of names should be reported 
to the associations, so that it might, if 
possible, bring the parties together and 
arrange for the discontinuance of the 
use. of the disputed names by one of 
them. 

‘‘ This idea is a good one,’’ Mr. Steuer 
told a Times reporter yesterday, ‘‘ but 
it presents practical difficulties without 
number. ‘With forty-eight States, each 
of them granting corporate names to 
individual forming corporations, the or- 
ganizers of those corporations feel that 
the name being allowed them by the 
State cannot be interfered with by any 
other agency and should not be the 
subject of complaint from any source. 
Besides, names granted to corporations 
in most States permit individuals to do 
business under a trade name by filing a 
certificate at the office of the clerk 
of the county in which the business is 
being carried on, and very frequently 
individuals who have filed such certifi- 
cates feel that by doing so they have 
secured from the State a right to use 
that name which is absolute. 

“On the other hand, many members 
who find that there are other firms 
using a similar name are laboring under 
the delusion that the fact that they 
have received a corporate name by the 
State or filed certificate at the office of 
the clerk of the county where they do 
business is sufficient to give them the 
right to use a name above every one 
else in the country. If tney can couple 
with this claim the contention that they 
used the name first, they see no reason 
whatever why the other user canrfot be 
immediately required to surrender the 
use of the name. 

‘‘Others think that the use of the 
name by some one else in and of it- 
self is of damage to them—whether 
the two merchants in question sell en- 
tirely different lines, sell to entirely dif- 
ferent classes of: trade, conduct their 
business in different parts of the coun- 
try and in no way cross ‘each other’s 
path. If they would think they would 
realize that the evil consists not, alone 
in the similar use of the names but in 
the interference with each other’s busi- 
ness. 

‘‘There are some complaints on file 
now with the association to which the 
association is devoting its attention. Be- 
fore manufacturers, however, attempt to 
file a complaint with the association 
with regard to the similar use of a name. 
by others they should first make a rec- 
ord of the various instances where the 
use of the name by the other has ac- 
tually interfered with their business, and 
when ‘they forward this informations to 
the office they are also to secure the 
latest trade reports on the other users 
for the information of the association.

If, therefore, when the interest rates 
are inereased and définitely scheduled

“Tf it were definitely known that, 
when the Federal Reserve’ Bank reserve 
ratio stood at 60 per cent., rediscount 
rates for commercial purposes would be, 
say, 5 per cent.; at 55 per. cent., 6 per 
cent. ; at 50 ee cent., 6% per cent., and 
so on, or é¢ reverse when the ratio 
rose, then extreme optimism would be 
cooled automatically, ‘or abnormal inac- 
tivity would be encouraged by low rates, 
with the resulting impetus to trade. For 
it is a fact that booms create high in- 
terest rates through excessive use. of 
funds, and these high rates suddenly 
aa oeee directly precede the curtailment 
of banking credits. 

‘With advance knowledge of a defi- 
nite schedule of variable rates, accord- 
ing to the fluctuation of the Federal 
Reserve Bank ratio, business men and 
bankers would trim their sails according 
to that barometer.

Cotton, Wheat and Coal Are Among 
the Things Needed Annually. 
Sizable imports. of cotton, wheat, coal 
and general merchandise are required 
annually by Greece, according to Consul 
General W. L. Lowrie, Athens, In order 
to bring things out even. At the present 
time, however, the chief neéd seems io 
be of cotton. The requirements of the 
country during the cotton year ending 
Aug. 1, he points out, will amount to 
19,740,000 pounds of the ginned staple, 
of which about 7,276,000 pounds will 


have to come from abroad. Incidentally, |’ 


Mr, Lowrie explains that the quality of 
cotton grown in Greece is somewhat sim- 
flar to that of American ‘ middling,”’ 


but shorter in staple and whiter in color. 

ssuming the length of American ‘‘ mid 
dling ” to be one inch, he says. that of 
Greek cotton is about seven-etghths of 
‘an inch. These staples, Mr. Lowr 
adds, are suitable for the Greek cotton 
industry, as the counts of yarn un 
are 4-24.

BELGIAN WOOL IMPORTS. 


Those This Year Will Be Only Half | po 


Those Before the War. 


Present indications point to a sharp 
reduction in Belgian imports of wool 
this year, as compared with normal pre- 
war importations, according to Consul 
George S. Messersmith, who is at Ant- 
werp. Before -the war Mr..Messersmith 
reports to the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce imports of raw wool 
in Belgium amounted to about 120,000,- 
000 pounds. <A large proportion of this 
was re-exported for scouring and car- 
bonizing and a smaller amount was ex- 
ported in the form of wool yarn’ and 
manufactures. 

‘* In 1920,’" Mr. Messersmith es on, 
‘*the imports were about 000,000 
pounds, or 75 per cent. of the normal 
pre-war amount. According to present 
aga cad the imports during 1921 will 

reduced to- about 60,000 opunds 
owing to the general industrial an 
commercial situation of the country. It 
is estimated that of this amount 80 per 
cent. will be fine Wwools,.15 per cent. 
medium and 5 per cent. low-grade wools. 
As the Belgian trade is largely de- 
pendent on British orderg for woolen 
yarns and on the export t6 Germany of 
scoured and carbonized wools an 
wastes, Belgian imports of raw wool will 
be greatly influenced by any. improve- 
ment which may take place in the gen- 
eral situation of those countries.’’

This is the age of the airplgne, the 
wireless telegraph, of radium, of 
** relativity.’ Very well! It is also 
the age of ‘the novel. Perhaps the 
future will create a new literary 

genre such as no one can at present 
foreset, but for. the moment the 
novel is the summary of modern 
life; 4nd when people ask what the 
literature of the coming years is go- 
ing to be, the question they really 
ask is: What kind of a novel is the 
public going to read? 

In Western civilization the novel 
plays the part that opium is sup- 
posed té play in the life of the East. 
We need to dream, to create a 
world. of fancy more in harmony 
with out heart’s desire. Just as the 
Oriental picks up his opium pipe, so 
the Westerner picks up his novel, to 
live for a few hours in an imaginary 
world, where he can escape from the 
commonplace, annoying occupations 
of routine life. 

Theoretically the novel answering 
this demand can have any one of 
numberless forms; but these forms 
will.approximate one or the other of 
two extremes. 

Benjamin Constant, in his 
** Adolphe,”’ fixed the mold of the 
psychological novel, the novél where 
nothing happens, where everything 
relates to the mental complications 
of the hero. In contrast to this, we 





have the so-called novel in action, 
the story of adventure—a type, this, 
‘which has existed in every age and 
is now going through a period of 
vigorous rebirth—where something

ists” relegated “ interest’ to a 
minor role in their work. With them 
to be called “‘ interesting”’’ was al- 
most an insult. They stressed psy- 
chology, environment, landscape, the 
“ human document,” keeping as far 
as possible from the manner of what 
they called disparagingly the ‘‘ feu- 
illeton,” the ‘‘ pot-boiler '’ style. In 
their hands life became something 
gray, sad, monotonous, something 
approaching what life actually 
seemed to be for the majority of 
ordinary people. Their aim was to 
produce in their works the crushing, 
oppressive effect that existence, nor- 
mally devoid of anything spectacu- 
lay, of anything interesting, made 
upon the generation just past. And 


‘much as the followers of Dumas 


copied and exaggerated his defects— 
Theophile “Gautier said that ‘* flies 
always make for the specks on an 
apple ’""—so the -mediocre imitators 
of the naturalists, in steering clear 
of ‘‘ interest,’’ gave us books ‘that 
cannot be read for the leaden dull- 


‘ness with which they are conceived.

T select these two types—the novel 
where nothing happens and the nov- 
el where everything happens—as the 
extremes between which public taste.

When you see 
girls trotting along on the sidewalks 
in skirts so tight that they can ;hard- 
ly move. their feet, the discerning 
éritic is able to predict that within 
four years those same girls will be 
striding along in umbrella petticoats 
and balloon sleeves. You can say the 
same of the opera hats that men 
wear. Today it is the tall narrow 
érown and the cugling brim; tomor- 
row the broad, flat crown and the 
wide brim.. The astute man will in 
all thesé cases choose something mid- 
way between the two extremes. He 


will never be really ‘‘ fashionable,” 


really ‘‘ dressy '’; but his wardrobe 
“will never die on his hands. 
Transporting this analogy into the 
field of the novel, we may liken Bal- 
zac, or Dickens, or Victor Hugo, to 
this astute middle-of-the-road man. 
Our great classics have been, on the 
whole, writers who found a balance 
between what we in Europe call ‘‘ in- 
terest ’’—the distinctive trait of the 
novel of adventure—and placid, stu- 
Gious observation of character and 
environment, _ If they are never in 
top style, they are never out of style. 
The desire to attract huge numbers 
of readers has been responsible, I 
-guppose, for our mad pursuit of 
aera at the expense of all 
other things. The real master of 
this extreme style in literary dress

cious, influence on the literature of 
all countries.

Now Stevenson is all the 
rage. Publishers are issuing not only 
his novels and short stories, but. his 
books of travel and even, collections 
of his ‘newspaper articles. With 
Stevenson, a whole group of English 
detective stories, novels of adven- 
ture, novels of action, are being tak- 
en over. 
kind, Continental authors seem ‘to be 
feeling still the influence of the of 
naturalists. They are not forgetting 
character; they are not forgetting 
environment. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether this restraint will ‘be 
long maintained. ‘‘ Interest ’” is-an 
engaging, a seductive, thing.. It will 
be ‘hard for our young men to devote 
themselves to it without eventually 
sacrificing the other elements that 
give a novel literary quality. If they 
fall into this error, we may soon ex- 
pect another reaction against ‘‘ in- 
terest.’’ . 

In reality, the novelist needs many 
things in addition to inventive skill; 
he must know how to write; he 
-must be a psychologist; he must 

be a painter of exteriors. ‘With- 
out these attainments, he can never 
produce a great work of art. On the 
other hand, a novel without a cer- 
tain’ amount of ‘ interest ’’ cannot 
succeed: The mistake of the writers 
of the past generation was to despise 
‘* plot,”” action, ‘‘ interest,’* believ- 
ing that a book actually as monot- 
onous, as calm, as unexciting ,as 
ordinary life would be readable. That 
mistake was natural. I remember 
vividly what Europe was like in the 
years before 1914. Years and years 
would go by and you would see thé 
same people round you, all doing the 
same things and doing them always 
in the same way. There were no 
yery great catastrophes. - Fortunes 
and. social hierarchies seemed to bé 
as fixed, as inimutable, as a block of 
crystal. The man who was born rich 
died rich, and the man who was poor 
died poor. I..remember that my. 
friends used to say to me, ‘‘ What a 
bore all this is! Life in Europe is 
about as exciting as.a funeral.'’’ The 
naturalistic novel reflected the spirit 
of those times. The dramatic novel, 
where people die, kill and steal; 
where fortunes are made or lost 
overnight; where beggars ' becomé 
millionaires in a year or two, seemed 
something fantastic, something de- 
tached from reality, something un- 
worthy of consideration from intelli- 
gent people. . 
The war has changed all that. 
More things happened in a week 
during the war years than in a cen- 
tury of the old kind of life. People 
without fortunes have become rich. 
New hopes, riew possibilities, havé 
opened out before thousands and 
thousands of young men. On the 
other hand, people famous for their 
wealth and power—think,. for in- 
stance, of the Russian nobility; 
which was always conspicuous for 
its luxury and its brilliancy—have 
fallen to the depths. The war has 
upset the equilibrium of Europe. 
Life seems to be in flux again. 
Everything now is possible. 
. The faithful reflection of this con- 
dition, the expression of the new 
European mood, is again the novel 
of adventure, which is the truly 
“* naturalistic '’ novel of the present, 
the novel that -best reproduces the 
reality before our eyes.

create so complete an illusion that 
the reader, aften a disheartened and 
weary reader, is translated into a 
realm of fancy which includes for 
the hour a complete forgetfulness of 
nis own problem. Therefore the high- 
est praise one,can give a novel is 
that it is interesting and absorbs. 

One may with a clear conscience 
award this high praise to ‘‘ The 
Kingdom Round the Corner.” It 
has all the grammatical errors and 
solecisms peculiar to even the best 
of English novels, it has momenis 
of quite unbearable sentimentality. 
and it trails off into shameless ro- 
mance at the end. Nevertheless, 
you not only read it with bitter pro- 
test against all interruptions, but 
you feel quite positive that in spite 
of certain fictionistic exaggerations, 
you are getting an accurate and 
valuable picture of post-war condi- 
tions in England. 

The theme is similar to that of 
Locke’s book, ‘‘ The Mountebank.” 
A man of low degree enters the 
Great War as an humble private, 
and, through unsuspected talents, 
including that of command, rises to 
the rank of Brigadier General, is 
received on his merits in the most 
exclusive London houses, when on 
leave and until he is ‘* demobbed."’

Here the resemblance ends. When 
you have finished Locke’s book you 
remember nothing but the Mounte- 
bank, who seems to curve like a 
bristling spine over the story, merely 
fed by the subsidiary characters.

even the hero—although by far the} 
most ~- interesting character—and 
many of the other people, notably 
the hero, Lord Taboriey (‘‘ Tabs ’’); 
are of equal importance. 

Tabs has, one might say, like 
many another, deliberately fallen in 
love with a girl as early as possible 
in the war in order that he may not 
only correspond with her,. but think 
upon her continually, and forget the 
hideous present when he can. He is 
demobbed and returns to find the 
girl many more than four years 
older; through the self-immolating 
enthusiasms bred by the abnormal 
conditions she has ‘* given bits of 
herself ’’ to men home on leave— 
although remaining a fundamentally 
and hopelessly non-undgrstanding 
virgin—and has fallen madly in love 
with his ex-valet, Braithwaite, long 
since risen to the rank of Brigadier 
General. One wonders at his agonies, 
or why any man falls in love with 
Terry, and is glad when she gets 
her deserts in the end. She is a 
good little girl, but hopelessly stupid, 
selfish and hard. 

The most interesting of the women 
is Maisie Lockwood, who, losing her 
husband during the first year of the 
war and having no heart left for any 
man, marries two other men, home 
on leave, because they were desper- 


ately in love with her and it seemed 
a ‘kind of war work to let them 
marry her.’’ They both ‘ went

_ Shakespeare and 
His Editors

is the first volume of an 
edition of Shakespeare, “‘edited 
for the syndics of the Cam- 
bridge University Press.” It 
is a comely little tome, with the clear 
and well-balanced page ' which we 
have a right to expect in the books 
issued by the press of an English 
university. It has a fair outside; 
and it would be pleasant:to be able to 
report that its inside fulfills its ex- 
ternal promise. Unfortunately, this 
is not the case. - Perhaps it would be 
going too far to say that if the rest 
of the volumes are no more satis- 
factory than this first, the edition 
“will be unworthy of the seat of tearn- 
ing whose imprimatur it bears; but 
at least one may safely say that it is 
likely to be a grievous disappoint- 
ment to those who looked forward 
hopefully to its appearance. 

The value of an edition of a classic 
depends upon the skill] and the 
scholarship, the judgment and the 
taste, of its editors. They make it 
what it is; they are responsible for 
all its details; and by what they dg 
it stands or falls. They must curb 
their own caprices.and bridle their 
own whims; they must refuse to go 
in quest of novelty for its own sake; 
they must be sound and sane, even 
at the risk ‘of achieving no more 
than their predecessors have accom- 
plished. They must ever remember 
—and especially in dealing with 
Shakespeare—that what is new is not 
often true, and that what is true is 
nearly always old. And this modesty, 
this caution, this reserve, is just

undertake the delicate task of editing 


Shakespeare. He is a clever man of 
multifarious activities, who had won 


an early reputation as a brisk and. 


fertile story-teller and as a lively 
book reviewer, before he was unex- 
pectedjy appointed King Edward VII, 
Professor of English Literature at 
Cambridge. Prior to this appoint- 
ment, he had made no contributions 
to scholarship and .he had revealed 
little or no interest in dramatic 
literature. Since his appointment, he 
has published a volume of lectures, 
purporting to deal with the crafts- 
manship of Shakespeare; and in 
these pleasantly written addresses he 
disclosed his unfamiliarity with the 
principles of playmaking, obviously 
believing that his own experience as 
@ novelist warranted his passing 
judgment on the methods of a dra- 
matist. The time has long passed 
when a purely literary criticism of 
Shakespeare is acceptable, and when 
any criticism of Shakespeare is 
profitable which. does not take into 
account his intimate relation to the 
theatre—to the unadorned platform 
of the Tudor playhouse, to the actors 
of his company, to the rival play- 
wrights of his time and to the audi- 
ences which sat on the stage and 
stood in the yard of the Globe 
Theatre. 

The deficiencies in Sir Arthur 
Quiller-Couch’s equipment are made 
abundantly manifest in his general 
introduction (which is prefixed to 
this first volume) as well as in the 
special introduction to. ‘‘ The Tem- 
pest.’ These two introductions ure 
labored, not to call them affected; 
they are disfigured by occasional 
ink-horn words, *‘ auspicating,’” for 
example, and ‘‘ dfurnity,’’ for the 
meaning of which the average reader

with the assertion that, although 
editions of Shakespeare multiply, 
** it is now many years since the last 
attempt. was made at a ’compicte 1e- 
cension cf Shakespeare's text, based 
on a study and comparison, line by 
line, of existing. materials.’ Ap- 
parently, Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch is 
not aware that it is only a few yeais 
since William Allen Neilson made 
his tomplete recension of Shake- 
speare’s text and that this recension 
was used in Professor Neilson’s 
own single-volume edition of Shake- 
speare and in the forty-volume Tudor 
edition, which he edited in associa- 

















what ve do not find in the present 
edition of ‘‘ The Tempest.’’ It is 
arbitrary and fantastic in its recen- 
sion of the text; and it is grandilo- 
quent and empty in its criticism. It 
lacks the sobriety and the solidity of 
the Temple Shakespeare of Dr. Gol- 
lancz and the Tudor Shakespeare of 
Professors Neilson and. Thorndike. 
In no point is it superior to either of 
these worthy predecéssors; and in 
several points it is emphatically in- 
ferior. bs 

To. American students of Shake- 
speare, it was a matter of surprise 
that Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch should

tion with Professor Ashley H. 
Thorndike. Either the King Ed- 
ward Professor at Cambridge was 
ignorant of this recension by Presi- 
dent Neilson or he chose to ignore it.

Even an 
editor who has yielded to the tempta- 
tion to talk toploftily and_at large 
about the whole body of Shake- 
speare’s work ought to attend strict- 
ly to the business in -hand when he 
comes to deal with a single play. 
What the reader expects in front of 
the play he has taken up is the solid 
meat of information and not the 
whipped syllabub of rhetoric. He 
needs substantial fact and not nebu- 
lous hypothesis. - Most Shakespear- 
ean scholars hold that ‘‘ The Tem- 
pest '’ was originally produced not 
later than November, 1611, as there 
is a record of its performance in that 
month before King James at White- 
hall. It was one of thirteen plays 
acted at Court during the festivities 
that followed the marriage of the 
Printess Elizabeth and Frederick, 
Elector Palatine, in February, 1613. 
These are the incontrovertible facts; 
and Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch uses 
them as a springboard for airy con- 
jecture. He tells that ‘‘ it is pleas- 


ant and certainly not impossible to} 


believe that, as Héminge and Con- 
dell have preserved it for us, this 
play was written up expressly *’ for 
the performance at Court at the time 
of the wedding; and in a note-he de- 
clares that the authentic record 
** leaves us free to believe that, as 
we have it [the italics are his} ‘ The 
Tempest’ was designed for the 
Winter festivities of 1612-13,"* that 
is to say for the performance before 
the Princess. Now it is not ‘* im- 
possible to believe ’’ this, but it is 
easy to disbelieve it, since there is 
absolutely no warrant for it. 
That it was ‘‘ designed ’’ for this 
special performance is unbelievable, 
since the design of a play is its plot; 
in fact, it is unthinkable—unless we 
are ready to assume that “The Tem- 
pest " which was produced in 1611 
was plotless, that is without design. 
Of course, Shakespeare may have 
interpolated a speech or two for the 
performance before the Princess, or 
he may not; the matter is wholly 
without importance. However,. Sir 
Arthur Quiller-Couch chooses to ac- 
cept this baseless supposition, and 
he utilizes it ag an excuse for soar- 
ing into a dithyrambic rhapsody over 
the charm cf the royal bride. He 


even adorns his volume with a por-| 


trait of the Princess, a portrait which 
does not confirm his accumulated 
testimony to her beauty. But her 
beauty and her charm are like the 
flowers that bloom in the Spring, tra 
la; they have nothing to do with the 
case.

That is the primi- 
tive method, and New York prefers 
a little finesse, although it will sur- 
render its money to any one who 
asks for it. The skilled collector 
would not bend to the poor box. He 
works in a manner to command ad- 
miration. 


New York has several hundred men 
and women who make a vocation of 


gathering funds for benefits. When. 


an organization decides to rdise 
money for the most worthy purposes, 
it is at a loss how to proceed. That 


is where the professional collector: 


makes, his entry.. Such men are al- 
ways on the watch for the opportu- 
nity, and they propose to take over 
the campaign, handling all details for

After thé Board 
of Managers recovers its breath and 
protésts agairist such a division,, it is 
borne home to them that they are 
undertaking a difficult business. The 
board may even start the campaign, 
but usually it is not long before the 
professional beggar is called upon.

Another class of institutions 
goes in for heavy thoughts, and it is 
fashionable to. have one’s son study- 
ing the outwardness of the inward- 
ness, or something of the kind.

THE DIRECTION OF HUMAN 

EVOLUTION. By Edwin Grant 

‘onklin. New York: Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Bons. 

AN the human race direct its 
own future? Will the forces 
of evolution shape ‘that fu- 
ture as they have shaped 

man’s development to. the present 
time? Has man gained such knowl- 
edge of those forces that he.can now 
consciously and intentionally control 
them, take them into his own hands 
and with set purpose make of his 
future what he wishes? 


These are the central questions 
discussed in this new book by the 
Professor of. Biology in Princeton 
University who for a score of years 
has been an authority upon biology, 
evolution and the influences of 
hererity: And environment. In the 
course of the discussion he considers 
whether man has reached the high- 
est possible point of his development, 
‘ or if there is likely to evolve, some 
time, a higher creature than he; 
what form it-is probable that re- 
ligion will take; how democracy in- 
fluences: evolution. These -are all 
matters of high consequence to 
thinking and observing people, and 
ought to be of interest-even to those 
who do not much of either. For 
they are all of immediate practical 
import, “since not_only the distant 
but the near future of the race, of 
the progeny of the present genera- 
tion, depends upon what attitude 
concerning them is taken by those 
who are now alive. . 

In the course of his temperate, in- 
formed and sanely reasoned discus-. 
sion Proféssof Conklin makes it plain 
that he belleves that mankind is to 
a very considerable extent the cap- 
tain of its own destiny. There may 
be limits—he seems to.descry some 
very definite ones—upon man’s pos- 
"sibilities of evolution, but within 
those limits the race can decree its 
own faté. All the wonderful evolu- 
tion man has made, the author points 
out, has been almost entirely ** with- 
out conscious human guidance,’’ but 
now, that the intellect and the capac- 
ity to profit by experience have been 
developed, ‘a neW and great oppor. 
tunity and responsibility have been 
givén man of directing rationally and 
ethically his futufe evoltution.’’ 
think there is miuch podsibility of 
further physical or intélléctual evo- 
lution by the individual.- In mind 
and bay hé is rather sure that the 
peak has been reached, or, at least, 
is not tar beyond thé présent stage. 
But in social evotution, in fhass dével- 
out far into the future, ready for 
man’s feet. § recorded history be- 


few and wholly minor, evolutionary 
changes in thé body of man have 
been in the main degenerative rather 
than progressive, because under con- 
ditions of civilization the elimina- 
tions of physical imperfections have 
been less rigid. They are such as the 
decrease in the size of the little toe 
and the corresponding increase in 
that of the great toe, the decreasing 
size and strength of the teeth, the 
general lowering of the perfection ‘of 
the sense organs. In the most prim- 
itive types of man yet discovered, 
Pithecanthropus and the Heidelberg 
and Neanderthal races, dating back 
probably half a million - years, 
the human line had already scpa- 
rated from that of the higher apes 
and had started upon its long jour- 
mney of development. But compari- 
son of any modern race with these 
types shows considerable change. 
The Cro-Magnons, who lived in Eu- 
rope perhaps 25,000 years ago, a 
vastly later time, more closely, re- 
semble the white or brown races of 
the present. But for a hundred cen- 
turies there has been so little change 
in the human body that, considering 
ali the evidence, the author con- 
cludes that ‘‘ The limits of physical 
evolution have been reached in the 
most perfect specimens of mankind.”’ 
Man has reached the limits of spe- 
cialization in each of his members 
and he could develop ‘no one' of them 
any further, save at the cost of ef- 
ficiency in others. Consequently, he 
has become a generalized rather than 
a highly specfalized type of verte- 
brate, and therein Hes the secret of 
his adaptability to all manner of en- 
vironments, his tough and‘ pliable 
structure, his conquest of nature. 
So far as his structure and animal 
functions are concerned, says the 
author, his tendency seems to be to 
develop a simpler and more general- 
ised organism, rather than higher 
specialization. And therefore Pro- 
fessor Conklin sees no reason for be-. 
lieving that future man will develop 
a body different in any important re- 
spect from his present one.

In particular, 
he investigates the conditions attend- 
ing the discovery of (a) the Cala- 
veras skull, found in California, and 
said to have been recovered from 
Tertiary gravels at a depth of 130 
feet; (b) the Lansing skull, dug up 
in the State of Kansas in 1902 from 
under twenty feet of undisturbed 
silt; (c) a fragment of a stone pestle 


found embedded in gravels underly-- 


ing the lava-cap of the Table Moun- 
tain; (d) the ‘‘ Nampa Image,” a 
small figurine, said to have been 
brought up from some ancient depos- 
its in Nampa, Idaho.

The Middle Atlantic and the South 
Pacific theories present almost ‘in- 
superable difficulties, while the 
North Atlantic view, rational as it 
appears to be in many respects, is 
rendered extremely hazardous—in ~ 
failure of real. evidence—from the 
assertion of many geologists that 
there is no valid reason for be- 
Heving in the elevation of the bed 
of this ocean in either pre-giacial or 
glacial times.

OWEN was born 
at Oswestry, England, on 
March 18, 1893. He was 


killed on Nov. 4, 1918, at 
the Sambré Canal. But 25 years of 
age when ke died, he leaves a single 
volume of poems of thirty-three 
pages which includes twenty-three 
‘pieces. Yet in that pathetically 
small volume he has achieved im- 
mortality for all time. 

The war made him a poet, as it has 
made one or two others, and it is, 
perhaps, a not unreasonable predic- 
tion that, as the years drift by, he 
will eventually be known as the war 
poet. To him, more poignantly, 
more vividly than to any other writer 
was it vouchsafed to express the high 
spiritual desolation and unconquer- 
ability of the soul over horror. Un- 
like Siegfried Sassoon, who has writ- 
ten an austere and perfect introduc- 
tion. to Wilfred Owen’s ‘‘ Poems,’’ 
the dead writer passed beyond the 
terrific spiritual reactions to car- 
nage. He. stepped beyond disillu- 
sionment into a divine ether undis- 
turbed by the crumbling hands of 
the flesh. His poems are not about 
heroes. . In his unfinished preface 
Owen stated that English poetry was 
not yet fit to speak of them. He 
writes in the note of pity and yet it 
is a pity that must pass beyond this 
generation, beyond all generations, 
in fact, and which eventually shapes 
itself into a divine understanding 
that lies beyond good and evil. 


Wilfred Owen saw God through 
the cracked mud on his soldiers’ 
faces. He witnessed: exultation in 
faces lifted up with the passion of 
oblation. In the oaths that kept 
courage in the heart he found beau- 
ty and found peace amidst the shell- 
storms. It is a high mysticism most 
passionately wrought oué of carnage 
and going beyond the body. He 
cries out:

In such pieces as ‘“* Apologia

In some of his efforts, such w 
“Dulce Et Decorum Est,” ‘* The 
Sentry” and ‘‘ The’ Dead-Beat,” 
Owen’s. work comes nearer that note 
of disillusionment made familiar to 
us by the stark poems of Siegfried 
Sassoon. But even behind these 
Pieces is a subtle something that lifts 
them beyond Sassoon. Owen had 
reached a greater detachment from 
horror. ‘Phe revulsions had ceased 
when he started writing and the 
colors had faded into tragedy. It is 
the soul that hovers over the red 
shambles of war and makes such 
gestures of divine pity. Owen was 
absorbed by. the war and his person- 
ality was merged’.in its thunders 
and horrors. He became the mouth- 
piece, the silver trumpet of the God- 
head that flies above the battle- 
fields. No book has. brought back 
more vividly the terror and pity of. 
three years ago than this slender 
volume of ‘‘ Poems’’ by .Wilfred 
Owen. ; 

In direct contrast with Owen’s 
small book is ‘‘ Poems New and 
Old,” by John Freeman, another 
Englishman who will prove fairly 
new to American readers, although 
he has already made a definite place 
for himself among contemporary 
British poets. He, too, is young, 
but, his book is quite the reverse of 
Owen’s, for it includes more than 
300 pages, a formidable offering 
from a man whose values are an 
unknown quantity in this country. 
One need read but few pages, how- 
ever, to discover that here is a 
voice as distinctive as Owen's, al- 
though perhaps it does not touch 





He is always concerned with 
beauty, which he finds in all things.

Miss Lytton’s book answers many | 


perplexing questions, although it 
does not pretend to be the last word 
on scenario writing. The chapters 
in the book include discussions of 
how and where to get scenario ideas, 
the thodght back of the story, the 
plot, the characters, the locale and 
the atmosphere, the commercial side, 
titles and screen terms, what is and 
what is not possible on the screen 
and the composition of the continuity 
or screen plot. , 

Miss Lytton declares that the 
screen is the last’ word in literary 
art, by which she means that the 
screen has a vocabulary ali its own. 
{ts principal difference is the fact 
that the screen story cannot run 
emoothly if it is to be suécessful. 
The‘audience is not interested in the 
writer’s opinion about his characters 
or situations; it is after the develop- 
ment of the plot solely. ‘‘ Make this 
a rule,’ writes Miss Lytton, ‘* that 
in writing screen stories you must 
resolutely keep egotism oyt.’’ She 
goes on to state that in a screen 
story there are three things—the 
place or scenery, the characters who 
are to live amid these scenes and 
the action. There is no philosophiz- 
ing, no subtlety of thqught, no de- 
scription. Everything is visual. 

In getting scenario ideas Miss Lyt- 
ton suggests the keeping of several 
notebooks. One should be labeled 
“ Plot Germs.” 

Phrases °’ and a third “‘ Scenes and 
Characters.’’ It is essential that the 
screen writer keep his stories up to 
date. There are waves of prefer- 
ence, and these are always borne in 


‘mind by the producer of scenarios. 


By keeping in touch with the work 
of others the scenario writer avoids 





unpatriotic themes; stories which 
would encourage Bolshevism or an- 
archy; stories tending to justify 
** the unwritten law "’ as an excuse 
for murder; and libels on persons, 
places or industries. 

The better plays, according to Miss 
Lytton, are based upon the sugges- 
tion of moral struggie. Another type 
of struggie is that of man against 
the forces of nature. It is always 
safe to employ these two ideas in 
the composition of a scenario. The 
first essence of the plot is simplicity. 
Miss Lytton writes:

It’ adds much to the contempt 
which’ must be felt toward those 
cocksure writers-who have built up a 
wholly imaginary Jane Austen, cool- 
souled, without affection, irreligious, 
cynical and averse to children and 
other charming things. That Jane 
Austen was built up wholly without 
‘evidence. The evidence is a-plenty 
in this book of the “‘ Aunt Jane” 
“who was the delight alike of the chil- 
dre and the youths and maidens. 

In a Gifferent attempt the author 
fails. ‘The same breed of callow 
critics have spent much time in won- 
dering how a woman who lived such 
a shut-in life could have had the in- 
_ sight and experience to write under- 
standingly on any subject. Mary 
Austen-Leigh sufficiently proves that 
Jane Austen did no more live a shut- 
in life than did any other English- 
woman of her class. It was of that 
class, with which she was_as fa- 
miliar as anybody elise, that she 
wrote. It is not necessary to go to 
Borneo or get wrecked on the South 
American shore in order to have the 
experience of life for novel writing. 
Indeed, any one at all observant 
must have noticed that people of 
large experience are often unable to 
write interestingly and that some of 
them are unable to talk interestingly. 
If Jane Austen had been captured 
by pirates or had hunted whales she 
probably would not have made any 
better novels than she did. There 
was plenty of human nature in the 
class of English gentry among whom 
sembingpes Piatt ck hens Casts 
some mces that might have 
helped her she learned about them 
when the tale went round, as it does 
in all societies.

Well, if that was true of Shake- 
speare it was true of Jane Austen 
and of every great novelist. ‘Field- 
ing may have been once. in a camp 
of gypsies, but he did not need to be 
in order to construct that lively pic- 
ture of Tom Jones's night there; he 
could as easily have done it by hear- 
ing a case against some gypsies from 
the bench on which he sat as Magis- 
trate. Scott used stories that he 
heard, and his notes show us on 
what a slender peg of fact he could 
hang a great novel. Jane Austen 
did the same, for instance in ‘‘ Lady 
Susan.’’ This is where we think the 
author fails—in the attempt to prove 
that Jane Austen had the experience 
assumed to be necessary for the pro- 
duction of great works. It was not 
necessary for a genius, though 4 
common-mindéd writer with a glib 
pen might have to see or observe 
everything he wrote about. In say- 
ing that Jane Austen was a genius 
you have said everything that can be 
said on the subject. Since her days 
many a novelist -has essayed to write 
about the life of the English gentry, 
but not many have succeeded; and 
with those who have, the success has 
been onan 5 that of a lifetime 
only.

EFORE: President Roosevelt 
made “* Pilgrim's Progress’ a 
best seller by destroying the 
* _auckrake industry, one of its 
_members, David Graham. Phillips or 
Lincoln Steffens—it was. not Upton 
Sinclair—wrote a series of articles on 
“The Treason. of the Senate “** and 
“ The Shame of the States,’’ and so 
on. ‘This inspired the lyre of Wal- 
lace Irwin, who was not in the least a 
muckraker, but who knew one when 
he saw him, and he proceeded ‘with 
apparent seriousness to write another 
series .on ‘‘The Shame of the 
Churches,’ ‘‘ The Shame of the Col- 
leges,” &c., till the first series 
stopped, laughed out of publication. 
Somehow, after reading Professor 
Clark’s frank book, one is reminded 
of that ancient satire of Irwin’s, 
“‘ Shame of the Colleges,’’ - 
Of course it is only one side of 
college life he is dealing. with, we 
" must remember that; and his maniier 
is that of a kindly man, fond of his 
species. But it is not a Pollyanna 
‘ book. It is not so much a book of 
pessimism as of disappointments. *‘ I 
am giad to be convinced daily that 
there are still honest men in-college— 
men: who have courage to tell the 
truth even when the truth brings 
public disgrace to them, men who 
are willing to confess their faults 
even when such confession means 
dismissal.’’ . A: good strong tribute, 
especially in the word ‘‘ daily.’’ But 
the oné word in the whole sentence 
that instantly arrests the reader and 
explains much of the rest of the book 
is another word—* still.’’ It is a 
word of disappointment; it might 
have been uttered as he utters it by 
- Ixion or Tantalus. 
_ There. is good in the college boy 
who goes wrong; the author tells 
enough stories to prove that ahd 
gives his own opinion besides. But 
the good does not predominate. Illu- 
sions fly as Professor Clark goes his 
way, striving to hand out even-hand- 
ed justice, but making college life 
far from what one imagines from the 
outside. The grafter and the crook 
make their appearance much oftener 
than the fresh young soul; but when 
the Dean of Men meets their par- 
ents in some blue moon he is en- 
lightened~he understands the causes. 
The boy is dismissed from the uni- 
versity, but there is no dismissal for 
the real culprit. The loose business 
morality, the talk of pull and graft 
as the makers of success, are the 
boy’s preparation for the- new life 
in which he is to influence and be 
influenced ‘by others, 


It is not bitterness against the boys 
or even their parents, much less dis- 
gust -with ‘the .colleges, that makes 
him write in this fashion. All over 
the book is the presentment of his 
love for the colleges, especially, of 
course, his own. it is- where they 
fali short of his ideal that he breaks 
into wrath with what he loves. He 
files to arms quickly enough when 
an outsider makes some unfriendly 
criticism; a whole chapter is devoted 
to flaying the ignoramus who thinks 
all undergraduates spend‘ all their 
time in orgies.

HE Tabor Grand Opera House 
of Denver, cherished locally 
as famous since the time of 
its erection in 1881, and rec- 

_ ognized nationally as a playhouse of 
uncommon interest, will be converted 
into a movie theatre to be known as 
the Colorado, upon the expiration of 
the present tenant’s lease, next Sep- 
tember. 

With more than forty oolorful 
years to its credit, enough to sur- 
round anything with classic rever- 
ence in the young Rocky Mountain 
West, the seizure of the Tabor Grand 
by the unsentimental talons of the 
films will bring many a pang to the 
retrospective old-timer. 

While original laurels for theatre 
construction in this region must be 
granted the Salt Lake playhouse, 
built by Brigham Young in 1862, the 





feputation of the Tabor Grand, 
opened nineteen years later by Hor- 
ace A. W. Tabor, at that time Lieu- 
tenant Governor and declared to be 
the richest man in Colorado, has en- 
joyed much wider circulation.

known as the Apollo, and this was 
the first real dramatic event to 
secure historical recognition in Den- 
ver. Soon afterward the sock and 
buskin mingled with the gold seeker’s 
boot in a dozen others, including 
Gibolla Hall, the Platte Valley The- 
atre, the Denver Theatre, the. Pal- 
ace, Grinnell Hall, Guard Hall, Wall- 
halla Hall, Forrester’s Opera House, 
Perry’s Theatre, Turner Hall, Vor- 
waerts and the Metropolitan. Since 
most of these so-called theatres were 
crude and exceptionally well venti- 
lated in Winter, the completed Tabor 
Grand _ seemed. like a magnificent 
temple in the wilderness. 

H. A. W. Tabor, essentially an 
untutored maecenus, was a likable 
man of dominant aggressiveness, 
keen foresight in business and gen- 
erous to a fault. People first jeered, 
then lauded his ventures. Reared as 
a stonecutter in his native Vermont,

pe had migrated West to Kansas and 
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later caught the Pike’s Peak fever, 
arriving, in due time, in California 
Gulch, the opulent valley of Colorado 


which later came to be known as 


Leadville. 

Everything he touched turned to 
gold. From his Matchless mine 
alone (whose chlorides were believed 
to have financed the building of the 
theatre), he was said to have reaped 
$2,000 daily. In 1878, he became 
Lieutenant Governor and later served 
a brief term as United States Sen- 
ator from Colérado. He died in 
Denver, April 10, 1899, precisely 
twenty-one years to a day before his 
theatre was to house its last actor, 
and he died bereft of practically all 
his once vast fortune. 


Tabor’s first theatrical venture was 


-the Tabor Grand Theatre of Lead- 


ville, which was opened in Septem- 
ber, 1879, by Jack Langrishe, Colo- 
rado’s earliest matinee idol, who had 
come to Denver by wagon to fill his 
first theatrical engagement there, 
Oct. 3, 1860. Then the millionaire 
turned his eyes toward Denver, in- 
tent on building an opera house not 
to be outdone anywhere. Names 
which figured prominently in the 


Excepting a change in the desiga 
of the roof, the theatre stands,now 
as it was built. The exterior.is syb- 
stantial rather than- commanding, 
although the shafts of Maine granite 
at the front portal have a certain 
dignity. Within, every piece of wood- 
work is splendid old cherry.’ Two 
huge and richly carved cherry pillars 
stand on either side of the proscenium. 
The ‘’ private "’ boxes are great cir- 
cular things, sixteen feet in diameter, 
and originally were draped with rich 
silk, traditionally purchased in Lyons 
at $50 a yard. The upper boxes 
were once canopied with tapestries. 
The only paint in the auditorium is 
on the ceiling, and above the pro- 
scenium is a painting of Hector and 
Andromache. At the right is a 
stained glass window, and from above 
originally swung cut glass chande- 
Hiers. Every gaslight in the house 
was contrdlled from the prompter’s 
desk. Admirable stage equipment, 
excellent dressing rooms and an 
elaborately furnished green room 
were included. The building cost 
about $800,000. : 

The opening was the greatest so- 
cial event with which Denver had 


Field 


yet been favored, excepting possibly 
the reception tendered Grand Duke 
Alexis a few years earlier. Aspiring 
to secure the most magnificent opera . 
Company on earth, the Governor 
selected Emma Abbott’s organiza- 
tion. The programs were printed on 
silk, flowers were in profusion and, 
capping the climax, Tabor was pre- 
sented with a gold watch and fob on 
which were represented some of the 
milestones on his pathway to glory. 

That the reputation of the Tabor 
Grand spread in ever widening cir- 
cles during the early years of its 
history was due, in certain measure, 
to the theatre itself, but more, 
doubtless, to the stories about its per- 
sonnel and’ players, written in The 
Denver Tribune between 1881 and 
1883 by Eugene Field, then in his 
twenties. Field gloried in lampoon- 
Ing prominent people, particularly 
the newly rich. Mr. Tabor, his son, 
Maxcey, and William Bush, first 
manager of the theatre, were his 
eternal targets. Copies of The 
Tribune were demanded even in 
Mexico, London and Canada. So the 
Tabor Grand acquired far renown. 

When Bush went to New York, 
one month after the opening of the 
house, Field published daily bulle- 
‘tins of his experiences there, assert- 
ing that he was the personal guest 
of Emma Abbott and that his draw- 
ing rooms were packed constantly by 
Booth, McCullough, Fanny Daven- 
port, Mary Anderson, Lotta and all 
the luminaries of the Augustan pe- 
riod. ‘‘ Willie Winter,’’ he wrote, 
** has dedicated a poem to our distin- 
guished manager which will be set 
to music and printed in the next 
number of the Piano and Organ 
Monthly.’’ While in New York, ac- 
cording to Field, Bush feund time 
enough, apart from Salvini’s fétes at 
Delmonico’s, to engage for the Tabor 
Grand production of ‘‘ Uncle Tom's 
Cabin ’’ Clara Morris as Little 
Eva, Mary Anderson as Miss Ophe- 
lia, John McCullough as Uncle Tom, 
John E. Owens as Marks and Law- 
rence Barrett as Legree. 

‘Upon the arrival of the Christine 
Nilsson Concert Company in 1882, 
Field composed the following: 

** At 9 o’clock in the evening Mme. 
Nilsson was handed a card as fol- 
lows, ‘Bjwilliam Bjbush.’ ‘ Some 
old Swedish acquaintance,’ she mur- 
mured, ‘show him up.’ In a few 
moments, in accordance with the 





diva’s wish, Colonel Bjbush [he 
always gave his victims titles], the 
popular manager of the Grand Opera 
House was admitted to an audience, 
and for half an hour conversed 
pleasantly with Mme. Nilsson in the 
Swedish tongue. While they were 
talking, Mons. Maxcey N. Tabor was 
ushered in. * * * He was accord- 
ingly received most cordially, and 
the Madame and he talked French 
together for twenty minutes or 
more.’’ 

At the conclusion of Minnie Mad- 
dern’s engagement in ‘‘ Fogg’s 
Ferry,’’ in March, 1883, Field in- 
vited her to a supper at the old 
Vienna café and afterward, amid 
great 6clat in which ‘* General ’’ E. 
K. Stimson was master of cere- 
monies, she was presented with a 
huge pair of diamond earrings rival- 
ing, in appearance anyway, the no- 
blest of Kimberley. They had cost 
the young writer about $2.50. ' 

After Modjeska’s performance of 
** Romeo and Juliet,’’ in June, 1883, 
he wrote a tale to the effect that 
some one had tried to poison her by 
actually filling the suicide phial with 
phosphorus. Fake interviews with 
every member of the cast, excepting 
Modjeska, Bozenta and Barrymore 
(who were described as being in bed 
when reporters arrived) were printed 


every edition of ‘The Tribune. It is 
also related that in addition to ex- 
tolling this actress with his. poem,

He Retrospective Exhibition of 
American Art at the Fine Arts 
Building is worth seeing. It 
makes no pretense of com- 
pleteness. A Civic Art Forum that 
* * took in the whole of Times Square 
with the Grand Central and‘ the 
Pennsylvania stations for the over- 
flow would have been needed to 
house a retrospective exhibition that 
included all the eddies and rills of 
innovation and personal adventure 
and tendency and influence marking 
the course of our art since old Smi- 
bert grimly painted the handsome 
faces of Colonial Dames. But three 
‘or four hundred exhibits have been 
made to include many phases of 
American art, which may be cor- 
ralled and segregated in the mind of 
the student.

If-I had been in 
America I would willingly have been 
content te play the part of Wash- 
ington, and I should have merited 
little credit, for I do not see how it 
would have been reasonably possible 
to play another role. But if, Wash- 
ington had found himself in France, 
with disintegration going on within 
and invasion menacing from with- 
out, I would have defied Washington 
to be himself, or if he had tried to 
be so, he woulé have been nothing 
but a fool. * * * As for myself, 
I had to be no more, wo Sony Cape ao 
crowned Washington.’’

Mr. Peck’s camera, however, is con- 
structed so that each pair of green and 
red frames are exposed simultaneously. 
The light comes through a prism which 
splits it so that certain rays are directed 
to one. frame and others to the other. 
Any moving object, therefore, is caught 
in exactly the same position in both 
frames. Then comes Mr, Peck’s method 
of developing and printing, which is in- 
genious, and complicated to the outsider, 
but apparently simple to ‘him and sure in 
its results, By machinery and. chemi- 
cals of hia own contrivance he prints 
his green negative frames on one side of 
2 positive strip of film’ and the cor- 
responding red frames on the other, and 
then develops and dyes the positive so 
that, after it has passed through a se- 
ries of tanks and vats, it comes out col- 
ored, dried: and ready for anybody's 
projection machine.

then? On the one hand, the speau-

To\form a new orchestra in which 
all these elements might have to be 
represented in varying degrees would 
be a long, painful and delicate process. 
It would be beginning all over again. 
The public would have to put up with 
a definitely recognizable. transition 
period, in ‘which the orchestra would 
be in process of molding from a dis- 
connected group to a co-ordinated 
body, and-in which the standard of 
excellence could not be expected to be 
as it is at present. The musical in- 
terests of the town would have to suf- 
fer for a time in the hope that the 
results would be worth what they cost, 
and in the conviction that the last 
state of orchestral music in New York 
would be better than the first. 

The sardonic suggestion has been 
made that, if the union members of 
the symphony orchestras cannot in- 
duce the guarantors to meet their de- 
mands, they should resort to the sys- 
tem of co-operation, and form a ‘* so- 
viet ’’ orchestra. Under the older- 
fashioned namé this is what the Phil- 
harmonic Society was from its founda- 
tion down to a recent period. The 
members gave only time enough for a 
dozen, and later sixteen, concerts, 
with the necessary rehearsals—at 


which they were not bound by union} 


rules; but they undoubtedly got more 
artistic satisfaction out of it than 
means to support themselves/and their 
families, It is not to be supposed that 
orchestral players of the present day 
would find this acceptable. The fig- 
ures of the Philharmonic Society’s co- 
operative days are on record and do 
not furnish t encouragement for 
a revival of the scheme. 

But what is devoutly to be wished 
for. is the realization of another of 
Mr. -Flagler’s suggestions: that the 
counsels of a wiser element in the 
union prevail; that harmony be re- 
stored; that a scale for symphony or- 
chestras be established that shall be 


just to the players and at the same} 


time not make it tmpossible for gen- 
erous backers to continue their sup- 
port by excessive demands and ham- 
pering restrictions. 

A correspondent in a letter printed 
here last week figures that the sym- 
phony player at the minimum rate of 
$60 a week receives for his season’s 
work only $1,500; that the rehearsal 
time is so uncertain that ‘he can ar- 
range for no teaching or playing else- 
where; that, if he be a violinist, he 
must have an instrument worth not 
less than $700 or $800; that he must 
be temperamental and supersensitive, 
a student, a reader and a gentleman; 
that he is sure of only a season’s con- 
tract at atime. In fine, it is suggest- 
ed that a fiayer cannot support a fam- 
fly properly even under present con- 
ditions. 

Concerning which {it may be said 
that most players secure Summer en- 
gagements of one kind or another and 
are far from idle for half the year 
or dependent solely on their six 
months’ salary; that few orchestral 
violinists have spent or intend to spénd 
anything like $700 or $800 on an in- 
strument for orchestral playing) and 
that other instrumentalists are put to 
only a small fraction of that expense 
for their instruments; that orchestral 
rehearsals are usually, in well-ordered 
orchestras, at such regular hours that 
regular engagements for teaching or 
other playing are perfectly possible. 
As for temperament, sensitiveness and 
skill, we should hate to have to esti- 
mate their market value; but it might 


be added; though the correspondent: 


overlooked it, that players who have 
enough in them to occupy the first 
desks or other high positions in the 
orchestra get a great deal more than 
$60 a week. 2 
“As has been before, it is not 
only the right but the duty of every 
orchestral player ‘to get all he can for 
his labor. But in devising means to 
get all he can he must exercise intelli- 
gence and foresight. He must not de- 
mand *‘more.than the traffic can 
bear.’’ He must have due considera- 
tion for the artistic nature of his call- 
ing; and he must not limit the num- 
ber of rehearsals he is willing to give 
his employers for his regular salary to 
such a point that excessive ‘‘ over- 
time ’ must be paid, or the conductor 
deterred from making the necessary 
preparation for his concerts. 

We are sure, and have taken occa- 
sion to express this certainty, that 
the artistic ideal is. what the union 
cherishes, equally with the ideal of 
the highest possible pay and the 
greater leisure that high pay is sup- 
posed to bring. Its standards are such 
as should raise the best symphony or- 
chestras recruited from it to the high- 
est point of excellence, under proper 
dirgction. Its best members are, ‘in 


|} fact, the equals of any orchestral 


players anywhere in the world—that 
they have repeatedly demonstrated un- 
der all sorts of conductors, permanent 
and visiting. It is only necessary that 
they should not let the proper and 
necessary aim of the union for mate- 
rial improvement encroach upon the 
artistic aim, to the injury of the well- 
being of the-art. If should be remem- 
bered that the backers of the or- 
chestras make their large contribu- 
tions with the single idea of gaining 
the finest artistic results; and if these 
results are made impracticable or im- 
possible of attainment, they no lo 

have. a motive to continue their in- 
terest. In his statement to his di- 
rectors Mr. Flagler has made a gfeat 
weecrention toward clarifying the sit- 

tion.

Two-thirds of the people who come here 
are from the South, perhaps . we 
Boutkerners are. the loneliest people in 
New York, and whatever we may say 
or feel about it, there still is among 
“Bouthern people a feeling that, they 
would prefer not to mingle with colored 
‘people socially. If I made a practice of 
serving colored people, I think many of 
my customers would never come again, 
‘and I can’t afford to’ lose them from 
the financial point of view, to say noth- 
dng of being unwilling to embarrass 
them as friends. 

:.’ You see, practically every one has

tion! I've turned away dozens of white 


middle-aged people whom I find con- 
genial and who enjoy each other.

“There are many districts in New 
‘York, as well as in other cities, that do 
not contain enough colored people to 
support a restaurant for the use of 
negro patrons alene, and if we are not 


allowed to eat in the eating places of: 


white people we simply must go hungry. 
But, do you know, I have been in New 
York three years and I never have been 
refused service ‘before. I frequently 
lunch at the various restaurants in 
Greenwich Village, since my work brings 
me here all day¥ and, far from having 
gone to the Garret to make a test case, 
we went there utterly oblivious to the 
possibility of any trouble. 

“The four of us had been to Green- 
wich House to consult with Mrs. Sim- 
khovitch, the head worker about set- 
tlement work among the colored people 
of that neighborhood. Before taking the 
bus to go uptown I suggested that we 
stop for something hot to drink. The 
Garre? is on the corner whére one takes 
the bus in Washington Square, and there 
was a sign hanging out that said ‘ Cof- 
fee House,’ which stamped it as a pub- 
lie restaurant; so we went in without a 
second thought, and seated ourselves at 
@ long table near the door. The place 
was not crowded, but several people 
were sitting at other tables, and, far 
from noticing any disturbance which 
should have shown us that we weren't 
welcome;. I remember that they never 
even looked up when we came in. More 
than that, a young man and a girl came 
in after we did and sat down next to 
us, although there was room at other 
tables for them to sit down if they had 
objected to negroes. 

*“* Presently Mr. Sperry came in and 
touched Mr. Gregg on the shoulder, and 
they went o together. While they 
were gone a tress brought an order 
fer the white people sitting at our table. 

“Then I was called out into the hall, 
and Mrs. Sperry told me that she want- 
ed to explain the situation to me because 
she felt it would be easier to reason 
with a woman. She told me then that 
she had never eaten in the same place 
with a negro and wouldn’t ask any of 
her patrons to do it, that she couldn’t 
afford to antagonize them. I replied 
that I had eaten in other restaurants 
and had not noticed their patronage was 
falling off as a result. 

‘Mr, Gregg then said that the young 
women with him were ladies and he 
wanted to spare us the embarrassment 
of walking out, of being put out, and 
weuldn’t Mrs. Sperry let us be served 
with some simple thing on condition 
that we finished as quickly.as we could 
and went out? Mrs. Sperry’s reply was 
that we were welcome’to go to the kitch- 
en and gét anything we pleased without 
charge, or she would find out whether 
the waitress was willing to serve us in 
the restaurant, but that she would not 
take any money for it. 

‘“‘T told her that we had not asked 
for charity and would not accept it. I 
felt her attitude was extremely unjust, 
and I.seaid that if we could not settle 
the matter amicably then there were 
ways of settling ‘it elsewhere. 

“We brought suit then, not for the 
sake of the money, and not in order to 
persecute any one, but simply in the 
interest of self preservation, if we are 
to live in a civilized world. 

“There are two elements at the bot- 
tom of the unwillingness of the white 
race to share their civilization with the 
negro—one is the wholly unfounded 
bugaboo of intermarriage and the other 
is the failure to realize that there are 
class distinctions among ‘negroes. It 
seems as if white people never realize 
that there are educated negroes and re- 
fined negroes and clean negroes, just as 
there are ignorant and slovenly negroes— 
and just as there are educated and re- 
fined Italians, French, Poles, Americans 
and Chinese, as well as dirty and: ig- 


norant ones. All types and kinds of 
negroes are treated as if they were ig- 
norant and unfit to mingle with. In the

BEAVERKILL, N. Y., May 12, 1921. 
INCH Nov. #4, 1920, the two 
famous trout-hunting cats of 
this place have rejoiced in the 
names of Gamaliel and Calvin. 
Thus has ex-Sheriff Jay Davida- 
son paid tribute to the return to power 
of the political party under which he 
for three years once kept the peace and 
the county jail in Monticello. 
Gamaliel and Calvin were originally 
mere barn cats, With the coming of 
warm weather the silver clubs began to 
rise freely to the fly in the Beaverkill 
River.

point, and whenever a cat pointed the 
angler would invariably raise a. good 
fish. About the middle of the afternoon 
Gamaliel and Calvin were so distended 
with chub that they wabbled whenever 
they raised @. foot ‘to point, and, evi- 
dently reglizing the danger of ‘teppling 


sleep under the roots of the old. willow. 
By this time the Fakyttoan, had filled ‘his 
basket. 

Incredulity subsided eradually, and 
the listeners engaged in @ discussion ‘of 
the ethics of employing such‘ question- 
able assistance, especially. at this time, 
when an effort is being made to arouse 
sentiment. in favor. of more stringent 
regulations in the protection of trout.

The services of Gamaliel and Calvin 
are now in great demand. <A so-called 
catfish curb market has been. es- 
tablished, meeting every morning at 
eight-thirty, and bids are mado.and the 
cats assigned for the day to the highest 
bidder, the proceeds being allocated: to 
the Ladies’ Aid fund of the Beaverkill 
Church, This morning’s prices wero 
strong, Calvin being bid up to $1.25 on 
yeatérday’s favorable report, Gamaliel 
also touched a new high at $1.18. A bid 
of $2.76 for the joint services of both 
cats. was rejected on the protest of il- 
legal combination and restraint of trade, 

The market for honle grown Beaver- 
kill cats is active and somewhat excited, 
but, unfortunately, the viaible supply 
runs far short-of the demand. Dallas 
A. Taylor and #enry Parton have an 
optién on the post-office kittens, osten- 
sibly as pets. It is only fair to warn 
prospective buyers that the purchase of 
so-called trained cats from strangers is 
o matter likely to bring disappointment. 
The lone Democrat from Hodge Pond— 
without whose vote at the last clection 
Beaverkilt would have e@ a unani- 
mous return—is promising trouble, Rh

One night 
Mutton. was pretty sick and there was 
just one bottle of whisky left. He and 
the regiment tossed up.for it and Mutton 
won and drank it. 

*‘ The next morning, as the story goes, 
the shelter was found kicked to pieces 
and the horse gone. He was found stiff 
and dead miles |away—frozen, but with 
the light of one’ last glad jag in his 
eyes. 

“(The most terrible thing that I ever 
saw was the German raid on our horses. 
Their suffering was indescribable. An 
ambulance driver, who, of course, was 
not allowed to carry weapons, told me 
that the hardest thing he had to do was 
to let the animals die by inches at the 
roadside when a bullet would have saved 
them pain. The Germans used to sow 
the roads with five-pronged ‘ crows’ to 
stick into the horses’ feet and cripple 
them. 

‘‘No one realized the importance of 

camels till their usefulness was seen in 
Palestine. The: poor creatures. carried 
the wounded and the provisions and 
were above price, and they cried like 
babies when their feet sank into the 
mud, and they died like flies, until Eng- 
land saw it was profitable to send ex- 
perts to take care of them. 
‘We started out with 1,200 dogs, and 
we ended with 18,000 in the war. And 
we had a million horses killed. During 
the war I was making a plea for money 
te .take care of them, and a woman 
shook her fist in my face and cried, 
‘How dare you beg for animals when 
men are being killed?’ 

**T told her that the welfare of the 
animals meant the lives of the men, and 
it is true in peace as well as in war. 

‘* After a While, when people learned 
this, the money came in to take care of 
the soldier-animals. But the civil ani- 
mals needed care, too, and they need it 
new. Some of these magnificent dogs 
are being cruelly treated now. And I 
have seén a milkmay in London lose five 
horses in a week from starvation. 

‘‘ Animals in slaughter houses, too— 
those places of shadow where creatures 
give. up their lives every day for us: 
they need not suffer as they do. There 
Is a humane killer that ought to be.used 
whereyer animals are killed, and it 
ought to be prescribed by law. 

“There is just one other thing that 
shocks me here. You know I am Amer- 
ican-born, and I always have felt pride 
in our great West and all its pioneer 
traditions. Yet I am told that the herds 
of wild horses are being allowed to die 
out—or, worse, caught and sold for 
chicken feed. 

‘“It seems. to me that they are as im- 
portant a part of our national traditions 
and our scenery as the herds of the 
buffalo and the deer that are so care- 
fully. preserved. I cannot understand 
why the Government has not taken 
some steps to protéct them. . Is there 
not something that could be done about 
it ?”

Thus, 
Japan has continued opening new Post 
Offices, new telegraph offices, and even 
telephone offices, in China, knowing well 
that, if she controls communications, she 
controls a great portion of the economic 


months ago there was'a good illustra- 
tion of these things at the International 
Postal Congress held: at Madrid, when 
China, which possesses a very efficient 
postal service,. brought forward a mo- 
tion calling for the closing. of -all foreign 
Post Offices in China. All the. powers 
that still maintained Post Offices there 
were willing to carry.this into effect, 
but the Japanése delegates violently op- 
posed any such action, saying that this 
was a political matter which’ did not 
concern the Congress.

“In the matter of mining, an even 
more extraordinary position has arisen. 
After the most elaborate examination of 
the mineral resources of China, Japan 
has managed to stake out a claim of 
eighty per cent of the country’s fron 
deposits and considerably more than 
fifty per cent of its coal deposits. In 
doing this,: Japan has found helpers in 
the pro-Japanese party which she has 
created in China by the use of her 
wealth. At the present moment, there 
are very few Chinese companies engaged 
in mining oprations that are not dom- 
inated openly or secretly by Japanese 
influenges. _ . 

“In the spetter—avhich is going to

‘The creation of. incidents, once Brit- 
ain gives renewed assent to the Japan- 
ese, policy, will be very easy..

Consistent 
with this policy of military infiltration, 
incidents can be manufactured, when- 


coast, and garrisons can be. placed at 
points there. The effect of such garri- 
sons, even though they number only @ 
few hundred or at most, a couple of 
thousand men, will be precisely the same 
as the effect of the garrisons which the 
Allies today are maintaining along the 
Rhine. These garrisons mean plainly: 
This is occupied territory, which has lost 
its real freedom of action. . 


“No Government can live on, or be re-

“The net effect of all these measures 
on the part of the Japanese against 
China is to reduce the Chinese nationally 
to a state of pessimism and make them 
think that all thé tales of fair treatment, 
which the war was supposed to bring, 
were nothing but inventions. 


“China is defending herself in nega- 
tive ways—for instance, by means of 
the boycott—which is still being strongly 
maintained against Japanese products. 
This boycott has certainly cost Japan a 
very large sum of money ; indeed, it has 
been one of the few things that have 
made the Japanese realize the full meas- 
ure of the resentment which the Chinese 
harbor against them. 

“As for the financial consortium, 
Japan knows that she need do nothing 
but look on,. asthe Chinese themselves 
+dislike the proposed measure so much 
that they will make it unworkable. 
Japan knows that Chinese regeneration 
by ‘internal action of this sort will not 
be dangerous to her own plans, and that, 
given victory in the essential matter of 
her British connection, all the rest will 
be normally to her advantage if she 
shows persistence and doggedness.’’ 








FOREMAN’S BLOW COSTLY 





N_ interestifig decision under the 
Workmen’s Compensation law has 
just been handed down by the 

Court of Appeals, in the case of William 

George Knocks vs. Metal Packing Cor- 

poration. ‘‘In that case,’’ said Bernard 

L. Shientag, chief counsel to the State 

Industrial Commission, ‘the claimant 

was employed as an oiler of machinery 

at the plant of his employer. On June 

11, 1919, while he was engaged jin the 

regular course of his employment,. the 

foreman of the plant, discovering that 

@ machine was running defectively. be- 

cause too much ofl was supplied to it, 

sent for the claimant and told him that 
he was responsible for’ the machine’s 
defective operation. 

*“* Resenting the accusation, the claim- 
ant called the foreman a liar. and the 
foreman immediately struck him over 
the left eye and jaw, and then threw him 
down the stairs. At the time of this 
assault claimant was wearing glasses. 
and the force of the blow delivered by 
the foreman shattered his glasses and 
pieces of same lacerated the cornea of 
the workman's left eye, and as a result 
he suffered the entire loss of vision of 
that eye.” Y 


The Industrial Commission made an 
award to the claimant, finding that the 
injuries sustained by him were acci- 
dental injuries, arising out of and in 
the course of his employment, and that 
he was not the aggressor. The Appellate 
Division, Third Department, reversed 
the decision of the Commission, and dis- 
missed the claim on the ground that 
the workman, having called his foreman 
a.liar, provoked the assault, and was 
not entitled to the benefits of the Work- 
men’s Compensation law. 

‘“‘ After this decision of the Appellate 
Division was handed down,” said Mr. 
Shientag, ‘‘ I recommended to the Com- 
mission that an appeal be taken to the 
Court of Appeals. The case was argued. 
in that court, and the Court of Appeals, 
by_a vote of four to three, reversed thé 
decision of the: Appellate Division, and 





‘CHINA’S WIRELESS STATION. 


Under an agreement with the Govern- 
ment of China the Federal Telegraph 
Company, an American concern, will 
soon commence the erection of a wireless 
station at Shanghai larger than any 
now in: existence.

Self-respecting blind men and women 
are indignant at the cold suspicion with 
which the average person seems to re- 
gard them, according to William G. 
Gorse, senior social worker at The Light- 
house, himself blind and one of the best 
friends the blind newsdealers have. He 
has personally placed at least sixty blind 
men and women in news stands. 

**I don’t know why it is,’’ he sald, 
‘but sighted people seem to think that 
all the blind are panhandlers. They 
can’t seem to realize that a blind man 
has as muck pride and self-respect as 
any sighted person and that he would 
far rather be in business for himself 
than accept charity. And yet they will 
freely give the charity where they won't 
give the chance to make a living. They 
will fling money at a blind beggar soon- 
ér than patronize a blind newsdealer. 
‘But, although they give to the beggar, 
they have an idea that the panhandler 
is putting one over on them, that he 
probably has a snug bank account. At 
that, they may be half right, for pan- 
handling has: remained the most lucra- 
tive profession.”’ 

In the last fifteen years, since the 
work of the New York Association for 
the Blind has been carried on, beggary 
among blind; people has decreased more 
than 50: per cent. The association has 


| the blind man a chance to earn a liy- 
ing.. At The Lighthouse the blind are re-. 
constructed. They are filled with con- 
fidence. ‘Their fingers are trained to 
substitute for the eyes, and so soon as 
sufficient skill has been acquired they 
are started out as full-fledged workers 
on the road: to independence. 

‘The blind are perfectly normal peo- 
\ple and when treated as such they 
thrive best,’’ Mr. Gorse says. ‘‘ Given 
a bit of kindly encouragement and 
something to--occupy their minds and 
hands, they are as happy and content 
as _ the average sighted person.”’ 

Just at present the Committee’ for 
Lighthouses for the Blind is conducting 
a campaign to raise $2,000,000 to extend 
its work. Since the founding of the 
New York Lighthouse fifteen years ago 
by Miss Winifred Holt there have de- 
veloped seven others modeled after it in 
various parts of the world. The scope 
of this work here has grown so rapidly 
that The Lighthouse can-no longer take 
care of the scores of groping men and 
women who find their way to its doors. 

Fifteen years ago it had to seek out 
the blind who were shut in*their homes, 
away from all contact with the world. 
Today it is the blind themselves who 
are knocking at The Lighthouse, plead- 
ing for the light it can give. 

Campaign headquarters have been es- 
tablished at The Lighthouse, 111. East 
Fifty-ninth Street, where any contribu- 
tions may be sent. The Campaign Com- 
mittee includes President Harding as 
Honorary Chairman. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, ex-Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 


is active Chairman; Andrew W. Mellon,” 


Secretary of the Treasury, is Honorary 
Treasurer, and Lewis L. Clark, Presi- 
dent of the American Exchange National 
Bank, is Active Treasurer. 

When visiting at The Lighthouse re- 
cently President Harding said: 

“If there is anything I can do to set 
aglow a flame in a soul that is denied 
the light, that, God hélping me, I mean 
to do.

INFANT WELFARE IN EUROPE. 


in Europe "’ recently issued by the 

United States Department of La- 
bor describes the development of in- 
fant welfare measures in six foreign 
countries and points out the close rela- 
tion existing between this work and a 
reduction in infant mortality. 

In England and Wales during the de- 
cadé 1891-1900 the infant mortality rate 
was 153, while fcr the 10-year period 
1901-1910, the time of growing activity 
in infant welfare work, the rate fell 
128. Within oyer a year, owing to the 
aid of Gove ent grants, the number 
of health centres increased from less 
than 850 to 1,278. Between 1914 and 
1918 the number of ‘health visitors’ 
rose from 600 to more than 3,000. This 
expansion in infant welfare work was 
accompanied by a steady decline in in- 
fant mortality. In 1016, in spite of 
war conditions, the rate was the lowest 
ever before recorded. 

In Austria and Germany prior to the 
war large cities in general lost fewer 
babies per.1,000 born alive than rural 
districts or small communities. The. de- 
crease in infant mortality in towns in 
these countries dates from the intro- 
duction of modern infant:welfare meas- 
ures, The condition of young babies in 
Belgium was late in the war described, 
according to the report, as better than 
normal, owing largely to the work of the 
health centres which, during je war, 
increased from 70 to over 700. In France 
the lowest infant mortality rates are for

Americans Have an Interest 
in Railroad Settlement 


By JAMES C. YOUNG. 
UTHOUGH 50,000,000 Americans 
“f\ are. the indirect owners of the 
™* railroads, one thinks of the na- 
. tion’s rail system in the terms of 
. freight. or passenger rates. It 
+ tas, however, become fairly clear. that 
something. must be done on: the side of 
the investors, who are ost lost to 
‘wight in the wrangle between labor and 
“TYallway executives. About 20 per 
t. of the combined funds of mutual 
life insurance companies. and “savings 
banks are invested in the roads. ._What 
of these funds and their earn- 
ing power is a matter which touches 
‘the daily life of more than 35,000,000 
"policy, holders and more than 10,000,000 
depositors. 
“In the days before the war, railroad 
‘bonds were looked upon as one of the 
ble investments of the nation. They 
“were considered to be almost, if not 
wholly, as good’ as Government bonds, 
and as the return was larger, a great 
deal.of money went into them from thé 
pockets of small security holders. But 
- mow with the railroads failing to eafn 
interest charges, the position of rail 
- bonds has become-somewhat precarious. 
> ‘When the owners of railroad securities 
met in Baltimore on May 23, 1917, it was 
Aittle thought that the movement then in- 
-augurated would reach its present pro- 
portions. An even hundred invitations 
to this first meeting were sent to im- 
portant security owners in various sec- 
‘tions of. the country, but more than 500

How the Plan Was Started. 

This meeting grew out of the famous 
15 per cent. rate increase case, then be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. The inquiry took place under the 
old method of rate hearings. The ship- 
pers were-represented by Clifford Thorne 
and other lawyers and the_ railroads by 
their counsel, Railroad executives took 
the witness stand and were questioned 
by lawyers of the opposition. Decisions

Getting the Work Started. 


It was the first time that representa- 
tives of the organized railroad securify 
owners were heard by a governmental 
body. It gave a new aspect to railroad 
hearings. Until this hearing it had not 
been realized that fifty to sixty million 
people, almost half of our pdpulation, 
Were the real owners of the railroads.

As 
the requirements of railroads for cars 
vary the corporation would be enabled 
to use ‘the same equipment in different 
sections’ of the country. This arrange- 
ment is already in force between the 
railroads and the Pullman company. 
The method would be much more eco- 
nomical in freight car service than in 
Pullman car service, although this view 
is contested by some railroad executive. 

The association also suggests that the 
railroads themselves advance methods 
of saving in operation, rather than wait 
until the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion—a governmental body — suggests 
and enforces them. Since the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, under the Trans- 
poration act, has divided the country 
into four rate-making territories, and 
grouped the carriers for rate-making 
purposes in these territories, large sav- 
ings could be made if the groups of. 
railroads organized themselves, 

It has been said that this suggestion 
of the security owners might bring the 
railroads closer to Government control. 
On the contrary, examination of the 
public and other statements made by 
the security owners seems to show that 
the procedure advocated aims to con- 
fine the work of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to that of regulation 
and supervision. The ‘basic thought is 
to require the railroads themselves, if 
they - wish to continue under private 
operation, to achieve necessary econo- 
mies. 

The purposes and plans of the inves- 
tors are well summed up in a statement 
recently presented by President War- 
field to Senator Cummins, Chairman of 
the Committee on Interstate Commerce. 

‘“*We have called attention to the 
fact,’’ says this statement, ‘‘ that the 
great problem of American transporta- 
tion has been to establish an agency 
which can co-ordinate, subject to the 
commission, the natural advantages to 
be gained from individual railroad man- 
agement and operation and not destroy 
initiative and the incentive which’ es- 
tablished it and upon which its ‘con- 
tinued existence depends. We recognize 
that certain consolidations of railroads 
are desirable and have become neces- 
sary, but an emergency exists and the 
public is entitled to more immedtate 
and in many cases more substantial 
benefits than can be derived from the 
great physical consolidations of railroad 
properties, by immediately providing 


ble of the facilities_and service of the 
existing railroads and. systems. 


Financial Needs of the Future. 


“The situation is required to be 
viewed as a whole, and from various 
angtes,“ says the investors’ statement. 
**The railroads of the country owe the 
United States Railroad Administration 
over one Dillion’ dollars, the indebted- 
néss incurred during Federal control. In 
addition, they owe the Government mill- 
fons more under the ‘provision of the 
Transportation act in connection with 
the use of the $300,000,000 revolving fund 
which Congress provided to. tide. over 
the railroads when returned to their 
owners.

SAVING WILD BIRDS FOR: HUNTING 


closest friends, has introduced in 
the Senate a bill to create refuges 


for wild fowl. Hunting grounds 
controlled and regulated by the Govern- 
ment for the general public are included 
in the plan. Mr. New, who is an en- 
thusiastic sportsman, drew up, his pro- 
posed law after making an investigation 
of the subject with the assistance of 
officials of organizations devoted to the 
perpetuation of. game birds. 

Most of the old. nesting areas for 
American birds have disappeared. In 
those that remain indiscriminate slaugh- 
ter continues... Faulty laws are on the 
statute books, both Federal and State, 
and only recently has-there been a con- 
certed movement to protect wild ducks, 
geese, plover, snipe, woodcock and other 
migratory birds. Mr., Harding, as soon 
as he looked into the situation, showed 
his interest in finding a remedy. 

“The bill which I have introduced,” 
said Mr. New last week, “was drawn 
after full: investigation. It 1s in the 
memory of the present generation when 
there was hardly a section of the United 
States where migratory birds were not 
to be found fn the proper seasons, but 
all this has changed, gnd unless the 
Government acts the time will not be 
far away when the flight of great flocks 
of ducks and geese, plover and wood- 
cock, and other birds North and South 
over our country will be few and .far 
between. It is not yet too late to save 
them. 4 
The ‘reasons for’ ‘thas ‘disappearance 
of game fowl are many, besides indie

clearing up waste lands; the Government 
is reclaiming marshes and other watery 
places that in days past were the nest- 
ing. places and refuges of these birds. 
The areas as yet unclaimed have been 
reduced, in proportion and for the most 
part brought up. by clubs of sportsmen, | 
who have to a great extent made hunt- 
ling of wild fowl the sport of a close 
corporation. 

“The man of ordinary means is just 
as good a spoptsman.asS his wealthier 
brother, but he is. deprived of the en- 
joyment of.one of the finest sports 
known to man. I remember when ‘the 
marshlands of the Kankakee in Indiana 
were among the finest duck hunting 
grounds. in America. Today those 
marshes have been ‘reclaimed and the 
mallards that in.the old days flocked 
there. by the’ thousands are no more. 
The same”is true of the Illinois. River, 
along the marshes of which, prior to rec- 
lamation, the. wood. ducks were to be 
found by the tens of thousands, The 
Hurricane Marshes of Wisconsin were 
of the same kind, but they, too, have 
been drained to a great extent. I might 
continue to give instances without 
number, 

“What we propose to do is to estab- 
lish game refuges in various parts of 
the United States, as many as possiblé 
in as many different-sections of the 
country, so as to give. every. man or 
woman. who wants to shoot game birds 


an opportunity to do so in a proper 


legal'and decent way. These refug 

are to be located with reference to the 
line’ of flight of the’. birds, 
the title to the refuges passing to the 





Federal 


Government ” with the ‘consent 


of the particular States in which the 
refuges are situated. Under existing 
laws the Government has neither the 
authority nor the money to give the 
protection demanded if our flocks of 
migratory birds are to be perpetuated. 
‘““Under the proposed law it will be 
unlawful for any man or woman to cap- 
ture, pursue or kill out of season any 
migratory bird included in the con- 
vention for the protection of migratory 
birds concluded in August, 1916, be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain—in this instance Great Britain, 
of course, means Canada. Under that 
convention {it is not only illegal to kill 
these birds. out of season, but it is also 
a violation of the convention to inter- 
fere with them during theft nesting 
periods. But, as I have pointed out, 
the United States has not the law or the 
money..to give~the protection needed. 
“The Government. will issue licenses 
to those who wish to hunt during the 
game season, these licenses to cost $1 
each and to be issued through the ma- 
chinery of the Post Office Department. 
The rules and regulations prescribing 
the manner of issuing and acquiring 
licenses ‘will be. made by the Secretary 
of Agriculture and the Postmaster 
General. It is estimated that there 
aré in the United States about 7,000,000 
men and women who hunt game, and 
of these we beliéve at least 2,000,000 
will buy ‘licenses. License we 
are certain, will be more than 
sufficient to pay all, ‘the expenses 
necessary to make the new law a gucr. 
cess. The bill appropriates’ $50,000 ‘to 
meet ‘Initial expensés, but this money,

ods is plentiful, but probably few em= 

ployers of large: experience could . be 
found holding the view that the col- 
legian is a sure failure, 

Frank Hedley, President and General 
Manager of the-~ Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company, was one of the corpo- 
ration heads whose opinion of the Edi- 
son questions and theories was sought 
last week. Mr. Hedley is not a college 
man. - He began work as. a machinist 
in the New York Central shops, studying 
engineering on the side, and yet he said: 

“I think it’s easier to get a technical 
education in college than in the shops.’’ 

The Interborough Company.. employs 
numbers. of college men, .engineers of 
various kinds. They are in the construc- 
tion department and the power plants. 
The traffic superintendence branch is 
filled for the most part with men who 
have not been to college. The. college 
men and the other beginners start at the 
bottom and have a chance to work up. 
Mr. Hedley hasn’t any use for the col- 
lege graduate who 1s ~inwilling to take a 
job at the bottom. 

He recalled a speech he had made at 
a recent meeting of the Cornell Society 
of Engineers, composed of college gradu- 
ates, in part as follows: 

' “ After you get your. college educa- 

tion, that is the time for you to go out 

and start. Now there are a great many 
boys, and I know because I have run 
up against them in my time, that come 
away from college thinking they are all 
finished, and all they have to do is to go 
right down there ana get a-job. ‘I’ve 
got my. technical education and can 
handle anything.”

‘the college men got used to having a 
good time, and so are impatient with 
drudgery.

In the long run he 
will: heat the college man who starts 
above him.’’

: In 1895, goon efter the discovery of the 
X-rays, Professor Henri Becquerel of 
University of Paris undertook to 
earn whether some metals after expo- 
sure of sunlight would shine when 
brought into a dark room, and, if they 
did, whether that light would act as thé 
newly discovered X-rays, which had 
the power to pass through thick ge 
light-proof paper, By good fortune Fro- 
fessor Becquerel used uranium for his 
studies. He found, accidentally, that it 
was sending forth rays penetrating 
thick and light-proof paper, and after 
such penetration affecting a photo- 
graphic plate as the sunlight did. He 
found that the uranium did this whether 
or not it was-first exposed to sunlight; 
in other words, that the sunlight was 
not in any way the cause of these rays. 
Uranium had been known to the world 
a hundred years or more, That it pos- 
seased the power to emit rays of this 
penetrating nature,. however, was new, 
Marie Sklodowski of Poland was a stu- 
dent at the University of Paris, doing 
post-graduate work in physics and 
chemistry under Professors Becquerel 
and Curie. Becquerel and other acien- 
tists were 6o impressed with the im- 
portance of knowing what caused the 
strange rays in uranium that work was 
planned to discover the secret, Marie 
Sklodowski was invited to undertake the 
study and investigation. She carried 
through what has been described as one 
of the most comprehensive and conclu- 
sive scientific studies of the age.’ 


Short ef Long Research. 


First she ,went to the mines from 
‘which had teen taken the ore that had 
given the uranium to Becquerel. This 
ore was called pitchblende, and was a 
combination of most of the well-known 
‘metals, At the mines pitchblende ore 
was thrown away after the uranium had 
been taken from it. This refuse was 
examined and found to give rays with 
four times the intensity of.the rays that 
Becquerel had first noticed: So: the con~ 
clusion resulted that there was an un- 
known something in this refuse. 

Three years before the completion of 
the search for radium Professor Curie 
of the Sorbonne ‘ton the hand of 
Marie Skiodowsk!. To er they worked 
at the problem through years of depres- 
sion and even of poverty. The courage 
of Mme. Curte was equal to the task, 
As her husband publicly admitted, he 
was for abandoning the effort, but his 
wife’s dauntless spirit refused to think 
of defeat, 

The eventual discovery was made by 
the application of methods that mark 
the utmost refinement achieved by 
science for the measurement of smal] 
quantities. In non-technical 

the work was based upon the fact that 
dry air was nota conductor of electrio- 
ity. By appropriate means, however, it 
can. be broken up go. that it will he a 
conductor, The X-rays had demonstrated 
that they would break up the air 
through which they passed and make it 
a conductor of electricity. The rays that 
had just been detected as coming from 
uranium proved that they could convert 
the air through which they passed into 
a feeble conductor of electricity, with 
more or less of completeness, according 
to their intensity, 

By delicately adjusted electrical equip- 
ment Mme, Curle tested the extent to 
which each of the components into which 
ehe separated the refuse pitchblende 
ore gave rays that made air a con- 
ductor of electricity, . This gave her a 
measure of the unknown material that 
might be causing these rays in the sam- 
ple under examination. By eliminating 
the weaker samples and concentrating 








her work and attention on those that 
manifested these rays in the greatest! 
intensity, after thousands of these tests 
and nearly three years of the most ex- 
acting effort, she found a material that 
was millions of times more intense in 
these rays than the uranium in whfch 
Becquerel had first detected them. She 
called this material r@dium. 
Pure Radium at- Zest, 
For her years of toil with tons of ere 
she had a few thousandths of a thimble- 
ful of material. From this she was 
able, later, to obtain a pure white metal, 
which had gn atomic weight ef 226, 
which melted at 700 degrees centigrade,

Dead and Wounded. 

The list of dead and wounded who 
were victims of their experiments in the 
interest of saving life is impressive. 

_ Among the first were the two pioneer 
manufacturers of X-ray tubes, who be- 
gan work as soon as Roentgen had an- 
nounced his: discovery of -the X-ray in 
1905. John L, Bauer was the first to 
0, in 1906, and he was followed by his 
partner, Henry Green, in 1914. Green, 
although he-knew he was doomed, and 
in spite of the fact that so much flesh 
had been cut-away in amputating can- 
cerous growth that. he .was /rendered 
‘ physically useless, persisted in his work 
to the end. 

Major Eugene Wilson Caldwell of the 
Medical Reserve Corps of the United 
States Army gave up his life in 1918, 
after years of experiment, which during 
the war he devoted to the.needs of. the 
army. .He was the inventor of the Cald- 
well liquid interrupter and. special, forms 
of tubes for.therapeutic uses. 

Dr. Maxims Ménard, chief of the elec- 
echo department of the Cochin 
-Hospital in Paris, -has suffered from 
burns on the face and recently under- 
went ampujation of the fingers. He 
said, ‘‘If the X-rays get me, at least 
I shall knyw that with them I. have 
saved others,” 

Dr. Franzis LeRoy Satterlee of Flush- 
ing has been forced to have several 
fingers amputated. Dr. Vaillant, Chief 
.of the Ragjographic Service of the La- 
riboisiere Hospital in Paris, has had, 
first, his fingers, then his arm, cut off. 
Dr. Thomas J. Buchanan; the first phy- 
sician at she Jefferson Hospital, Phila- 
delphia, 4ied as a result of.burns last 
year. 

Dr. Caarles Infroit, Chief of the Cen- 
tral Radiographic Laboratory ut Salpe- 
triere Hospital, died in 1920 after 
twenty-four operations.

“Dr. John A, Lee, President of the 
Kings County Medical Society, one of 
the first Brooklyn : scientists to take 
up the study of the X-ray, died in 
April, 1920, from injuries.

Dr. Francis Carter Wood, who is dc- 
yoting ‘his life to experiments with the

We are 
now witnessing the first deaths from 
among the first operators with the X- 
ray, There is not the slightest chance, 
in this country at any rate, that 
similar crop of deaths will be reaped ‘7 
Dr. Leray’s ‘ unknown. god,’ from the 
experimenters of today. 

“Lead one-quarter of an inch thick 
will stop both radium and X-rays. Every 
tube that we have in this laboratory is 
incased in a lead box lined one-quarter 
of an.inch thick with lead rubber or 
lead glass, and the operator stands be- 
hind a lead s¢creen one-quarter of an 
inch thick, and wears, moreover, gloves 
of rubher impregnated with lead, and 
thick aprons of the same material. The 
blood count is an infallible test of the 
effect of the rays, and every worker 
here has a blood count taken period- 
ically.’’ 

Radium and the,X-ray have been as 
fertile a field for the vivid and some- 
times the lurid imagination as the air- 
plane used to be. Everything has been 
claimed for them. <A casual glance 
through newspaper clippings of the last 
ten years reveals them as a life saver 
of every. living creature from oysters up 
and down. The X-ray saved, according 
to these reports, the innocent oyster 
from suspicion of harboring pearls by 
detecting .the pearls where they really 
existed. It found needles in, haystacks 
and diamonds in the interiors of large 
negroes, who took this uncomfortable 
method of getting away with loot from 
the mines. It located a valuable ring 
within an elephant In Cincinnati which 
was expecting a peanut. It is said to 
have been used to destroy insects in to- 
bacco, grain and pork; to give back 
youth to aging women; to reveal flaws 
in ‘airplanes; to find contraband in bales 
of cotton; to discover infernal machines 
in police stations; to test the authentic- 
ity of old paintings and to reveal char- 
acter by phrenology !

FOREIGN BORN RESIDENTS 





HE census of 1920, in its figures 
relating to the 13,703,987 persons 
of foreign birth in the United 
States, “contradicts the Congres- 
sional speeches describing the 
flooding and congesting of America with 
millions of dissatisfied aliens. From hear- 
ing those speeches’ the ordinary citizen 
would not guess that the total increase 
‘of the alien-born population for and in- 
cluding the years 1910 to 1920 was only a 
little more than “one-third of’ ore million ; 
or, to be exact, 358, 442 persons, an aver- 
age annual increase for the decade of 
85,844. These figures ~ include -not only 
the newcomers from Europe, Australia 
and Canada, but also those from the 
nations of Central and South America. 
Astatics and negroes, who comprise a 
minute percentage of the alien, arrivals, 
are not included in these statistics. . 
If all the aliens who have emigrated 
to the United States since 1910 with 


their home had distributed themselves 
in equal groups throughout the forty- 
eight States of the Union, the annual in- 
crease of the popultion per State, that 
could be charged against the new ar- 
rivals, would have been only 747 persons. 
But this did not happen. Instead they 
—sought homes in the great cities, with 
the result that, of the entire alien-born 
population of the country, a little more 
than one-fourth reside in the State of 


credited to the States of New York, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and Illi- 
nois. 

The State with the smallest. percentage 
of foreign born is North Carolina, where 
the Census shows that the ratio of alien 
residents is only 1 to every 426 per- 
sons. <The ratio is greatest in New York, 
where 8.9 in every 10 of the population 
are of foreign birth.) In Rhode Island 
and in Massachusetts the proportion of 
foreign to native born is 1 to 8%; in 
New Jersey, Connecticut and Michigan, 
it is 1 to 4; in Wisconsin, it is 1 to 6; 
in Pennsylvania, it is 1 to 64; in Maine, 
it is 1 to 7; in Oregon and Ohio, it is 1 
to 8; Iowa has 1 to 11; Texas has 1 to 
13; Missouri, which the man in the 
street pictures as full of ‘little Ger- 
manies,’’ has 1 to 18; the same {is true 
for Indiana, and West Virginia belies 
her reputation for a large foreign-born 
population with a ratio of 1 to 23. Miss- 
issipp! has one foreigner in 223 natives 
and South Carolina 1 in’263. 

In 28 of the States the alien popula- 
tion decreased and in 20 it increased, in 
the decade that ended last December 
31st. In Illinois the increase was s0 
small as to amount to a standoff. 

Arizona showed the greatest increase 
and Illinois the smallest, the plus for 
Arizona being. 66 per cent. and for IIli- 
nois only .2 per cent. The increase for 
New York was also very near a stand- 
off, being only 2 per cent. Massachu- 
setts, which ranks fourth among the 
States with the largest alien population, 
showed an increase for the decade of 
only 2.5 per cent. Pennsylvania, with 
the second. largest alien population, 
showed a decrease of. 3.6 per cent. 
Missouri a decrease of over 18 per cent., 
while Kentucky heads the list with the 
largest percentage of lost alien popu- 
lation, the percentage decrease in that 
State being 23.2 per cent. 2 

The census of 1910 shows that in the 
decade 1900-1910 the alien-born popula- 
tion increased in every State but five— 


| Iowa, Kentucky, Louisiana, Nebraska 


and Wisconsin. From 1900 to 1910 the 
alien population jumped from 10,218,817 
in 1900 to 13,345,545 in-1910—an increase 
of 3,131,728, or 80.7 per cent., as com- 
pared with the 2.7 per cent, increase for 
the last decade, For the same decade 
the increase for New York State was 44 
per. cent., as compared with 2 per cent. 
shown by the census of 1920; Pennsylva- 
nia showed an increase of 44 per: cnt.’;

Of the twenty-two States west of the

measure making the use of fire ex- 
tinguishers immediately compulsory as

persons. Another measure. signed last 
week exempts from a chauffeur’s license 
those who drive a truck owned by a 
town and employed on road work. 

Anew act of interest to dealers and 
users of trailers places these vehicles 
in the same glass as automobiles in so 
far as the use of dealer’s plates and the 
sale is concerned. 

The Tax Commissioner is now busy in 
making its plans for conducting the 
automobile bureau, the head of which is 
yet to be named.

Payment of the indemnity to the na- 
tions of continental Europe will con- 
siderably enhance their debt paying 
power, and by making possible lighter 
taxes would increasé the purchasing 
power of the people of those nations. 
, As for the ability of the Buropeda | 
nations to pay, and the methods by | 
which they are to pay, that is not such 
a matter of doubt as many believe. 
First of all, production must be re- 
vived to an extent that will.permit a 
surplus of goods, available for export. 
National budgets must be made to bal- 
ance and taxes imposed that will pro- 
vide a treasury surplus in each case 
sufficient gradually to pay debts. The 
taxes, incidentally, would check domes- 
tic purchasing power and thus aid ‘the 
pfoduction of a surplus of goods over 
consumption. A sales tax also would 
help in this direction. While. increas- 
ing production, consumption should be 
checked, even by’ other than tax means. 
The greater exportable surplus of goods 
a nation has the quicker, it can recover 
and pay debts... 

It is likewise essential that the cur 
rencies of Europe be restored to some 
kind of a gold redemption basis, if 
necessary recognizing the depreciation 
and establishing new gold pars. Sound 
finance must be restored. ; 
‘| It would seem that the cancellation of 
debts would not help foreign trade to 
any great extent. It is-not to be sup- 
posed that Europe would again rush to 
buy our goods wholesale following such 
action, thus again going into our debt. 
Furthermore the need «for such: whole- 
sale Huropean buying here does not exist 
any longer. Inasmuch as many of our 
goods now cost relatively more than do 
goods of like character in other countries 
it is not to be thought that Europe 


would buy here in preference to other or. 


cheaper markets. 

It would seem, then, view of the 
above considerations, that by ‘giving up 
that to which we are entitled and can 
obtain we would lose rather than gain. 
I think that we would lose more than we 
would gain by the cancellation of the 
allied debts, 

I believe we can hope to collect the 
debt without upsetting our industrial 
structure further, The latter is upset 
already, but because of more general 
reasons. Business is bound to recover 
gradually, and in my opinion the collec- 
tion of the debt will not interfere with 
it. ¥.

BENTON'S PITCHING 
~ SUBDUES THE REDS 


Giants Defeat Moran’s Men, 
5-0, and Climb to Second 
Place in Race. 


FRISCH STARS WITH STICK 


Gets Two Triples and a Single 
Which Help.In Scoring Four 
of New York’s Runs.

The 1919 champions of the National 
League, frosh from a saddening sojourn 
in the home of the 1920 champions, 
made their first call of the season yes- 
terday afternoon upon the 1921 cham- 
pions—that is, if you don’t require an 
affidavit with your prophecies. Any- 
how, the Giants, whom yoy may not 
have. recognized under the title just 
prematurely conferred upon them, enter- 


tained the Cincinnati Reds and also a 
crowd of 25,000 fans at tife Polo 
Grounds, the latter enjoying the enter- 


.tainment much better than tht former. 


The score was 5 to 0 in favor of the 
Manhattan delegation. The victory, 
coupled with Brooklyn’s defeat, put the 
Giants in second place. 

There are three correct answers to the 
question ‘‘ hits such a decisive score?’’ 
Rube Benton is one satisfactory reply 
and brilliant fielding behind and aroun 
him is another. The third is fou in 
the viciousness with which the Giants 
waved their bats at Adolfo Luque in 
the opening. inning. It was like a 
cluster of wolves harrying a pink-eyed 
rabbit. The unhappy Cuban was greeted 
with four safe slams by the first 
quartet to face him, Burns and Ban- 
croft slashing out singles, Frisch belt- 
ing a three-bagger and Young slapping 
forth another single. The net result 
was three runs over the “plate before 
Luque had had a chance to become ac- 
customed to the rarefied atmosphere on 
the mound. 

After that, although Adolfo remained 
in the box serving them. up about as 
before, the Giants had a heart and 
didn’t pester him so much, Still they 
blazed out an occasional blow just to 


hausted their supply. And they. kept 
on fielding at a pace that suggested 
boarding school lads attacking blue- 
berry pile. 


Benton in Good Form. 


Rube Benton wasn't out for a hitless 
game. He allowed a safe rap once in 
a while, but he-was very fussy about 
the time. It appeared to be his theory 
that at least ten minutes must elapse 
between each Cincinnati hit and its suc- 


cessor. The result was that the Reds 
had very little chance to try out their 
speed upon the paths. 

That particular phase of the pastime 
known as home-running was not in- 
dugled in yesterday. In fact, the Giants’ 
habitual home-runner, George Kelly, 
Esquire, failed to bring his bat to the 
field, batting exclusively with his little 
finger. He hit into a span of double 
plays and was an easy out every time he 
bobbed up, disporting himself in dis- 
tinctly un-Kellyesque style. A young 
party named Frisch attended to most. 
of the slugging, sandwiching a_ single 
between a couple of triples. © 
Aside from a wasted single by Jake 
Daubert, the Reds’ ‘portion of the open- 
ing inning passed off with nothing stir- 
ring. Nothing much except a-~ land- 
slide transpired in the latter half of 
the period. George Burns, who was a 
Cuban all last Winter and in. the early 
Spring, so far forgot his duty toward 
his one-time compatriot, Sefior Luque, as 
to paste the ball to centre for a neat 
single. The idea appealed to Dave Ban- 
croft, and he slathered a one-base punch 
to left, Burns stopping at second. 

These blows were all right enough in 
their way, but they seemed to Frank 
Frisch somewhat too ‘limited. in their 
scope, so he poled. the sphere to the 
shade of the ‘centre-fiéld bleachers. 
This smack conveyed Burns and Ban- 
croft home and landed. Frisch on third. 
Ross Young’s appeal fcr moderation in 
the maltreatment of Luque took the 
form of a one-bagger to left, and Frisch 
put in an appearance at the plate. That 
was all for the time being. for Kelly 
hit into a double play and Walker flied 
to Duncan. However, three. runs has 
pees known to constitute qufte a clus- 
er. : 


Luque Settles Down. 


After enduring this, pasting without 
fainting or otherwise manifesting shat- 
tered nerves, Luque’s hardihood was 
deemed by Moran so thoroughly estab- 
lished that he allowed him to keep right 
on at the hurling task. The Cuban, grat- 
ified by the knowledge that the Giants 
had got four of those lurking hits out 
of their systems, settled down and made 
the going rather stony for the local ath- 
etes. Only three Giants faced him in 
each of the three following chukkers, 
ae Burns got aboard first in the 
third by virtue of his second single of 
the afternoon. Bancroft flied to Fon- 
seca, Frisch followed suit to Paskert 
and when Burns tried to go to second 
after the latter. catch the ancient Dode 
nailed him by a great heave to Fonseca. 

Meanwhile the Moran caravan was 
finding Rube Benton, own brother to 
the Sphinx. They couldn’t guess his 


‘riddles, and if they offered a feeble so- 


lution in the way of an oécasional hit 
it never amounted to anything. Rube’s 
comrades were there like a cluster of 
pyramids behind him to fend off dis- 
aster. 

In the fifth session another New York 
tally poked up its pretty head. Goldie 
Rapp was the first man to face Luque 
in this inning and -he drove a long 
sharp liner to left, Duncan barely get- 
ting the fingers of his upstretched ‘left 
hand on the ball. This jab netted two 
bases for Goldie and Earl Smith sac- 
rificed him to third, whence he jogged 
across the plate after the catch of Ben- 
ton’s sacrifice bang to Roush. Burns 
lined sharply to Bohne for the final out. 

In the seventh, for the first time, the 
Reds managed to lay d@wn two safe 
hits in a single period, but all it got 
them was the air. Crane opened with 
a one-base tap to center, whereupon 
Hargrave promptly hit into a double 
play, Rapp making a great stop of his] 
grounder and hurling to Frisch to nip 
Crane, while Frank got the ball in 
plenty of time. to head off Hargrave. 
Luque’s hard drive evaded Bancroft for 
a single. Bohne skied to Burns for 
the closing episode. : 

In the eighth Frank Frisch, who had 
only made a single since his triple in 
the first, wearied of his comparative in- 
actKhity and crashed another three-base 
allowance to the distant sceries in right 
field. Ross Young whaled a sacrifice fly 
to Roush and Frank completed his trip 
to the bench.

Ghuenine Miller Signs the Simpson Bill 
Regulating State Boxing and Wrestling 





As one of: his last.acts in connection 
with the consideration of the large crop 


the Legislature left behind when it took 
its final adjournment, Governor Miller 
yesterday in his suite at:the Hotel Plaza 
signed the Simpson bill which abolishes 
the salaried State Boxing Commission 
and provides for the: creation of a State 
Athletic Commission composed of three 
members who will’ receive.no salaries. 

No substantive change is made-in the 
law governing boxing bouts, but pro- 
fessional wrestling, under the terms of 
the Simpson act, is brought under the 
supervision of the Athletic Commission. 
Wrestling matches will: be regulated to 
this extent, to use the language of the 
new law: 

*‘The commission shall by, rule and 


of so-called ‘‘thirty-day bills’’ which 


regulation prescribe the length or dura- 
tion of such contest, the: manner in 
which the contestants shall engage in 
such contest and such further safe- 
guards and conditions as shall insure 
fair, sportsmanlike and scientific wrest- 
ling contests.’’ 

In an interview Governor Miller said 
yesterday that in all probability he 
would not take any steps-~to fill the 
three places on the Athletic Commission 
until a couple of weeks after his return 
from a fortnight’s vacation which will 
begin today.

The more insistent of the ad- 
visers even go so far as to make draw- 
ings showing in movie animated cartoon 
style just what blow Jack should use 
to circumvent.the nimble Carpentier in 
close quarters, 

If there is any serious side to this 
matter of amateur ring generals handing 
out their free-for-nothing advice, it is in 
the fact that be has stirred Dempse 
utterance of & bit. more of his opinion of 
Carpentier and the coming fight than at 
any time ‘since he has arrived down this 
way.

AMONG YACHTSMEN 


Racing Schedules: Show In- 
crease in Number of. Classes 
and Boats. Along Coast. 











Much has been said recently on the 
score that the yachting season of 1921, 
starting officially on Memorial: Day, will 
be back nearly, if not quite, to. pre- 
war days, both as to the importance of 
the events, and the number of classes 
and boats participating. The racing 
schedules of the various organizations 
recently published support the first con- 
tention, and now figures are available 
to back up the second aasertion. i 
. Reports from the various regatta com- 
mittees from the Delaware ™Capes to 
Bar Harbor show something like a total 
of 700 yachts of all classes going into 
commission, over 200 of which will race 
on the waters of Long Island Sound be- 
tween Hell Gate and Bridgeport, Conn. 
The list of boats which will take part in 
contests under the auspices of the Yacht 
Racing Association of Long Island. 
Sound has been made up for .the sea- 
son, and shows the following classes, ex- 
clusive of boats above the New York 
Yacht Club 60-foot sloops, with the num-’ 
ber of. yachts in each class: 

New York Yacht Club 50-foot class, 6; New 
York Yacht Club 40-foot-class, 5; Larch- 
mont O class, 88-footers, 13; Sound schoon- 
ers, 5; handicap classes, 24; U class, 8; 
six-meter class, 5; S class, 4; Victory class, 
20; Glen Cove ** Jewels,’’ 10; Stamford class, 
10; Seawanhaka-Corinthian ‘‘ Fish’’ class, 
21; Indian Harbor knockabouts, 7; ‘‘ Star’’ 
class, 88; Orienta class, 4; New York Canoe 
Club knockabouts, 5; New Rochelle class, 2; 
Pequot 18-footers, 4; Sachem .Head 18-foot- 
ers, 6; Shell Shore dories, 9; sailing canoes, 
11; Seawanhaka-Corinthian ‘‘ Kittens,’’ 14; 
Indian Harbor ‘‘ Sea Mews,”’ 8. 

The Pequot Club’s new Class R yachts 
will also be raced. There dre four of 
these, from designs by William Gardner, 
now completed at Nevins’s yard, City 
Island, but delivery has been delayed 
threugh failure of the spars to arrive 
from England. The Atlantic Club will 
race below the Narrows with its Q and 
X classes, and the larger yachts of the 
New York Yacht Club will take part in 
the squadron races of that organization. 

Going a little further north along the 
coast, good racing on Narragansett Bay 
is promised with a fleet of at least 
thirty boats, and on Buzzards Bay near- 
ly half a hundred craft will get away to 
the starting signal. Buzzards’ Bay 
yachtsmen - are enthusiastic over their 
new S class, and some pretty contests 
are anticipated. e 

The power boats probably now out- 
number the’ sailing’ craft, but the power 
boat owners, as a rule, do not go in for 
racing. However, the gasoline ships are 
likely to stage a few events on Great 
South Bay, the Hudson, and other wa- 
ters during the course of the season. 
Of course, there is the. great power- 
cruising race of the New York Yacht’ 
ae = July 9 from New York to Block 
sland. 


The Race Committee of the Seawan- 
haka-Corinthian Yacht Club, which went 
into commission unusually early, in or- 


der to hold special races for the six- 
meter yachts which are to go to Eng- 
land in June, has announced a series of 
races over the club course, running 
throughout the Summer, for its three 
special classes, ‘‘S,’’ Fish and Kittens.

Theextraordinary 
figures of gold received, the incomplete 
total importation for last week being 
‘well in excess of $30,000,000, show what 
is still going on in that regard. Un- 
questionably, this piling up of treasure, 
in a country where cautious restriction 
of credit is still pursued as the policy 
f safety, is in some respects a con- 
fusing economic incident. But it can 
hardly be construed as anything but a 


all these special influences on the for- 
eign exchange market, the movement of 
rates necessarily indicates also financial 
judgment as-to the general trend of Eu- 
rope’s own economic affairs, which is of 
high importance to American finance. 
Yesterday’s stock market was mostly 
under the influence of professional spec- 
ulation, which directed its activities 
toward a few of the industrial shares. 
More than one-third of the total trading 
was in half a dozen stocks, some of 
which declined a paint or more; but the 
general change of prices was inconsider- 
able. Taking the week as a whole. de-- 
clines of 1 to 3 points are numerous and 
the closing not far above the lowest. 
The bond market also has a prevalence 
of declines to show; it has reflected the 
reactionary tendency. 

The Census Bureau’s monthly report 
on cotton taken for spinning and export 
indicated that the revival in demand 
from consumers, which began in January 
and reached its height in March, has 
somewhat slackened. Last month’s tak- 
ings by home mills decreased 29,051 
bales from March, though they still ex- 
ceeded the total of any other month 
since September. Exports continued to 
decrease; they were smaller by 50,499 
bales than in March, less than one-half 
of the shipments of either December or 
November, and 227,602. bales. below 
April, 1920. Meantime the warehouse 
stock of cotton.is being steadily drawn 
down; it is now less by 616,737 bales 
than at the close of January, but is still 
more than 30 per cent. above that of a 
year ago.

AUSTRIA’S FOREIGN TRADE. 


Official Returns of One Unlucky 
European State for 1920. 


The Austrian Ministry of Commerce, 
as quoted by the Neue Freie Presse of 
Vienna, has stated officially that dur- 
ing the year 1920, the imports into 
Austria, measured by fuantity, exceeded 
exports in the ratio of 5 to 1. It was 
further stated that fuel, which was the 
largest article of importation, made up 
4,000,000 tons out of the 6,000,000 tons of 
total imports. The other 5.000, 000 of im- 
ports consisted mostly of grain and oth- 
er foodstuffs, but it was added that im- 
ports of luxuries and finished manu- 
factures were still large. 

The exports of 1920 consisted chiefly 
of food consigned to Italy and of min- 
erals consigned to Czechoslovakia. 
There were also exported 62,530 tons of 
magnesite consigned mainly to Ger- 
many, the. United States and Great 
Britain. Out of tha 6,000,000 tons of 
imports, 2,274,000 came from Czecho- 
slovakia ' and 2,220,000 from Germany, 
only 237,000 being credited to the United 
States. Of the 1,318,000 tons of exports, 
gd received 366, 000, Czechoslovakia 
$26,000, Germany 234, 000, the rest being 
divided between Poland, Jugoslavia, 
Hungary, Switzerland, Rumania and the 
United States. 


With decreased activity of trading, 
partly due to the Whitsuntide holiday 
season ahroad, exchange on most Hu 
peans points made a further moderates 
advance yesterday. Sterling at $4.00% 
fixed a new high level for the year to 
date; Amsterdam also advanced beyond 
the year’ s~previous high level. Rates 
on Paris and Rome, however, failed to 
reach Friday’s highest point, and Berlin 
exchange, which touched 1.82% on Fri- 
day and closed at 1.79, declined yester- 
day. to 1.76, closing at 1.77.

SOME UNIONS ‘RESIST CUT 


But In Repair Yards Workers Have 
Made. Considerable Conces- 
sions Voluntarily. 


Norwegian shipowners have adopted a 
policy of rigid economy in view af the 
period of depression that has fallen upon 
shipping throughout the world. They 
hope to reduce operating costs to a point 
reasonably near the low figure prevaill- 
ing before the war, when Norway’s mer- 
chant marine was run’ more cheaply, on 
the whole, than that of any other na- 
tion, Details of the economies to be 
put Into effect are itemized in " Present 
Day Scandinavia,” published by © the 
New York Trust Company. 

™ Such economy has not been possible 
under the many lations’ that went 
into effect. early last year and re- 
quired Norwegian ships to engage larger 
crews than were. employed on vessels of 
some _ wlth mega says the bank. 

** The ipowners’ Associa- 
tion hae nina al ebtained ‘temporary 
modification of the rules, and it is ex- 
pected that further and mére important 
concessions will be granted. 

** Negotiations for -wage reductions 
have pr favorably so far _ 
deck and ine officers are concerned 
but the fee ers of the mariners’: and 
stoker’s unions, which are. affiliated 

with transport, workers tn a>coalition 
similar to England’s Triple Alliance, 
have shown a: disposition to resist a 
cut in . It is considered significant 
that shipowners report seamen ap’ pplying 
for work at pre-war wages, wy are 
about 75 per cent. lower than ‘the pres- 
ent scale. 

“In ship repair yards wage conces- 
sions have been made by the, workers 
voluntarily, and as a result repair work 
has already been stimulated. For ex; 
ample, a Norwegian yard recently

SWING OF EXCHANGE RATES. 


Highest and Lowest Polnts Reached 
During the Past Three Years. 


The advance of exchange ‘rates on 
England, France, Italy and Holland to 
the highest point of the year to date 
on the news of Germany’s acceptance 
of the reparations terms and Secretary 
Mellon’s prediction that the period of 
low exchange has been definitely passed 
make interes the comparison of pres- 
ent rates with the high and low of other 
recent years. Sterl -sold this week 
at the highest since Dec. 4, 1919, except 
for the two days April 5 and 6, 1920. 
Francs and lire reached the highest 
point since last July. German marks, 
1; cents, went above what is gen- 
erally quoted asthe highest rate of the 
present year, which was 1.81 or 1.82 on 
Jan.: 24, but some transactions at a 
higher rate were reported on that day. 
Except for that occasion this week’s 
German exchange rate was the highest 
since the middle of last September.

SHIPS BURNING MORE OIL. 


American Naval and Merchant Ves- 
sels Use 44;487,319 Barrels In 1920. 


‘Consumption of fuel oil by merchant 
vessels ‘and the United States Navy 
during 1920 aggregated 44,487,319 bar- 
rels, according to returns compiled by 
the American Petroleum Institute. This 
compares with a total consumption of 
27,102,616 barrels in 1919, last year’s 
increase being equal to 64.1 per cent. 
The consumption by the United States 
Navy aggregated 6,051,019 barrels, as 
against &,913,642, a decline of 32.1 per 
oom but the consumption of merchant 

essels amounted to 111.3 pef 
Son 18,188,974 barrels in 1919 to 88 
436,300 barrels last year. 
Vessels in coastwise and foreign 
trade, includ those of the United 
States Shipping Board, consumed 21,900,- 


445,688 barrels of oa oil produced in 
this country. In 1919 the amount of 
domestic fuel ofl consumed was greater 
than exican produced fuel oil. 
The oil consumed by the navy is a blend 
of domestic and Mexican oils, and the 
statistics as to the relative quantities 
were not available.

All ex- 
cess earnings of the company above the

special fund pending a review of the 
ease as decided in the lower courts by 
the United States Suprenie Court. t 
year the company reported Portes, iy of 
only $1.30 a share on its $100 
capital stock, and after the ae ethant of 
dividends there was a deficit of 
$5,692,000. 

Yn the case of the Brooklyn Union 

Gas Company a special master was ap- 
pointed _and ruled that the 80 per cent.

CHICAGO, May 14.—The wheat market 
‘was decidedly unsettled, and, while 3 
cents lower at one time on general sell- 
ing by the local element and commission 
houses on the passage of the Tincher bill 
and highly beneficial rains in Oklahoma 
and the Texas Panhandle, rallied very 
‘sharply toward the last on the buying of 
around 600,000 bushels of May and a 
liberal quantity of July by houses with 
seaboard connections, and closed un- 
changed for the day: Export sales in 
all positions were reported at 1,250,000 
bushels, half via the Gulf and the bal- 
ance Manitoba, and there was a stam- 
pede of shorts toward the last. The 
surplus was taken off the market on 
the break by the seaboard, and offer- 
ings were light on the way up. Many 
ofthe pit element were free sellers 
around the inside figures. 
Sentiment,on the whole, was some- 
what more in favor of the bear side, it 
being figured that the Tichner bill would 
reduce the outside interest. At the same 
time, others said the bill would be bullish 
on the breaks, as it would likewise check 
selling pressure and the market would 
quickly become oversold. As it is, the 
best posted interests believe that a most 
erratic market will probably. be wit- 
nessed from now on, with sharp price 
changes, and sales on’ the sharp upturns 
are advocated. 

P reports from Kansas are mixed, 
with the promise that that State will 
have nearly as much wheat as last year 
providing conditions are favorable from 
now on. The breaking of the prolonged 
drought in Oklahoma and Texas was 
commented on freely, but the average 
rainfall in the Panhandle was. only 
about half an inch, and more moisture 
will be needed shortly. Rains also fell 
in parts of the Province of Alberta, 
where the soil was commencing to drift 
badly, due to high winds. Tempera- 
tures as low as 20 were reported in 
North Dakota last night, and the Spring 
wheat and oats crops may have received 
some set-back, but no damage claims 
were received during the day. Premiums 
on spot wheat were unchanged, with 
No. 1 hard at 11% cents and No. 2 hard 
at 9 cents, over the May. Receipts were 
small and the demand slow. 

Country offerings of cash corn to ar- 
rive were materially larger and came 
from a wider territory, but buyers were 
not interested and purchases were small. 
The passage of the Tincher bill, with the 
threat that the Exchanges might 
close should it become a law, seems to 
have alarmed the country..to some ex- 
tent. Seaboard exporters. were after 
corn, and, while some business was put 
through, quantities were not given. Do- 
mestic sales were 115,000 bushels. Oats 
were dull and easier with other grains.

Existing Prices Range from $12 to 
; $25 a Thousand. + 
The following digest- on the brick in- 


dustry ‘Was issued yesterday. by the 


Common Brick - Manufacturers of 
America: 

. “ The inevitable law of supply and de- 
Mand.is having its effect upon brick 
prices as ‘upon other’ commodities. 
Throughout the country there is a grad- 
val settling of prices. In using the 
figures given, it should be understood 
that averages or composite prices have 
no significance except to indicate the 
trend: ‘ 

** The price of brick varies.in different 
parts of the country, as it always: has 
and probably always’ will, due.to the 
conditions under which it is manufac- 
tured. But it is of interest to note that 
@ composite price taken from the re- 
ports of 142 members on Feb. 1 
gave the figures of $18.05 per thousand ; 
from the reports of 132 members on 
March 1, $17.40. per thousand; and the 
composite price of current reports from 
126 members reduces the figure to $16.97 
per thousand. 

“(There is an actual range ‘from $12 to 
$25. throughout the country. The lowest 
price quoted is that of Chicago. As the 
Chicago price is frequently referred to 
in other communities and the question is 
asked why it cannot be met anywhere 
else, it is proper to state that common 
brick are manufactured at a lower cost 
there than in any other section. Chicago 
is the largest single producing brick 
centre in the world. It has plant ca~- 
pacity of a billion brick a year, about 
equal to the entire Hudson River pro- 
duction from Mechanicville to New 


York. 

“The Chicago plants are considered to 
have extremely high efficiency. The 
greatest element in the low cost of the 
production in Chicago is the quality of 
its clay. Due to its unusual plasticity, 
a single machine in a Chicago plant is 
capable of turning out 300,000 brick a 
Gay. Of course, this high amount is 
not. maintained as an average, however. 
In other sections 70,000 a day is con- 
sidered about the maximum for a sin- 
gle. machine.. The clay is exceptionally 
economical to burn, the kilns being fired 
only from ten to twenty hours, while 
forty-eight. hours is considered the 
minimum everywhere else, some clays 
requiring six to fourteen days to burn. 
These factors make it impossible for 
manufacturers in other sections to rival 
the Chicago cost. ‘ 

“High freight rates continue to be a 
serious handicap in the distribution of 
greatly limit competition. 
Generally throughout the country a 
slight -improvement’ in_ building condi- 
tions is reflected in the reports. The 
March Digest showed 115 closed plants, 
while this report shows 84 closed. The 
quantity of burned brick on hand has, 
in thirty days, been reduced from 331,- 
940,000. to 264,697,000. There is a cor- 
respondingly optimistic suggestion in 
the orders on books, Which et the 
Month have increased from 111,182,000 
to 114,875,000. 

‘(In nearly every building centre a de- 
mand is being made by contractors for 
a cut in wages of from 10 per 
cent.,. based upon the lower cost of gen- 
eral commodities. In some of the small- 
er éentres“labor has already made con- 
cessions, but in the larger cities, at the 
time of writing this digest, the con- 
tractors and unions are more or less 
deadlocked, Our members generally feel, 
however, that settlements will be based 
upon a more: reasonable wage scale 
than has existed during the past year 
or two. 

“There is much unemployment in the 
building trades everywhere. Building 
mechanics could go into shops and other 


lines of industry during the war and the 


year immediately. followmg, but cannot 
now, as there is an oversupply of labor 
in all lines. 

“There are general indications that a 
considerable volume of normal business 
will be started as soon as labor accepts 
a reasonable cut, although another ob- 
stacle in the way is that financial con- 
ditions are not right for extensive op- 
erations. Schools and other buildings 
financed by public money are likely to 
loom large in the operations of the year. 
Next to public buildings, it is believed, 
will come housing. 

“Throughout the country building 
codes are being revised to permit a 
more economical use of brick, Many 
old codes requiring twelve-inch walls for 
two-story dwellings are now being log- 
ically revised to permit eight-inch walls 
for homes, making brick a close com- 
petitor of less enduring materials; and 
this is expected to stimulate brick home 
building. Milwaukee, Wis.; Buffalo, N. 
Y.; Worcester, Mass.,; and other cities 
recently made this change in their 
code.”’ 


NEW 42D STREET SUBWAY. 


Transit Engineers Studying Plans 
for Moving Platforms. 


Engineers of the Transit Commission 
are devising a plan for the construction 
of moving platforms beneath the side- 
walks on Forty-second Street from river 
to river. That such a service wouid 
contribute largely to reduce congestion 
at Times Square and the Grand Central 
subway station and be of great bénefit 
to the public is generally admitted, and 
the only problem for the engineers to 
solve is whether such a! method of 
transportation is practical. 

Daniel L. Turner, consulting engineer 
of the commission, said yesterday that 
the matter had reached the point where 
it was receiving ‘close attention, and 
that later plans’ might be made for sub- 
mission to the commission. 

The advantages of a moving platform 
operating the entire length of the street 
were thus briefly summarized: 

It would relieve congestion at points 
of heavy traffic like Times Square and 
the Grand Central Station by diverting 
passengers to other points nearer thelr 
destination. The moving | platforms 
would connect with the subway lines 
and many of the passengers would step 
on them and bé carried away to emerge 


at other points. .The platforms would 
make unnecessary the continuance. of 
the present surface line through Forty- 
second Street, which could then re-~ 
moved and the street left free to the 
heavy traffic which uses it. The plat- 
forms could .»e reached by stairways 
at each of the street corners so that 
the service would be ample at all points. 
Mr. Turner explained that no estimate 
of the cost of the proposed moving plat- 
forms .had been made nor had there 
been any discussion as to the methods 
of operation. The'idea, he said, was to 
establish transportation facilities to sup- 
plement those already in operation.

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The long and vigorous fight of the, 
residents and business men of. Staten 
Island to obtain some sort of rapid 
transit between the Borough of Rich- 
mond and the greater city ended in a 
decided victory last week when Gov- 
ernor Miller signed the bill of Senator 
C. Ernest Smith, Republican, of Staten 
Island, making it: necessary for New 
York City to begin, within two years, a 
freight and passenger tunnel between 
Richmond and Brapklyn. ° 

The mandatory feature of the bill, 
which leaves the city no choice, was 
commented on by the Governor, who 
said that the fact that the bill had been 
accepted by the city removes. to some 
extent the objection arising: from its 
mandatory character. : 

Commenting upon the bill Governor 
Miller said: ‘‘ Such a tunnel must neces- 
sarily be a part of any comprehensive 
plan. for the development of the port. 
Indeed, it appears to me that it is one 
of the obvious things that may speedily 
be done to relieve congestion and to 
eliminate much of the costly terminal 
service now required, for by that means 
it should be possible to provide direct 
service from the transcontinental rail- 
roads to a large territory with a rapidly 
growing population now cut off from 
such service. Such a tunnel, with proper 
connections, will bring the transconti- 
nental railroads to the very centre of 
the great metropolitan district. 


““The City of New York already is 
expending a large sum. in the construc- 
tion of docks on Staten Island and it 
would seem that transportation means 
other than by water between Richmond 
and the other boroughs should be pro- 
vided as speedily as possible. 

Plans and Estimates. 


“The need of such a tunnel is obvi- 
ous. Its building has now been too 
lorry delayed. Nothing can be done un- 


ylatis and estimates. 

| ‘Th approval of. the bill will at least 
icause an intensive and immediate study 
of* the subject, both by the city and 
Mthe port authority, and it will be possi- 
ble: for the next Legislature to enact 
any further legistation which such study 
may suggest, to. remedy any defects and 
to bring the project into proper relation 
to the: two great problems of develop- 
ment of port and transit facilities.’’ 

Staten Island’s Future. 


In a recent interview on the prosperity 
and future prospects of Staten Island, 
Calvin D. Van Name, President of the 
Borough of Richmond, said: 

‘“‘“The year 1920, notwithstanding the 
high “cost of building materials and 
labor, saw many new homes erected in 
our borough. During the first nine 
months new. dwellings to the number of 
1,100 and manufacturing plants to. the

perity for a community more than any 
other. ‘ 

‘““The new docks when completed will 
entirely change our easterly shore and 
the villages adjacent thereto into great 
manufacturing and business’ centres. 
There can be docked at one time eighty- 
five 500-foot steamérs. The business 
attendant upon the loading and unload- 
ing of this large number of vessels will 
bring many thousands of newcomers to 
our shores. There is also contemplated 
by the municipal authorities the erection 
of modern. warehouses adjoining these 
piers, which will help carry out the ob- 
ject sought, namely, the elimination of 
trucking and lighterage, ‘with their ad- 
ditional cost; which today is placing the 
Port of New York at a disadvantage for 
shipping purposes. 

‘“‘The total cost of piers and ware- 
houses will be close to $50,000,000. These 
docks will have direct rail connection 
with the South and West, which will 
make Staten Island the natural gateway 
for foreign trade. 


Inadequate Transit Facilities. 


“Our transit facilities are taxed to 
their utmost, and upon the completion 
of the docks and other improvements 
will be woefully inadequate. 

‘‘ Staten Island is finally coming into 
its own. Those who were responsible 
for the inclusion of Richmond Borough 
in Greater New York performed for that 
city a service which will forever keep 
it in the forefront of the world’s great- 
est municipalities. 

‘‘The vast shore line of our borough 
insures the supremacy of the Port of 
New York, its development already com- 
menced ' by the building of twelve 
modern piers, which, in addition to the 
present piers, equal the docking facili- 
ties of many European countries and is 
today attracting the attention of the 
industrial world.” 


Staten Island Club to Build. 


As a site for its new club building, 
the Dongan Hills Club, Inc., of Staten 
Island, has purchased a plot of one 
acre on the west side of Richmond Road, 
opposite Garrison Avenue. This site is 
one of the most desirable on Richmond 
Road. Work on the new clubhouse will 
commence shortly.

«The New. Jersey Tunnel. 

.A ,tube for vehicular, transportation 
between New York and New Jersey, 
actual work’ on which was begun "this 








year, brings to the stage of actual 
execution a project which has been 
planned - since. 1906. 

The tube rénning under the Hudson 
River from #pring Street on the New 
York side to a point on the Jersey side 
at Twelfth Street, between the Erie and 
Lackawanna yards, will be twin cast- 
iron tunnels. ‘ 

There will be an entrance at Canal 
Street. Hach tube is to accommodate 
two lines of traffic, moving in the same 
direction and will be lined with con- 
crete and contain adequate room _ for 
ventilation ducts and service conduits 
as well. as a sidewalk for pedestrian 
traffic. 

This tunnel, on which, it is estimated 
$6,000,000 will be expended this year, 
will cost when complete, it is estimated, 
$28,669,000. ‘This cost, it is believed, 
will be repaid three times over in three 
years. It is planned to complete it by 
1924. The traffic then will be 5,610,000 
vehicles annually. 


Population of Richmond. 

The area of the Borough of Richmond 
is about ‘forty-eight square miles. Its 
population was 116,581 in 1920. The 
island is only slightly longer;than Man- 
hattan but has more than double the 
area, for the reason that it is eight miles 
wide-near the north end. It is separated 
from the mainland of New Jers#®y by 
the Arthur Kill, a crooked’ waterway 
about eleven.miles long, about 1,000 feet 
wide at the north end and half a mile 
at the south end; and from the Bayonne 


peninsula by the Kill van Kull, a water-{ 


way three miles tong and averaging 
about one-third of a mile wide. It is 
separated from Brooklyn by the Nar- 
rows, 2 strait a mile wide and slightly 
more than a mile long, connecting the 
Upper and Lower Bays. 

Staten Island rises rather steeply at 
the north end to a height in one or two 
places of 200 feet or so. These hills 
range themselves into a ridge which 
runs the long way of the island consid- 
erably to the east of the centre and 
disappears at the south end. 

The west side of the island is low 
and is deeply indented at about the mide 
point by the tidewater inlet known as 
the Fresh Kills... 

Aside from the Fresh Kills and an in- 
dentation opposite on the Lower Bay 
similar to Gravesend Bay but much 
smaller, and known as the Great Kills, 
the waterfront of Staten Island is fairly 
regular, and there are no important in- 
lets or projections. 

As yet its development has been al- 
most wholly at the north end. 

When Greater New York was formed, 
the village of New Brighton, at the ex- 


treme northeastern tip of the island, 
nearest Manhattan, had upward of 20,- 
000’ inhabitants. Adjoining on the south, 
toward the Narrows, was. a - village 
nearly as large, the name of which, 
Edgewater, has disappeared in favor of 
the three earlier communities, Tompkins- 
ville, Stapleton and Clifton, of which -it 
was a consolidation. , 

To the west of.\New Brighton, oppo- 
site Bergen Point, Bayonne, was Port 
Richmond, with perhaps 9,000 inhab- 
itants. These three villages accounted 
for a considerable part of the popula- 
tion of the island, but there were nu-

Transportation Facilities ‘Lacking. 


The 1920 report of the New York, New 
Jersey Port and Harbor Development 
Commission says: ‘‘ The island lacks 
adequate transportation facilities—con- 
nection with Manhattan and other parts 
of the port, and lines to its own interior. 
It is admirably situated for the devel- 
opment of fre ght steamship terminals 
with direct rail connection with New 
Jersey, and the program for twelve new 
piers now in course of construction 
the City of New York, together wi 
supporting warehouses over the mar- 
ginal street and railroad facilities con- 
necting with the piers and warehouses, 
should give it a new impetus. It has 
large areas ideal for commercial, indus- 
trial and residential devolopment.’’ 

‘* Staten Island is at present served 
directly by only one railroad, the Balti- 
more & Ohio. Indirectly it is served 
through the medium of drays, lighters 
and car floats by all railroads of the 
port district. 

‘Its major development is on its 
northerly and northeasterly shores. The 
lack of development of its southerly 
shore is attributable to two reasons. 
The-primary reason is that is has little 

rotection from the waves of the‘ At- 
antic; the secondary, that it lies outside 
of the lighterage limits. ; 

‘“ The westerly or Arthur. Kill shore of 
Staten Island is undeveloped because it 
has no direct rail access and is outside 
of the lighterage limits, so that freight 
can be handled only by lighters at<a 
cost beyond that of its westerly neigh- 
mor, the New Jersey shore, or by drays 
at considerable additional expense. 

“The northerly or Kill van Kull-New- 
ark Bay ‘shore of the island is mainly 
occupied by the coal and other freight 
facilities 6f’the Baltimore & Ohio Raik- 
road. ere are, however, developed 
and undeveloped stretches under private 
ownership.

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COUNTRY CLUB AT HARTSDALE 


























Another country club is to be added to 
the imposing array now located in 
Westchester county. It will cost about 
$450,000 and will cover a site of 122 
acres, at Hartsdale. 

Plans are now being completed by the 
members of the old Scarsdale Golf and 
Country Club, whose buildings were 
destroyed by fire in 1919. The entire 
club is being completely reorganized. 
Membership will be limited to 350, with 
each member the owner of one share of 
non-par value stock at $1,500 per share, 
in a new corporation to be formed and 
known as the Scarsdale Leasing Cor- 
poration. It will be organized under the 
business laws of New York State and 
will own all the real estate, including 
buildings and the golf course. 

The clubhouse itself will be located on 
the site of the present buiding of the 
Scarsdale Golf and Country Club, over- 
looking the lake. The old grounds are 
to be almost completely remodeled, with | 
the objectionable features of the old 
course, particularly those of the side 
hill hole of the sixth, and the hill holes 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth elimin- 
ated. Five or six new holes: are to. be 
added to the course. 

In the Spring of 1919, just as the 
season was beginning, the old club 
buildings were completely demolished by 
fire. Owing to the unsettled conditions 
following the European war the Board 
of Governors deemed it inadvisable to 
“establish permanent quarters at that 
time. 

Last’ Spring, however, a new com- 
mittee worked out a financial plan to 
provide a permanent clubhouse and 
locker accommodations and to acquire 
additional grounds in order to eliminate 
the objectionable features and to gen- 
erally improve and modernize the 
course, 

An option was taken on some thirty- 
four acres of land lying west of the 
course on Central Avenue and extending 
south adjoining the property, at the 
present ninth, eleventh and fourteenth 
greens. The location makes this land 
admirably adapted to development in 
conjunction with the. present course.

STATE TAXATION. 


Heaviest Burden. 


The Real Estate Board of New York 
calls -attention to several. interesting 
phases of local. and State taxation as re- 
cently officially brought to light. Its 
statement says: . 

*“In the report recently made to the 
Legislature by the State Department of 
Taxes may. be found one reason why s0 
disproportionate a share of State ex- 
penses falls on New York City. : 

“One .of the duties of the State De- 
partment is to act as a State Board of 
Equalization to. equalize the assessments 
of real property in the various sections 
of: the State.. In New York City real 
estate is assessed at full value and in 
every part of the State the asessors are 
presumed to assess at full value. The 
Commissioners found, however, that: this 
had not been done. 

“As a résult of their investigation, 
which {s in no way finished, they have 
raised the assessed valuation of real 
property in Sullivan County from 
$7,500,000 to $47,000,000. Many other 
raises were made as for instance: 
Tonawanda, Erie County, 66 per cent.; 
Johnstown, Fulton County, 110 per cent.; 
Watertown, Jefferson County, 60 per 
cent.; Utica, Oneida County, 75 per 
cent.; Rome, Oneida County, 116 per 
cent. ; Mount Vernon, Westchester Coun- 
ty, 72 per cent.; Genegee County, 132 
per cent.; Town of Altamont, 103 per 
cent.; Town of Duane, 118 per cent.; 
Town of Santa Clara, 118 per cent.; 
Town of Herkimer, 105 per cent. 

**In 1920, the total assessed value of 
real estate in the State was $12,989,433,- 
732. This year it is $14,850,989,607. The 
assessed value of real estate in New 
York City this year is $9,972,985,104. 

‘‘There is no doubt that a full val- 
uation throughout the State would show 
an assessed valuation of $16,000,000,- 
000. Two engineers sent out by the 
State and working only a short time 
succeeded in raising assessed valuations 
in the territory investigated $6,000,000. 
It might be interesting to know that 
over $500,000,000 was raies@ by taxation 
for State and local purposes in New York 
last year. Of this real estate paid 70 


per cent. 

‘The average tax rate was 2.7; $1,000 
invested in real estate paid $27 while 
$1,000 invested in non-exempt securities 
paid $1.80. e 


FIRE DEPARTMENT ORDERS. 


\ 
Are. Affected by Decision: of the 
Appellate Division, 


The Real Hstate Board of New York, 
in a statement issued yesterday, calls 
attention to an important decision of 
the Appellate Division, affecting orders. 

The statement reads: 

‘ “The recent decision of the Appellate 
Division of the First Department in 
United-States Trust Company vs. Blake, 
makés it clear’ that neither a lessee nor 
his assignee is liable for disbursements 
made by the landlord in complying with 
invalid requirements of the Fire Com- 
missioner, under the clause .of a.lease 
binding the tenant to comply, at his own 
expense, with all orders and require- 
ments of Federal, State or municipal 
departments or officers, affecting the 
leased premises... _ ; 

‘“In the case referred to, the leased 
Premises “were used as: an apartment 
hotel. The Fire Commissioner required 
that the hotel.should be provided with 
ah interior fire alarm: system, and: a 
standpipe equipmént; that certain win- 
dows, doors and a. skylight therein 
should be made fireproof, and that the 
fire escapes thereon should be con- 
nected. These requirements the owner 
of the leased premises complied with, at 
considerable expense, and action was 


brought against the lessee and her as- 
signee for reimbursement therefor. The 
defendant denied liability, urging that 
the Fire Commissioner acted without au- 
thority of law in making the require- 
ments. with which the landlord com- 
plied. This contention of the defendants 
was sustained by the Appellate Division, 
which following its decision in the mat- 
ter of Browing vs. Adamson (175 App. 
Div. 526), held that the alterations re- 
quired were structural in eir nature 
and were not such as the Fire Com- 
missioner was authorized to require.’’ 


LANDLORDS WARNED. 
\ 


Magistrate Brough Threatens Heavy 
Fines for Slow. Repairs. 


A warning that drastic punishment 
would be, meted out to landlords who 
fail to obey the Sanitary Code or the 
orders of the Board of Health was is- 
sued last week by Magistrate Alexander 
Brough in the Municipal Term Court. 
It was prompted by the constantly in- 
creasing number of such cases which 
are threatening to congest his calendar. 

‘From now on,” he said, “ landlords 
who persist in disregarding the orders 
of the Tenement House Department and 
Board ‘of Health to repair violations of 
the Sanitary Code need not expect sus- 
pension of sentence from me. Many of 
these landlords are quick to increase 
the rents of their tenements, but are 
slow to remove violations of the Sani- 
tary. Code. 

‘‘In a large number of instances they 
pay no heed to the orders of the de- 
partment until they receive a summons 
into court. ‘Then they hurry to obey 
the order and come before me to say 
that they have done-so, admitting that 
they made the repairs since they re- 


ceived the summons. In some cases the 
orders to repair had been issued six or 


eight months earlifer. ‘ Z 
‘Thus the tenants have had to suffer 

the danger of leaky roofs,’ broken walls 

and dows, unsanitary lavatories, 

leaky plumbing and other unhealthful 

ond inconvenient conditions for all that 
me. 

“I am going to give that type of 
landlord a heavy fine, and those who 
show repeated and vicious disregard of 
the department’s orders will go to jail.’’

MARITIMES’ CROPS INCREASE 


Canada’s Eastern Provinces Show 
Gains In Farm Production. 


The fertility and productivity of the 
ferms of the Canadian Maritimes, as the 
Eastern provinces of the Dominion are 
called, are shown by the annual reports 
indicating ‘substantial increases, while 
the average acre production is more 
often than not in excess of the Dominion 
average, notwithstanding that the West- 
ern, or newer, provinces have been much.

Whether Ambassador Geades will con-

_ Freight and Passenger Rates ; 
Should Be Eliminated. 


COST EXCEEDS $250,000,000 


Accounting Alone Is More Than 
$1,000,000 a Year. 


Railroad “men _ generally agree that 
freight and passenger rates must be re- 
duced as operating expenses are brought 
down, but they insist that, in the pro- 
posed revision of the Government tax 
schedules, the tax now levied on freght 
rates and passehger fares might. easily 
be eliminated, thereby saving between 
$250,000,000 and $275,000,000 annually to 
shippers and passengers. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon has 
recommended -that the tax ‘on transpor- 
tation be retained, and it is becoming 
increasingly evident that the present 
Administration is desirous of bringing 
about a decrease in freight and passen- 
ger rates. Railroad men say that even 
a considerable reduction in rates proba- 
bly would have but little effect'in reviv- 
ing Doninees, as in many instances the 
final retail price of manufactured arti- 
cles is only slightly affected by such 
increases or decreases. On the other 
hand, shippers assert that the rates on 
raw materials which go into the manu- 
facture of such articles are the reason 
many prices are high and that 
until there is a reduction business will 
be checked. 

No formal action looking toward legis- 
lation for a reduction or elimination of 
the ai genni whegaeety taxes has been under- 
taken by the roads so far, but the mat- 
ter is being discussed and it would not 
be surprising to see something definite 
attempted before the close of the year. 
This is considered as probable if the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission reduces 
freight rates following a reduction of 
wages by the Railroad Labor Board in 
Chicago. 

Not wonly is the transportation tax a 
tender spot with railroad managers be- 
cause of the revenue it takes from them 
but the collection of the tax has proved 
irksome and complicated for the roads. 
The wide difference in schedules and the 
multiplicity, of different distance ship- 
ments has complicated even more the 
already intricate and highly involved ac- 
counting systems which the roads have 
maintain. The accounting depart- 
ments of many of the carriers have had 
to increase their working forces because 
of the additional work, and it has been 
conservatively estimated that the sav- 
ing through the elimination of transpor-
